The  question  recurring  on  agreeing  to  the  first  and  only 
section, 

Also  moved  to  amend  as  follows :  On  the  fifteenth,  six- 
teenth and  seventeenth  lines  strike  out  the  words  "and  any 
other  street  for  western  circuit  that  the  present  or  future  open- 
ing of  the  said  Morris  and  Tasker  streets  will  permit,"  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "  Schuylkill  avenue  for 
the  western  circuit :  Provided,  That  said  Company  shall  have 
the  right  to  use  Eighteenth  street  temporarily  for  its  western 
circuit  until  Morris  street  is  graded  to  Twenty-second  street, 
then  to  use  Twenty-second  street  for  its  western  circuit,  and  as 
every  four  streets  are  opened,  then  to  extend  its  western  cir- 
cuit to  said  fourth  street  until  Schu^dkill  avenue  is  reached  ; 
Provided,  liowever.  That  said  tracks  shall  he  removed  from  the 
streets  abandoned  as  the  western  circuit,  unless  they  be  in  use 
for  another  branch  of  said  company,"  so  that  the  bill,  as 
amended,  will  read  : 

''  An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Union  Passenger  Railway 
Company  to  extend  its  tracks  on  certain  streets. 

"  Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  PJtiladelphia  do  ordain,  That,  in  accordance  with  a 
further  supplement  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Union  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company,  approved  November  22,  1873,  said 
company  is  hereby  authorized  to  extend  its  routes  and  lay  its 
tracks,  as  follows :  On  Memphis  street,  from  Vienna  to 
Norris  street,  connecting  at  both  ends  with  existing  tracks ; 
from  pi'esent  track  at  Twenty-second  and  York  streets,  along 
Twenty-second  street  to  Dauphin  street,  thence  along  Dauphin 
street  to  Fourth  street,  and  thence  along  Fourth  street  to 
York  street,  and  thence  along  York  street  to  Twentieth  street, 
connecting  at  both  ends  with  existing  tracks;  and  on  Morris 
and  Tasker  streets,  from  the  Schuylkill  to  the  Delaware  rivers, 
connecting  with  Seventh  and  Ninth  streets,  usino;  Otsego 
street  for  the  eastern  circuit,  and  Schuylkill  avenue  for  the  west- 
ern circuit:  Provided,  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  use  Eighteenth  street  temporarily  for  its  western  circuit 
until  Morris  street  is  graded  to  Twenty-second  street,  then  to 
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use  Twenty-second  street  for  its  western  circuit,  and  as  every 
four  streets  are  opened,  then  to  extend  its  western  circuit  to 
said  fourth  street  until  Schuylkill  avenue  is  reached  :  Provided, 
lioivever,  that  said  tracks  shall  be  removed  from  the  streets 
abandoned  as  the  western  circuit,  unless  they  be  in  use  for 
another  branch  of  said  company.  The  work  of  laying  the 
tracks  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  after  the  plans  have  first  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  and  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors. 
Before  the  granting  of  a  permit  by  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors,  said  company  shall  pay  into  the  City  treasury 
fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  this  ordinance." 

Mr.  Porter  moved  that  the  bill  be  postponed  for  the  present.

A  majority  of  the  members  elected  having  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

It  was  agreed  to.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  recommendation  in  the  Mayor's  Message  that  the  State  be 
requested  to  take  charge  of  our  insane,  have  examined  the 
matter  and  fully  endorse  the  Mayor's  suggestion.  (See  Mayor's 
message.) 

It  has  been  conceded  that  the  insane  are  the  wards  of  the  State ; 
but  Philadelphia  has  hitherto  endeavored  to  maintain  her  own, 
besides  paying  her  proportion  under  general  taxation  for  the 
support  of  asylums  elsewhere.  At  the  present  time  Philadel- 
phia has  appropriated  large  sums  of  money  towards  an  enlarged 
asylum  at  Blockley,  and  though  spending  its  own  money  for 
this  purpose,  the  State  Lunacy  Committee  claims  oversight  of 
its  construction  on  the  broad  principle  that  the  insane  are  the 
wards  of  the  State. 
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It  is  now  granted  that  asylums  for  the  insane  should  not  be 
modeled  after  prison  cells,  but  that  large  grounds  and  pleasant 
surroundings  are  due  to  these  unfortunates.  Philadelphia, 
rapidly  building  over  its  whole  territory  and  adding  to  the 
wealth  of  the  State,  cannot  appropriately  furnish  these  essen- 
tials. A  large  farm  in  one  of  the  adjoining  counties,  and  easy 
of  access,  should  be  secured,  where  the  inmates  may  have  some 
pleasure  in  life,  aside  from  the  mere  maintenance  which  only 
we  can  secure  for  them  in  Blockley. 

The  money  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  now  spending  on  the 
Blockley  grounds  will  not  be  lost  should  the  Legislature  con- 
clude to  establish  the  desired  asylum.  The  buildings  will 
serve  admirably  for  receiving  and  examining  purposes,  where 
the  milder  cases  may  be  temporarily  treated,  and  for  general 
hospital  purposes  for  many  years  ;  your  committee  earnestly 
request  the  passage  of  the  annexed  resolution.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  29th  ult., 
in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  Councils  have  the 
power  to  pass  a  bill  reading  as  follows  : 

"AN  ORDINANCE 

"  Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  any  City  or  County  oflSce, 
commission  or  department  of  Philadelphia  containing  positions 
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of  honor,  trust  or  profit,  where  one  of  an  applicant's  race  or 
color  is  not  serving  under  each  of  the  forms  of  service  prac- 
ticed by  other  citizens  there  serving,  the  appointing  power  or 
appointing  powers  shall  not  refuse,  by  act  or  otherwise,  to 
appoint  some  one  of  the  applicant's  race  or  color  to  that  form 
of  service  wherein  one  of  the  applicant's  race  or  color  is  not 
serving  at  the  occurrence  of  the  first  vacancy,  subject  to  the 
condition  by  which  the  most  favored  one  in  that  form  of  ser- 
vice shall  have  been  legally  appointed. 

"  Sect.  2.  The  acts  growing  out  of  the  appointment  of  a 
citizen  appointed  in  violation  to  this  ordinance  shall  not  be 
binding  upon  the  City  or  County  of  Philadelphia,  nor  shall 
any  money  as  a  salary  be  paid  from  the  City  treasury  to  any 
appointing  power  or  appointing  powers  violating  this  ordinance 
until  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  shall  have  been  com- 
plied with  by  the  appointing  power  or  appointing  powers  so 
violating." 

You  also  ask  whether  Councils  can  pass  such  a  bill  affecting 
County  ofiices.  I  reply  as  follows  :  The  subject  matter  of  the 
bill  or  ordinance,  so  far  as  appointments  to  municipal  offices  are 
concerned,  has  been  fully  provided  for  under  the  Act  of  June 
1,  1885,  and  Councils  have  no  authority  to  pass  an  ordinance 
such  as  the  one  proposed. 

In  answer  to  your  second  question,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
Councils  cannot  pass  such  an  ordinance  affecting  a  County  office.

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  inspected  the 
outlet  of  Mill  Creek  sewer,  on  the  east  side  of  Woodland 
avenue,  at  the  intersection  of  Forty-third  street. 

The  drainage  from  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward  and  large  por- 
tions of  the  Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty-seventh  Wards  is 
discharged  through  this  sewer.  There  are  many  slaughter 
houses  on  its  line,  from  which  all  refuse  matter  is  received, 
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including  the  solid  offal.  This  immense  amount  of  filth,  filled 
with  putrefying  animal  matter,  is  deposited  along  the  bed  of 
Mill  Creek,  between  Woodland  avenue  and  the  river. 

This  deposit  occurs  in  consequence  of  the  rocky  bed  of  the 
creek  obstructing  the  flow.  When  the  tide  retires  the  mass  is 
exposed  to  decay,  and  creates  a  nuisance  in  the  neighborhood 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  those  living  in  the  vicinity.  Addi- 
tions are  constantly  being  made  to  this  deposit,  and  as  each 
tide  does  not  remove  the  entire  accumulation,  the  open  bed  of 
the  creek  is  seldom  free  from  this  offensive  mass. 

This  nuisance  can  be  abated  by  continuing  the  sewer 
along  the  line  of  Mill  Creek,  from  Woodland  avenue  to  low 
water  on  the  Schuylkill  River.

Armstrong  and  Matthew  Dittman,  Esq..  Attorney  for  Wm. 
Krause  k  Son. 

It  was  shown  that  due  advertisement  was  made,  inviting 
proposals  for  cement  and  granolithic  work  in  corridors  of  the 
New  County  Prison,  that  specifications  could  be  obtained  at 
the  office  of  the  architects,  Messrs.  Wiison  &  Brothers,  in 
Drexel  Building. 

That  the  said  specifications  required,  inter  alia  :  Item  1,  the 
laying  of  "  Stuart's  "  granolithic  floors  on  cement  foundations 
already  laid  in  buildings ;  floor  to  be  approximately  one  (1) 
inch  thick,  all  top  finish ;  Item  2,  required  the  laying  of 
"  Stuart's"  granolithic  floors,  two  (2)  inches  of  concrete  and 
one  (1)  inch  of  top  finish. 

That  Messrs.  Krause  &  Son  had  read  the  specifications  be- 
fore bidding,  and  consequently  must  have  been  aware  of  the 
requirements  thereof,  and  had  visited  the  New  County  Prison, 
where  said  work  was  to  be  done ;  that  the  words  "  Stuart 
granolithic"  were  used  in  said  specifications  by  the  advice  of 
the  architects,  as  in  their  opinion  to  be  the  best  pavement,  and 
further  to  conform  with  work  already  done  since  1887  at  the 
said  New  County  Prison,  which  had  proven  in  every  respect 
satisfactory.

Item  8.  For  sprinkling  Park  drives  and  for  the  purchase  of 
water  wagons  and  repair  of  those  on  hand,  twenty-three  thou- 
sand five  hundred  (23,500)  dollars. 

Item  9.  For  the  maintenance  of  St.  George  House,  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  10.  For  works  of  a  permanent  character,  sixty-five 
thousand  (65,000)  dollars. 

Item  11.  For  care,  maintenance  and  repairs  to  Memorial 
Hall,  twenty-six  thousand  (26,000)  dollars,  to  be  expended  as 
follows  :  Care  and  maintenance,  eleven  thousand  (11,000)  dol- 
lars ;  general  repairs  to  roof  and  to  other  portions  of  Memorial 
Hall,  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars.

The  petition  is  from  two  Ex- 
Recorders  and  the  present  Recorder  of  Deeds  to  Select  and 
Common  Councils,  setting  forth  that  certain  commissions 
allowed  them  by  the  State  as  its  agents  in  collection  of  certain 
moneys,  and  which  commissions  were  paid  by  them  into  the 
City  Treasury,  and  they  pray  that  the  said  commissions  be 
refunded  to  them. 

In  answer  permit  me  to  say  that  the  Supreme  Court  in 
Commonwealth  v%.  Martin,  125  Penna.  St.  Reports,  583, 
decided  that  the  commissions  collected  from  the  State  by  the 
City  Treasurer  could  be  retained  by  him,  and  were  not 
required  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  The  Recorder  of 
Deeds  is  in  the  same  position  as  the  City  Treasurer  as  to  com- 
missions received  from  the  State  for  services  rendered  as  its 
agent,  and  he  was  not  required  to  pay  the  said  commissions 
into  the  City  Treasury,  nor  was  the  City  entitled  to  receive 
them.

instruments  of  writing  that  were  recorded  during  their  respec- 
tive terms  of  office,  and  to  keep  seperate  accounts  of  all  money 
so  received  and  collected  for  the  Commonwealth,  and  to  for- 
ward, and  they  did  forward,  statements  of  the  same  under  oath 
to  the  Auditor  General  of  the  said  Commonwealth,  and  to  pay, 
and  they  did  pay,  said  moneys  from  time  to  time  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  said  Commonwealth  and  settled  their  accounts  in 
that  behalf  with  the  said  Auditor  General,  as  required  by  the 
Act  of  Assembly  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

That  the  said  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  allowed  to  the 
said  Louis  Wagner  for  his  services  in  collecting  and  account- 
ing for  the  said  several  sums  of  money,  a  commission  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  $1000.25  ;  to  the  said  John  O'Donnel  a 
commission  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $1283.57,  and  to  the 
said  George  G.  Pierie  a  commission  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$1656.75,  and  which  commissions  so  received  by  them  they 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  City  of  Philadelphia. 

That  prior  to  the  passage  of  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to 
carry  into  effect  Section  5  of  Article  14th  of  the  Constitution, 
relative  to  the  salaries  of  County  Officers  and  the  pnyment  of 
fees  received  by  them  into  the  State  or  County  Treasury  in 
Counties,"  approved  the  31st  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1876,  said 
Commissions  were  kept  and  received  by  the  Recorders  for 
the  time  being. 

That  the  said  Louis  Wagner,  John  O'Donnel  and  George  G. 
Pierie,  under  a  misapprehension  and  misinterpretation  of  the 
said  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  March  31,  1876,  paid  the 
said  commissions  into  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

That  they  have  since  been  informed,  and  they  believe  that 
it  has  been  decided  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1,  for 
the  County  of  Philadelphia,  and  which  decision  of  tlie  said 
Court  of  Common  Fleas  was  duly  affirmed  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  on  April  22, 
1889    (vide    Commonwealth   vs.    Martin,    125   Pennsylvania 
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State  Reports,  page  583),  that  the  said  fees  or  commissions 
belonged  to  the  said  officers  and  were  not  payable  into  the  City 
Treasury. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  pray  your  Honorable  bodies  to 
refund  to  them  the  said  several  suras  of  money  they  have  paid 
into  the  said  City  Treasury  through  error,  viz.,  to  the  said 
Louis  Wagner,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  (1000)  dollars  and 
twenty-five  (25)  cents ;  to  the  said  John  O'Donnel,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  (1288)  dollars 
and  fifty-seven  (57)  cents,  and  to  the  said  George  G.  Pierie, 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-six  (1656)  dol- 
lars and  seventy-five  (75)  cents.  And  they  will  ever  pray,, 
etc.

For  the  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Lighting,  one  warrant, 
payable  semi-monthly. 

For  the  Bureau  of  Water :  For  the  employees  of  the  hydro- 
graghic  corps  roll,  one  warrant,  payment  once  every  two 
months  ;  for  the  employes  at  the  pumping-stations,  one  war- 
rant for  each  station,  payment  monthly. 

The  following  employes  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  to  be  paid 
semi-monthly  :  For  the  employes  in  the  Purveyors'  districts, 
one  warrant  for  each  district ;  for  the  employes  of  the  City 
construction  and  repair  shop,  one  warrant ;  for  the  employes 
upon  the  improvement  for  distribution  and  contingent  roll,  one 
warrant ;  for  the  employes  upon  the  buildings,  grounds  and 
reservoirs  roll,  one  warrant. 
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Warrants  for  the  Director's  office  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ;  for  the  City  Ice 
Boats  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Ice  Boats  ;  all  others 
by  the  chiefs  of  the  respective  bureaus,  and  approved  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  11.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  provide  for  grass  plots  and  the  planting  of  trees  along  the 
sidewalks  of  the  streets  and  avenues  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia seventy  feet  wide  and  over  from  house  line  to  house  line. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  whenever  any  street  of  the 
width  of  seventy  feet  or  over  is  to  be  paved  or  repaved, 
provision  shall  be  made  for  grass  plots  and  trees  as  prescribed 
below,  unless  otherwise  authorized  by  ordinance. 

On  streets  seventy,  seventy-five  and  eighty  feet  wide 
the  curb  shall  be  moved  five  feet  into  the  roadway  on  each  side, 
thus  making  the  roadway  of  streets  seventy  feet  wide,  thirty 
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feet  instead  of  forty  feet  wide,  and  of  streets  seventy-five  feet 
wide  making  the  roadway  thirty-five  feet,  and  of  streets  eighty 
feet  wide,  making  the  roadway  thirty-four  feet  instead  of  forty- 
four  feet. 

On  streets  one  hundred  feet  wide,  the  curb  shall  be  moved 
seven  feet  into  the  roadway  on  each  side,  making  the  roadway 
forty-six  feet  wide  instead  of  sixty. 

On  streets  one  hundred  and  thirteen  feet  wide,  the  curb 
shall  be  moved  eight  feet  into  the  roadway  on  each  side,  thus 
making  the  roadway  fifty-five  feet  wide  instead  of    sixty-nine. 

On  streets  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  wide,  the  curb  shall 
be  moved  ten  feet  in  the  roadway  on  each  side,  thus  making 
the  roadway  sixty  feet  wide  instead  of  eighty  feet  wide : 
Provided,  That  the  space  for  grass  plots  shall  be  taken  from 
the  sideAvalk  or  street  as  the  Board  of  Surveyors  may  deem 
best. 

Sect.  2.  The  space  left  unpaved  between  the  present  curb 
line  and  the  revised  curb  line,  shall  be  excavated  to  a  proper 
depth,  filled  in  with  the  proper  soil,  sodded  with  grass  and 
planted  with  shade  trees,  not  less  than  twenty  feet  apart.  At 
the  distance  of  not  more  than  forty  nor  less  than  twenty  feet, 
or  in  front  of  each  pair  of  entrances  or  entrance  to  public 
buildings,  there  shall  be  a  paved  carriage  walk  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  four  feet  nor  more  than  eight  feet  in  width,  except 
otherwise  provided  in  the  ordinance  for  paving  or  repaving  any 
particular  street. 

Sect.  3.  The  contract  for  paving  or  repaving  streets  accor- 
ding to  this  ordinance,  shall  be  awarded  for  the  entire  work,  or 
separate  contracts  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  be  awarded  for  the  paving,  filling  in,  sodding 
and  planting  of  trees  in  the  unpaved  space  and  for  paving  the 
carriage  walk.  The  care,  management  and  maintenance  of  the 
unpaved  spaces,  and  the  care  of  the  grass,  trees  and  carriage 
walks,  shall  be  under  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  Bureau 
of  City  Property  at  the  expense  of  the  City.  The  selection 
of  the  kind  of  trees,  the  distance  of  planting  them  apart  and 
the  manner  of  sodding  the  grass,  shall  all  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  it  is  intended  to  apply  the  provisions  of 
this    ordinance   to    the   paving  or  repaving  of  any  street,  the 
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ordinance  directing  the  paving  or  repaying,  shall  so  prescribe,

Dear  Sir  : — On  November  22d  last  I  received  from  the 
Assistant  Clerk  of  Select  Council  a  resolution  of  request,  of 
which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

"  Resolution  of  request  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to 
postpone  the  award  of  contract  for  electric  lighting  of  the  City 
for  the  present. 

'^Resolved,  hy  the  Select  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Director  of  Public  Works  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  requested  to  withhold  advertisements  for  the 
awarding  of  all  contracts  for  electric  lighting  until  after  the 
report  of  the  Electrical  Committee  on  the  resolution  which 
was  this  da}^  referred  to  them,  concerning  granting  certain 
privileges  to  the  Delaware  Electric  Company  and  others." 

Always  anxious  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  Councils,  I 
determined  to  postpone  advertisements  for  electric  lighting  at 
least  until  the  report  of  the  Electrical  Committee,  named  in 
the  resolution,  should  be  made  to  Councils,  which  I  was 
informed  by  the  daily  newspapers  would  be  on  Thursday,  the 
4th  inst. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  Select  Council,  held  on  that  date, 
the  Electrical  Committee  reformed  (my  informant  is  again  the 
daily  newspaper)  that  the  resolution  '•  granting  certain  privi- 
leges to  the  Delaware  Electric  Company  and  others  "  had 
been  referred  by  them  to  a  sub-committee. 

On  the  5th  inst.  I  received  from  the  Assistant  Clerk  of 
Common  Council  a  resolution  of  request,  of  which  the  follow- 
ing is  a  copy  : 

"  Resolution  in  reference  to  bids  for  electric  lighting  and 
the  erection  of  poles  for  the  same. 

"  Whereas,  It  is  essential  that  the  freest  competition  should 
be  encouraged  in  the  bidding  for  the  lighting  of  the  City  by 
electricity,  and  that  to  encourage  the  same  there  should  elapse 
some  time  between  the  opening  of  the  bids  and  the  commence- 
ment of  the  contracts  ;  be  it 
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^^Hesolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Director  of  Public  Works  be 
requested  to  open  the  bids  for  electric  lighting  not  later  than 
December  15,  1890,  or  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  con- 
tracts are  to  go  into  effect.     Be  it  further 

'■'■Resolved,  That  where  it  is  necessary  to  erect  poles  for 
said  lighting,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  be  requested  to 
grant  the  permits  on  condition  that  the  same  shall  "revert  to 
the  City  at  the  expiration  of  the  contracts,  upon  the  City  pay- 
ing the  cost  of  the  same." 

Unfortunately  for  both  these  resolutions,  I  am  confronted 
by  sundry  ordinance  of  Councils  and  Acts  of  Assembly,  which 
compel  me  to  advertise  for  bids  and  to  award  the  contracts  in 
ways  and  manner  definitely  and  positively  described. 

These  may  be  summarized  as  follows  : 

1.  That  no  contracts  for  supplies  shall  be  made  except  after 
public  advertisement,  and  with  at  least  ten  days'  notice,  in  not 
less  than  three  daily  newspapers,  and 

2.  That  no  supplies  shall  be  obtained  except  under  contract 
and  by  award  to  the  lowest  bidder. 

In  the  matter  of  electric  street  lighting  the  facts  are  : 

1.  That  all  the  contracts  now  in  force  expire  with  the  year 
on  the  31st  inst. 

2.  That  a  large  number  of  ordinances  require  this  depart- 
ment to  maintain  a  very  large  number  of  electric  arc  lights 
located  by  such  ordinances,  and 

3.  That  the  department  has  no  authority  to  continue  these 
lights  except  after  contracts  legally  made. 

It  has  been  my  aim  for  the  past  three  years  to  secure  in  all 
branches  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  the  best  possible 
service  at  the  least  possible  cost,  but  always  in  compliance 
with  laws  and  ordinances.  As  a  result  the  cost  of  electric 
lighting  has  been  materially  reduced.  I  have  invited  compe- 
tition in  this  direction  as  in  all  others;  but  I  cannot,  under 
existing  conditions,  await  the  movements  of  an  electric  com- 
pany having  neither  power  (except  a  flowing  stream  of  water) 
nor  dynamos,  nor  wires,  nor  poles,  nor  authority  to  erect  the 
latter. 

To  withhold  advertisements  for  lights,  which  under  the  law 
must  be  established  by  January  1st  next,  or  go  unlighted, 
until  all  the  appliances  necessary  for  lighting  can  be  secured 
by  a  company  which  I  am  informed  is  not  yet  organized  is 
something  which  I  must  decline  to  do  upon  a  simple  resolution 
16 
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of  request  conflicting  with  the  ordinances  and  laws  governing 
this  matter,  and  passed  by  a  single  chamber  of  Councils. 

Compliance  Avith  the  first  of  the  joint  resolutions  of  request 
was  impossible  because  the  ordinance  regulating  advertising 
prescribes  that  at  least  ten  days  time  shall  be  given  to  bidders, 
which  could  not  be  done  if  bids  were  opened  on  the  15th 
inst.,  the  resolution  having  reached  me  on  the  5th  inst.,  and 
specifications  not  being  printed  even  if  there  had  been  ten  days 
time. 

The  second  resolution  cannot  be  complied  with  because  the 
ordinance  of  February  16,  1886,  (Brightley's  Digest  p.  147, 
par.  281)  prescribes  that  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau 
shall  have  the  authority  to  authorize  the  erection  of  poles 
upon  which  to  string  wires  for  electric  lighting,  but  that  they 
shall  be  used  for  public  lighting  only,  and  that  the  poles  shall 
be  removed  when  no  longer  used  for  that  purpose. 

I  report  in  this  great  detail  for  the  purpose  of  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  impossibility  of  complying  with  these  resolutions  of 
request,  in  the  hope  that  Councils  may  be  convinced  of  the 
wisdom  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  which  require  that  all  legisla- 
tion shall  be  by  ordinance,  and  that  no  ordinance  shall  become 
a  law  on  the  day  on  which  it  is  introduced,  and  only  after 
reference  to  a  committee,  a  report  thereon,  which  must  be 
printed,  considered  at  some  subsequent  meeting,  passed  by 
both  chambers  and  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval. 

Any  other  course  of  proceedure  ends  in  confusion  and  places 
the  department  apparently  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of 
Councils. 

When,  as  in  the  case  of  the  resolution  above  recited,  neither 
of  which  was  submited  to  you  for  your  approval  or  disapproval, 
one  branch  of  Councils  requests  one  course  of  action  and  the  two 
chambers  jointly  the  opposite,  and  both  in  violation  of  the  law, 
the  position  of  affairs  is  still  more  embarrasing,  and  I  beg  to 
express  the  hope  that  Councils  will  not  attempt  to  regulate 
action  by  resolutions  of  request,  but  they  will  order  and 
direct  by  ordinances  regularly  passed  and  approved  by  you. 

The  subject  of  public  lighting  by  companies  not  in  condi- 
tion to  furnish  lights  because  of  insufficient  legislation,  was 
considered  by  the  department  and  a  report  made  to  you  on 
January  3,  1888.  This  report  you  sent  to  Councils  on  Janu- 
ary 5,  1888,  but  no  action  was  had  on  the  offer  of  the  Key- 
stone Electric  Light  Company  to  light  the  City  at  greatly 
reduced  prices  if  certain  privileges  were  granted  them.     The 
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offer  of  the  Delaware  Electric  Company  seems  to  depend  upon 
similar  requested  grants,  and  as  it  seems  to  be  improbable  that 
an  ordinance  will  pass  during  the  year  1890,  and  as  it  would 
be  impossible  for  that  company  to  establish  any  electric  light 
plant  before  January  1,  1891,  even  should  such  an  ordinance 
pass,  I  will  advertise  at  the  usual  time  for  supplies  for  the 
Bureau  of  Lighting,  which  include  electric  arc  lights,  and  bids 
will  be  opened  on  the  20th  inst. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  transmit  copies  of 
this  report  to  both  branches  of  Councils,  so  that  they  may  be 
informed  why  it  has  been  impossible  to  comply  with  their  reso- 
lutions of  request.

half  (5|-)  acres  belonging  to  A.  and  E.  S.  Hunt,  et  al.,  was 
held  at  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  by  reason  of 
its  containing  a  valuable  quarry.  At  the  same  time  I  suggested 
that  your  Honorable  Bodies  ascertain  whether  the  plan  of 
this  Park  could  be  changed  so  as  to  avoid  the  payment  of  the 
large  price  at-ked  for  the  portion  belonging  to  A.  and  E,  S. 
Hunt,  et  al. 
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On  April  11,  1890,  I  approved  an  amendatory  ordinance, 
changing  the  boundaries  of  Juniata  Park,  and  on  the  same  day 
agreed  with  the  representative  of  the  estate  of  Comegys  Paul, 
to  purchase  the  land  contained  within  the  boundaries  as  set 
forth  in  the  amendatory  ordinance  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  hundred 
(1500)  dollars  per  acre  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  per 
cent  per  annum  from  April  11,  1890,  until  January  11,  1891. 
The  land  agreed  to  be  purchased  has  an  area  of  twenty-six 
and  fifty  one  thousands  (26,051)  acres,  and  by  the  plan  here- 
with submitted  it  will  be  seen  that  the  boundaries  as  set  forth 
in  the  amendatory  ordinance  of  April  11,  1890,  are  incorrect 
in  so  far  that  it  is  not  a  straight  line  following  northward 
along  the  west  side  of  "L"  street,  to  the  middle  line  of 
Frank  ford  Creek. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
approving  the  purchase  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  forty 
thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  and  eighty 
seven-cents  ($40,451.87)  to  pay  for  the  land.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Zoological  Society  of  Philadelphia  most 
respectfully  beg  to  represent  to  your  honorable  body  that  they 
are  in  great  need  of  pecuniary  aid  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
to  enable  them  to  successfully  prosecute  their  work,  and  to 
provide  new  attractions  for  their  garden. 

The  object  of  this  Society,  as  expressed  in  their  charter,  is 
"the  purchase  and  collection  of  living,  wild  and  other  ani- 
mals for  the  purpose  of  public  exhibition,  and  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  recreation  of  the  people."  This  object  has  been 
faithfully  carried  out  up  to  the  present  time,  and  the  receipts 
have  about  equalled  the  expenditures,  with  the  aid  of  an 
appeal  made  to  the  public  in  1884,  by  which  about  $20,000 
was  raised.

Dear  Sir  : — Repeated  complaints  have  been  made  of  the 
condition  of  Sear  street,  west  of  Twenty-first  street,  which 
is  badly  out  of  repair,  and  which  it  is  impossible  to  put  into 
proper  repair  except  by  repaving. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  reports  that  this 
street  was  paved  by  Jacob  Jarden,  Esq.,  in  1888,  without  any 
contract  with  the  City,  and  without  entering  security  for 
keeping  the  street  in  proper  repair.  It  is  paved  partly  with 
block  stone,  vitrified  brick  and  common  paving  brick. 

As  this  street  was  paved  without  proper  authority,  and  as 
it  is  in  a  most  discreditable  condition,  and  Mr.  Jarden  having 
refused  to  put  it  into  proper  repair,  I  have  the  honor  to  request 
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that  you  will  ask  Councils  to  pass  an  ordinance  directing  the 
Department  to  pave  this  street  at  the  expense  of  the  property 
owners. 

Something  must  be  done  to  prevent  work  of  this  kind  being 
foisted  on  the  City  in  the  expectation  that  the  street  will  be 
put  into  proper  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  tax-payers,  when 
it  should  have  been  originally  paved  at  the  expense  of  the 
property  owner,  and  the  only  way  to  reach  this  point  appears 
to  be  by  an  ordinance  requiring  the  work  to  be  done  regularly 
and  in  accordance  with  the  law.

Section  1.  TJie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized 
and  requested  to  advertise  for  sale  to  the  highest  competent 
bidder,  the  permission  of  building  a  double  track  elevated  rail- 
way in  the  middle  of  the  streets  on  Market  street,  from  the 
Dclware  river  to  Juniper  street ;  on  Juniper  street  to  Filbert 
street;  on  Filbert  street  to  Broad  street;  on  Broad  street 
to  Market  street ;  on  Market  street  to  Sixty-third  street. 
The  bids  shall  be  received  on  a  date  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  which  date  shall  not  be  earlier  than  three  months  nor 
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later  than  four  months  after  the  final  passage  of  this  ordinance. 
The  bids  shall  be  received  in  the  usual  manner. 

Sect.  2.  The  bidding  shall  be  confined  to  the  rate  per  centum 
of  the  gross  earnings,  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  No 
bid  of  less  than  one  (1)  per  centum  of  the  gross  earnings  will 
be  accepted. 

Sect.  3.  All  corporations  that  bid  for  the  said  permission, 
must  first  file  a  bond  with  good  and  sufiicient  security,  to  be 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  for  five  hundred  thousand 
(500,000)  dollars  for  its  faithful  performance  of  the  work,  and 
to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things  in  this  ordinance 
mentioned  on  its  part  to  be  done,  executed  and  performed. 

Sect.  4.  The  authority  is  hereby  given  to  construct  iron  or 
steel  bridges  or  viaducts  for  the  said  railway  over  every  street, 
alley  or  public  way  which  this  road  on  the  route  as  hereby 
designated  crosses ;  and  the  said  company  may  also  construct 
at  all  necessary  and  convenient  places  such  sidings,  switches, 
turnouts,  supports,  connections,  landing  places,  platforms,  sta- 
tions, and  all  necessary  and  convenient  appliances  thereto ; 
buildings,  telegraphs,  and  signals,  and  all  other  and  requisite 
and  convenient  appliances  upon  said  route  and  upon  or  above 
the  grade  hereby  authorized  of  said  railway,  as  shall  be  required 
for  the  convenience  and  rapid  and  safe  operations  of  their  road ; 
and  authority  is  hereby  given  for  the  construction  of  the  same, 
elevated  over  the  streets  traversed  or  crossed  by  the  route  of 
said  railway :  Provided,  That  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  be 
attached  to  the  structure  itself  and  be  used  only  for  the  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  said  railway  company.

That  the  stations  on  the 
entire  line  shall  not  be  located  at  a  greater  distance  than  one- 
half  of  a  mile  ;  and  that  no  siding,  turnout,  or  any  part  of  the 
said  road,  except  the  extreme  western  end,  shall  be  used  for  the 
storage  of  cars:  And p^'ovided ftcrther,  That  the  gauge  of  the 
railway  must  be  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches. 

Sect.  5.  All  plans  for  the  construction  of  said  railway,  or 
of  said  bridges,  viaducts,  station  supports,  approaches,  or 
structures  thereof  Avithin  the  public  streets  of  the  City,  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  its  approval, 
who  shall  ascertain  and  certify  that  they  are  in  accordance 
with  the  requisite  standard  of  safety,  and  the  construction  of 
the  road  shall  be  subject  to  its  supervision  and  approval.  All 
public  sewers,  gas  and  water-pipes,  street  and  side-walk  pave- 
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ments,  and  all  other  municipal  property,  shall  be  carefully 
preserved  or  restored  to  a  secure  condition  satisfactory  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  railway  company  shall  at  all  times  here- 
after run  cars  over  the  entire  route,  stopping  at  all  stations  on 
said  route  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  ten  minutes  during 
the  day,  except  from  six  o'clock  A.  M.  to  nine  o'clock  A.  M., 
and  from  four-and-a-half  o'clock  P.  M.  to  seven  o'clock  P.  M., 
when  they  shall  run  said  cars  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
five  minutes,  and  except  between  the  hours  of  midnight  and 
five  o'clock,  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  said  cars  at  intervals 
of  not  more  than  one-half  hour. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  railway  company  shall  at  all  times  here- 
after maintain  and  keep  in  repair  all  bridges  constructed  by  it 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  8.  The  rate  of  fare  on  the  line  of  said  road  for  the 
first  two  years  shall  not  exceed  five  (5)  cents  during  the  hours 
from  five  to  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  from  four  to 
seven-and-a-half  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  at  all  other  hours 
shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  cents.  After  two  years  the  fare  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  five  (5)  cents. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  railway  company  shall,  on  or  before  the 
tenth  days  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  of  each  year, 
file  with  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  statement, 
duly  sworn  to  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  said  company 
giving  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  together  with  the  rate  of 
fare  cnarged  for  each  passenger,  and  the  amount  of  the  gross 
earnings  of  said  railway  during  the  three  months  next  preceding, 
and  shall  at  the  same  time  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  a  sum 
equal  to  the  accepted  rate  per  centum  of  the  gross  earnings  for 
the  three  months  embraced  in  said  statements.  The  said  Con- 
troller or  other  authorized  representative  or  representatives  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  the  right  at  all  times  to 
examine  the  books,  papers,  and  accounts  of  said  railway  com- 
pany, relating  to  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  the  rate  of 
fare  charged,  and  to  the  said  gross  earnings,  in  order  to  verify 
the  accuracy  thereof. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  railway  company  shall  file  a  bond,  in 
form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  with  good  and 
sufiicient  security,  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  in  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars,  conditioned  to  pay  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  all  damages  caused  to  said  City  by  the  location, 
construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  said  railway,  and 
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shall  also  enter  into  an  additional  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  with  security  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  to  secure 
the  payment  quarterly  into  the  City  Treasury  by  the  said 
company  of  the  accepted  rate  per  centum  upon  the  gross  receipts 
of  the  said  railway  company,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  addi- 
tional bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000) 
dollars,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  with 
security  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  to  secure  to  property 
owners  or  tenants,  or  either  or  both,  the  payment  of  any  and 
all  damages  suffered  by  reason  of  the  location,  construction,  or 
operation  of  said  railway. 

SeCT.  11.  That  no  cars  for  the  carriage  of  freight  shall  be 
moved  over  the  railway  herein  and  hereby  authorized,  under  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  each  and  every  car 
run  for  the  carriage  of  freight,  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties 
are  now  by  law  collectible. 

Sect.  12.  Any  lateral  or  connecting  road  hereafter  author- 
ized by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall  have  the  right 
and  privilege  to  run  its  cars,  locomotives,  etc.,  over  the  road 
hereby  authorized  between  its  junction  therewith  and  its  ter- 
minal at  the  Delaware  river  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  contracting  railway  companies,  and  in  the  event  of  a 
failure  to  so  agree  upon  an  equitable  basis,  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  hereby  reserve  the  right,  and  it  shall  become 
their  duty  to  equitably  adjust  any  such  difference;  and  the 
acceptance  of  the  franchise  granted  by  this  ordinance  is  upon 
the  express  condition  and  agreement  that  all  lateral  and 
connecting  roads  hereafter  authorized  by  Councils  shall  have 
the  right  to  use  the  tracks  of  the  railway  herein  provided  for 
upon  the  terms  so  to  be  agreed  upon  and  determined. 

Sect.  13.  The  said  railway  company  shall  begin  to  construct 
its  road  within  six  months,  and  complete  the  same  over  the 
entire  line  herein  described  within  two  years  from  the  date  of 
the  signing  of  the  contract  by  the  Mayor,  unless  prevented  by 
judicial  interference,  in  which  case  the  time  for  the  completion 
of  the  work  shall  be  extended  by  a  period  equal  to  that  of  such 
judicial  interference.  Should  it  fail  to  begin  work  within  said 
term  of  six  months  and  complete  the  work  within  said  term  of 
two  years,  unless  prevented  as  aforesaid,  the  consent  hereby 
given  lapses  and  is  hereby  revoked  ;  and  the  bond  of  five  hundred 
thousand  (500,000)  dollars  provided  for  in  Section  3,  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  be  forfeited  and  the  same  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 
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Sect.  14.  Before  the  contract  shall  be  signed,  the  railway 
company  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Mayor,  stipulating 
its  acceptance  of  all  the  conditions,  restrictions  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  ordinance,  and  expressly  waiving  all  rights  or 
claims  it  may  have  to  exemption  from  any  said  conditions, 
restrictions  or  provisions,  by  reason  of  any  legal  inability  on 
the  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  these  Conncils  to  im- 
pose any  such  conditions,  restrictions  or  provisions  :  and  shall 
also  within  ten  days  from  the  acceptance  of  its  bid,  enter  into 
a  contract  and  agreement  with  the  Mayor,  to  do  all  and  singular 
the  matters  and  things  in  this  ordinance  mentioned  on  its  part 
to  be  done,  executed  and  performed,  said  contract  and  agree- 
ment to  be  in  such  form  as  the  City  Solicitor  shall  approve. 

Sect.  15.  The  Mayor  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  exe- 
cute the  said  contract  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  the  railway 
company  shall  execute  the  same  with  a  form  of  assent  legally 
binding  upon  it,  and  that  the  obligation  of  this  ordinance  upon 
the  City  shall  be  taken  to  depend  upon  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  contract  by  the  said  railway  company. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed.

Sect.  2.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in 
the  manner  provided  in  the  forty-first  section  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "  An  Ordinance  relating  to  nuisances,"  approved 
September  23,  1864. 

Sect.  3.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Pliiladel'pliia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  and  every  year  to  enter 
into  a  contract  or  contracts,  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, with  a  competent  person  or  persons  to  do  all  the  work 
and  furnish  all  the  materials  which  may  be  necessary  during 
the  year  for  which  said  contract  shall  be  made,  for  connecting 
all  dwelling  houses,  stores  or  other  buildings  erected  or 
altered,  or  to  be  erected  or  altered,  fronting  on  any  street  or 
alley  in  Avhich  there  is  a  sewer,  in  order  to  prevent  the  flow  of 
drainage  or  other  matter  over  the  footway,  in  default  of  the 
owner  doing  the  same  after  notice  as  hereinafter  mentioned: 
Provided,  That  such  contracts  shall,  after  due  advertisement, 
be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders ;  that  the  work 
shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  specifications  to  be  furnished 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  shall 
not  be  charged  at  morte  than  the  contract  price ;  and  it  shall 
also  be  a  condition  of  such  contract  that  the  contractor  or 
contractors  shall  accept  the  assessment  bills  against  the  prop- 
erty bounding  thereon,  prepared  in  accordance  with  Sections 
2  and  3  of  this  ordinance,  and  endorsed  by  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  favor  of  such  contractor

contracts  entered  into  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  work  done  under  the  con- 
tracts entered  into  by  virtue  ofthis  ordinance  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  estimate  the  cost  and  expense  thereof  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  contracts  therefor,  and  to 
assess  such  cost  and  expense  against  the  property  adjoining 
which  the  work  is  done  in  the  name  of  the  registered  owner 
or  owners  thereof.  And  the  said  Director  shall  then  cause 
bills  for  said  work  with  said  cost  and  expenses  therein  to 
be  made  out  in  duplicate  against  each  property,  one  copy 
of  which  shall  be  served  on  the  registered  owner  or  owners  of 
such  property,  or,  in  case  he  or  they  cannot  be  found,  the  same 
shall  be  left  upon  the  premises,  and  the  other  copy  of  said  bills 
shall  be  endorsed  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  in  favor  of  the  contractor  or  contractors,  and  be  deliv- 
ered to  him  or  them  in  lieu  of  cash  as  provided  in  the  first 
section  of  this  ordinance,  and  if  the  same  be  not  paid  within 
thirty  days  from  the  service  thereof,  upon  the  owner  or  owners 
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of  the  property,  a  lien  therefor,  together  with  a  penalty  often 
per  cent,  for  non  payment,  may  be  filed  in  the  proper  court 
against  the  respective  properties,  and  the  registered  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  in  the  name  of  the  City,  to  the  use  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  contractor,  who  may,  in  the  name  of  the  City, 
but  at  his  own  expense,  take  all  necessary  legal  proceedings  for 
the  enforcement  of  said  lien,  and  also  employ  all  other  legal 
remedies  for  the  collection  of  said  claims,  together  with  the 
penalty  aforesaid  to  which  the  City  may  be  competent.  All 
ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Blockly  Almshouse,  and  the  protest  of  Messrs.  Paul  J. 
Essick  &  Sons  against  the  approval  of  the  said  contract, 
respectfully  report,  that  in  pursuance  of  invitations  for  "  Bids 
for  New  Buildings  for  the  Department  of  the  Insane  at 
Blockley  Almshouse,"  duly  advertised  in  the  newspapers  of 
this  City,  by  his  Honor  the,  Mayor,  under  date  of  November 
1,  1890,  sealed  proposals  were  submitted  by  several  parties 
among  Avhich  were : 

Paul  J.  Essick  &  Sons,  for $175,991  00 

William  Steele  &  Son,  for 179,493  00 

Anthony  M.  Zane,  for 186,900  00 

Patterson  &  O'Neill,  for 192,667  03 

At  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  bids,  it  was  found  that 
a  protest  against  considering  the  bid  of  Messrs.  Paul  J. 
Essick  &  Sons  had  been  lodged  with  the  Mayor,  on  the  ground 
that  the  repairs  done  by  them  in  1886  on  these  same  build- 
ings had  been  unworkmanlike  in  character  and  badly  done, 
consequently  their  bid  was  rejected  and  the  contract  was 
awarded  to  William  Steele  &  Son,  although  the  firm  of  Paul 
J.  Essick  &  Sons  were  the  lowest  bidders  by  some  $3,502. 

This  brings  your  committee  to  the  consideration  of  the 
repairs  and  work  done  by  Messrs.  Paul  J.  Essick  &  Sons, 
under  this  contract  of  June  30,  1886,  which  was  "  for 
the  re-building  of  the  burned  Ward  of  the  Insane  Department 
of  the  Philadelphia  Almshouse,  according  to  certain  plans, 
drawings  and  specifications." 
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In  the  said  agreement,  it  was  agreed  upon,  that  the  said 
Paul  J.  Essick  <fe  Sons  should  "  construct,  build  and  finish 
the  said  building  and  its  appurtences  according  to  said  plans 
and  drawings  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Guardians 
of  the  Poor,  and  the  specifications  hereto  attached,  which  said 
plans,  drawings  and  specifications  are  hereby  made  a  part  of 
this  agreement,  as  fully  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  though 
herein  set  out  at  length,"  ****** 
"  and  that  all  of  said  materials  and  work  and  labor  shall  be 
subject  to  the  inspection,  approval  and  acceptance  of  the 
architects  and  of  the  Committee  on  Manufacturers  and 
Grounds,  and  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  such 
agent  as  the  architect  may  appoint,"  *  *  *  * 

"  and  that  any  disagreement  or  difference  between  the  build- 
ing committee  and  contractor  upon  any  matter  or  thing 
arising  from  these  specifications  or  the  drawings  to  which 
they  refer,  or  the  kind  or  quality  of  work  required  thereby, 
shall  be  decided  by  the  architects,  whose  decision  and  inter- 
pretation of  the  same  shall  be  considered  final,  conclusive  and 
binding  upon  both  parties." 

The  contractors  (Paul  J.  Essick  &  Son)  gave  bonds  in 
$31,500  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  work  under  said 
contract,  and  in  the  said  bonds  the  following  clause  was 
inserted  :  "  We  further  agree,  that  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  any  default  shall  happen  on 
the  part  of  the  said  Paul  J.  Essick  &  Sons,  we  will  pay  all 
losses  occasioned  thereby." 

Paul  J.  Essick,  the  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Paul  J. 
Essick  &  Sons,  died  in  1889,  so  that  when  the  firm  submitted 
their  bid  in  November  or  December  last,  the  firm  was  com- 
posed of  the  two  sons,  Paul  J.  Essick,  Jr.,  and  Thomas  L. 
Essick,  trading  under  the  old  firm  name;  the  elder  Essick  had 
been  in  business  here  for  years  and  was  well  known. 

At  the  hearing  before  your  committee,  it  was  admitted  that 
the  new  work  done  under  the  contract  of  1886  was  well  done, 
he  greatest  complaint  being  as  to  the  replastering,  and  on 
his  point,  from  all  the  testimony  adduced,your  committee  find 
that  Paul  J.  Essick  &  Sons  did  the  said  work  fully  up  to  what 
the  contract  and  specifications  required,  and  that  no  blame  can 
attach  to  them  for  the  character  of  said  work,  and  particularly 
(as  was  admitted  before  your  committee)  the  architects  invaria- 
bly decided  all  points  of  controversy  in  favor  of  the  said  firm. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  for  any  failure  of  con- 
tract in  any  part,  the  Board  of  Guardians   of  the  Poor  were 
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fully  protected  under  the  contractor's  bonds,  and  that  their 
money  under  the  contract  was  fully  paid  them,  and  their 
sureties  released  without  complaint  or  fault  found. 

Your  committee  can  readily  understand  how  the  protest 
lodged  with  the  Mayor  in  this  case  is  calculated  to  injure  and 
seriously  affect  Paul  J.  Essick,  Jr.,  and  Thomas  L.  Essick, 
surviving  sons  of  Paul  J.  Essick,  Sr.,  trading  as  Paul  J. 
Essick's  Sons  in  their  reputation,  business  and  trade,  and, 
considering  the  lapse  of  time  from  the  completion  of  said 
buildings  in  1887,  and  no  complaint  made  to  them  meantime, 
we  consider  that  the  lodging  of  said  protest  by  the  Board  of 
Charities  with  the  Mayor,  just  prior  to  considering  the  bids 
caused  them  to  lose  the  contract,  and  in  our  opinion  was 
unwise,  unwarranted  and  hurtful  to  the  said  Paul  J.  Essick  & 
Sons,  and  we  therefore  most  respectfully  recommend  its 
withdrawal. 

The  contract  being  awarded  to  Messrs.  William  W.  Steele 
&  Son,  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  exercise  of  that  discretion  which 
the  law  gives  him,  must  abide  there,  and  we  therefore  recom- 
mend its  approval  and  of  the  surety ;  provided  the  surety  as 
offered  is  found  to  be  good  and  reliable  as  tested  by  the  ordi- 
nance of  July  21, 1887  (Ordinance  '87,  page  246),  entitled 
"  An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  taking  and  approval  of 
corporate  surety,  by  the  various  Departments  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Government."

Sober  street,  from  150  feet  north  of  Tasker  to  Dickinson 
street ;  Atlantic  street,  from  Seveventeenth  to  Eighteenth 
street;  Harland  street,  from  Eighteenth  to  Nineteenth  street. 
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I  beg  to  repeat  the  suggestion,  so  often  made  heretofore,

No  Public  Necessity  for  the  Removal  of  the  Lazaretto 

Station. 

The  attempt  that  is  being  made  to  remove  the  Quarantine 
Station  from  its  present  site  is  not  the  first  that  has  occurred 
in  the  history  of  the  Lazaretto.  All  these  efforts  have  origi- 
nated with  private  organizations,  and  their  allied  interests, 
with  a  total  disregard  of  the  enormous  interests  which  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  State  rightfully  claim  in  the  issue. 
They  have  all  signally  failed,  because  they  had  neither  right 
nor  reason  to  sustain  them. 

The  present  movement  is  akin  to  those  that  have  preceded 
it,  and  is  represented  to  be  a  necessary  public  measure;  whereas, 
in,  fact,  it  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  determination  on  the  part  of 
land  corporations  to  rid  themselves  of  an  impediment  of  their 
speculative  enterprises. 

The  guise  of  public-spirited  citizens  is  assumed  in  order  to 
make  the  people  believe  that  the  Lazaretto  is  no  longer  of  any 
use  to  communities  located  on  the  Delaware  River  ;  at  the  same 
time  it  is  advanced  as  an  argument  against  the  station  that  it 
is  a  constant  menace  to  the  health  of  the  adjoining  districts, 
Chester  included,  which  is  located  nearly  five  miles  distant. 
Both  of  these  positions  are  utterly  untenable,  as  facts  will 
clearly  prove. 

The  Lazaretto  station  is  absolutely  essential  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  health  of  the  cities  on  the  upper  Delaware  and, 
indirectly,  of  the  states  bordering  thereon.  The  law,  with  its 
comprehensive  authority,  gives  the  station  control  of  the  quar- 
antine of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia — an  extensive  stretch  of 
99 
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river — protecting  other  places  than  Philadelphia,  and  makes 
it  possible  to  intercept  all  vessels  entering  the  river  that  maj 
menace  the  public  health,  and  treat  them  according  to  modern 
methods  of  sanitation. 

The  quarantine  .located  at  the  Breakwater  is  a  co-operative 
institution,  which  takes  cognizance  only  of  such  vessels  as 
actually  have  contagious  diseases  on  board  or  that  are  infected. 
Such  vessels  are  subsequently  held  at  the  Lazaretto  for  further 
observation  and  treatment,  in  order  to  make  assurance  doubly 
sure.  All  other  vessels  are  examined  only  at  the  Lazaretto. 
This  arrangement  furnishes  all  possible  safeguards  to  the 
public  health  with  the  least  possible  disadvantage  to  the  com- 
merce of  the  port,  which  is  a  matter  of  great  importance. 
New  Orleans  has  three  quarantine  stations  below  the  city,  and 
has  use  for  them  all.  That  city  is  often  spoken  of  as  having 
the  best  quarantine  government  in  the  country. 

The  statement  that  the  Lazaretto  is  a  menace  to  the  health 
of  neighboring  places  is  entirely  untenable.  There  is  not  a 
well-authenticated  instance  where  the  Lazaretto  has,  during 
almost  one  hundred  years  of  its  existence  at  the  present  site, 
caused  an  epidemic  of  pestilential  or  contagious  disease  in 
Chester  or  other  places  within  a  closer  radius.  On  tbe  con- 
trary, by  intercepting  contagious  disease  and  isolating  it 
within  the  station,  which  it  has  always  been  possible  to  do,  the 
Lazaretto  has  been  a  positive  benefit  and  protection  to  the 
communites  on  the  Delaware  and  in  neighboring  states. 

If  the  Lazaretto  was  ever  a  source  of  danger  to  places 
located  beyond  Tinicum  (for  there  is  no  settlement  on  the 
island),  it  is  much  less  now  than  ever,  for  the  reason  that  the 
first  treatment  of  cases  of  pestilential  disease  takes  place  at 
the  Delaware  Breakwater,  the  final  observation,  disinfection 
and  cleansing  being  performed  at  the  Lazaretto,  and  such  cases 
of  disease  as  may  subsequently  arise  isolated  in  the  hospital. 

It  is  true  that  a  place  has  recently  been  projected,  as  a 
speculative  enterprise,  on  grounds  immediately  adjoining  the 
Lazaretto,  with  the  full  knowledge  that  the  station  has  been 
established  there  for  nearly  one  hundred  (100)  years  and  is 
better  equipped  and  more  thoroughly  adapted  than  ever,  by 
reason  of  extensive  improvements,  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
quarantine  service. 

It  is  fair  to  infer  that  the  effort  to  have  the  Lazaretto  removed 
emanates  from  the  projectors  of  these  land  enterprises,  for  it 
would  be  to  their  financial  advantage  to  have  the  station  dis- 
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banded.  But,  is  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  its  million  of 
inhabitants  and  enormous  interests,  to  give  way  for  the  private 
gain  of  a  few  speculators  in  land  ?  Is  the  State  to  yield  her 
right  to  provide  and  superintend  the  indispensable  means  of 
security  against  disease  ? 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  there  is  no  spot  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania shore  so  specially  adapted  for  quarantine  purposes  as 
the  present  site.  The  nearest  town  is  two  miles  distant,  and 
the  intervening  country  is  but  sparsely  inhabited.  There  is  no 
suitable  or  available  site  on  the  Delaware  shore,  and  a  site  in 
New  Jersey  is  out  of  the  question.  The  expense  incident  to  the 
removal  of  the  station  would  be  a  severe  burden  to  the  tax- 
payers of  Philadelphia,  especially  as  not  the  alightest  advan- 
tage would  accrue  therefrom.  The  movement,  therefore,  means 
the  total  abandonment  of  the  City's  and  State's  quarantine 
station,  a  proposition  as  untenable  as  it  is  bold. 

The  Chester  Board  of  Health  has  refused  to  recommend  the 
removal  of  the  quarantine  station  from  its  present  situation, 
because  it  never  has  been,  and  is  not  now,  detrimental  to  the 
health  of  the  people  of  Chester.  The  State  Board  of  Health, 
when  fully  acquainted  with  the  situation,  will  doubtless  refuse 
its  sanction  of  the  proposition.  And  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  will  defeat  the  bill  now  before  it  on  the 
ground  that  no  public  necessity  exists  for  the  change.  In  view 
of  the  above  statement,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Lazaretto  was  selected  with  the  greatest 
care,  as  the  most  suitable  and  only  available  site  for  the  quar- 
antine station  of  Philadelphia  and  the  State,  and,  with  its 
hospitals,  buildings,  appurtenances  and  appliances,  has  always 
been,  and  is  now,  amply  sufficient  and  most  admirably  adapted 
for  any  requirement  of  the  service,  and  for  any  possible  emer- 
gency in  the  future. 

Resolved,  That  no  public  necessity  exists  for  the  removal  of 
the  Lazaretto  station  from  its  present  site,  and  that  the  Board 
of  Health  of  Philadelphia  place  upon  record  its  unqualified 
disapproval  of  any  act  having  this  object  in  view. 

Copy  of  a  Bill  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
Pennsylvania,  on  January  22,  1891,  relating  to  the 
removal  of  the  Quarantine  Station  from  its  present  location. 

Section  1.  That  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia are  hereby  required  to  discontinue  the  Quarantine 
Station   and   Hospital   now   maintained  in  the  Township  of 
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Tinicum,  Delaware  County :  Provided,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  A.  D.  1892. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  the 
property  now  owned  by  them  in  the  Township  of  Tinicum, 
Delaware  County,  at  either  public  or  private  sale,  or  to  lease 
the  same  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  lease  to 
the  purposes  for  which  said  Board  was  created. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  Board  of  Health  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  purchase  or  lease  land,  not  exceeding  fifty  acres,  at 
any  point  on  either  shore  of  the  Delaware  River  or  Bay,  not 
less  than  thirty  miles  distant  from  the  southern  limit  of  the 
Port  of  Philadelphia  and  to  erect  thereon  the  necessary  build- 
ings for  a  Quarantine  Station  and  Hospital  for  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia ;  and  all  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the 
management  of  the  present  Quarantine  Station  shall  apply  to 
such  new  Quarantine  Station  Avhen  established. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  Board  of  Health  are  hereby  author- 
ized, at  their  discretion,  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  State  of 
Delaware,  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  or  of  either  of  them,  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  joint  Quarantine  Station  at  any  point 
on  either  shore  of  the  Delaware  River  or  Bay  not  less  than 
thirty  miles  distant  from  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  quarantining  vessels  bound  to  and  from  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia,  or  any  port  of  the  said  States  of  Delaware  or 
New  Jersey,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  Board 
of  Health  may  prescribe :  Provided,  That  the  said  Board  of 
Health,  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  may  at  any  time  abrogate  any  agreement  that 
may  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  :  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  the  several  offices  connected  with  the 
Quarantine  Station  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  shall  remain 
as  now  established  by  law. 

Copy  of  Resolution  adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives, 
January  26,  1891,  and  referred  by  the  Senate,  on  January 
27,  to  the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations. 

Resolved,  If  the  Senate  concur,  that  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  be,  and  hereby  is,  respectfully  requested  to 
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enact  the  necessary  legislation  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Health  of  Philadelphia  to  acquire  such  land  as  may  be  neces- 
sary within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Delaware  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Quarantine  Station.

In  conformity  with  said  ordinance,  I  desire  to  inform  your 
honorable  bodies  that,  after  a  thorough  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Bureau  of  Correction  for  1890,  I  find  a  deficit 
or  shortage  of  ^413.20,  in  addition  to  $19.56  penalty,  which  is 
to  be  added  to  the  above. 

The  audit  of  the  books  from  January  1,  1891,  to  January 
23,  1891,  inclusive,  also  show  a  deficit  or  shortage  of  $27.90. 

There  is  suflScient  evidence  to  warrant  this  Department  to 
re-audit  the  accounts  of  said  Bureau  for  the  years  1888  and 
1889,  as  we  believe  a  deficit  exists  for  these  two  years. 

The  President  of  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correc- 
tions, on  January  23d,  was  informed  that  a  partial  audit  showed 
that  a  deficit  existed,  and  I  have  this  day  informed  the  Presi- 
dent of  said  Department  the  result  of  the  examination. 

I  am  advised  that  the  shortage  or  deficit  has  been  paid  to 
the  City  Treasurer.

The  receipts  from  departments  and  items  for  1890,  com- 
pared with  the  year  1889,  show  an  increase  of  $3,014,261.84. 
i  his  increase  includes  the  issue  of  the  new  Three  Per  Cent. 
Loan  of  $2,300,000 ;  State  Tax  on  personal  property, 
|150,000  ;  Sinking  Fund  transferred  $75,000,  and  increased 
State  appropriation  to  schools,  $113,640,40. 

The  revenue  of  1890  was  largely  derived  from  a  tax  rate 
of  $1.85  on  a  property  valuation  of  $688,713,518,  and 
by  receipts  from  the  Departments,  particularly  by  those  from 
the  Bureaus  of  Gas  and  Water,  and  from  licenses  to  sell  liquor 
at  retail. 

The  tax  levy  of  1890  was  $12,267,281.62  ;  of  this  amount, 
$11,750,670.96  was  collected,  leaving  a  balance  to  register 
(allowing  for  penalties  and  discounts)  of  $519,505.05,  or  about 
^Tq  P®'"  cent,  of  the  tax  levy  uncollected. 

The  tax  levy  of  1889  was  $11,918,748.35 ;  of  this  $11,- 
314,303.72  was  collected,  leaving  a  balance  to  register, 
(allowing  for  penalties  and  discounts)  of  $605,186.65,  or  about 
5  per  cent,  of  the  tax  levy  uncollected.

The  estimated  surplus  in  the  statement  sent  from  this 
Department  on  the  first  of  last  September,  of  $197,049.82,  is 
now,  by  a  comparison  of  the  actual  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  year,  shown  to  be  an  actual  deficit  of  $46,173.99, 
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The  result  to  be  attained  by  a  calculation  under  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Act  approved  June  11, 1879,  must  always  depend 
in  a  large  degree  upon  the  accuracy  of  the  estimates  of  receipts 
furnished  by  the  departments  of  the  City ;  upon  the  amount 
required  to  meet  the  demands  upon  the  City  Treasury  by 
mandamus  executions  to  pay  the  judgments  obtained  in  the 
several  courts ;  the  amount  required  for  fixed  charges  and  the 
amount  of  money  directed  by  Councils  not  to  merge,  whether 
it  be  under  contract  or  not. 

As  an  evidence  that  the  estimated  surplus  or  deficiency  thus 
calculated  cannot  be  accurate,  permit  me  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  result  of  a  comparison  of  the  estimates  set  out  on  the 
statements  of  September  1,  and  the  actual  result  at  the  close 
of  the  year  for  the  past  seven  years.

The  amount  set  aside  by  the  Controller  January  1,  1890, 
for  the  payment  of  mandamus  executions,  was  $200,000;  but 
on  September  1,  1890,  it  was  found  that  $270,117.91,  had 
been  required  to  meet  the  demands  ;  an  additional  amount  of 
$100,000  was  therefore  set  aside  for  the  balance  of  the  year;

It  will  be  observed  that  from  1885  to  1889,  inclusive,  the 
average  of  the  five  years  of  sums  not  merging  was  but 
$1,211,805.77,  while  the  actual  amount  for  1890  which  does 
not  merge  is  $2,089,189.89,  or  $877,384.12  in  excess  of  the 
average. 

Of  these  amounts  in  1888  the  sum  of  $482,194.44  was  not 
under  contract,  in  1889  the  sum  of  $269,887.85  was  not 
under  contract,  and  in  1890  the  sum  of  $466,500.92  was  not 
under  contract. 

Had  Councils  permitted  the  balances  of  the  appropriations 
of  last  year  which  were  not  imder  contract  to  merge,  they 
could  have  been  appropriated  for  the  current  expenses  of  1891, 
and  thus  have  relieved  the  deficiency  of  the  past  year.

Gentlemen  : — The  Sub-Committee  appointed  to  consider  a 
resolution  of  instruction  to  the  Fairmount  Park  Committee 
concerning  Memorial  Hall  submit  the  following  report  : 

The  object  of  the  resolution  in  question  is  to  obtain 
from  the  State  annual  appropriations  to  maintain  Memorial 
Hall  in  proper  order  and  condition,  and  to  secure  and  per- 
petuate a  Museum  of  History,  Science  and  Art  for  the  free 
education  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Memorial  Hall  was  erected  in  Fairmount  Park  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  February  22,  1873,  p.  55, 
appropriating  $500,000,  and  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  March 
27,  1^73,  P.  L.,  50,  appropriating  |1,000,000,  and  was  in- 
tended to  "  remain  in  Fairmount  Park  perpetually  as  the  prop- 
erty of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth,"  for  the  preservation 
and  exhibition  of  National  and  State  relics,  and  works  of  art, 
industry,  mechanism,  and  products  of  the  soil,  mines,  &c.,  of 
this  and  any  other  state  or  government. 

Under  the  above  Act,  the  Hall  is  now  controlled  by  a  Board 
consisting  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  the  State 
Supervisors,  and  the  proper  representatives  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  It  cost  $1,564,398.56,  and  is  now  "  the  prop- 
erty of  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth." 

The  establishment  of  a  museum  worthy  this  great  Com- 
monwealth has  been  entirely  neglected,  both  by  the  State  and 
this  City,  and  neither  has  ever  contributed  a  dollar  towards 
establishing  the  museum,  and  only  partially  for  the  main- 
tenance and  necessary  repair  of  the  building. 

In  1877,  the  State  appropriated  $5,000  for  the  maintenance 
and  repair  of  the  Hall — the  only  appropriation  ever  made  by  it. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  has  annually,  since  1882,  appro- 
priated sums  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Hall, 
which  amount  now  to  over  $100,000. 

It  is  but  just  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  that,  as  the 
Memorial  Hall  was  erected  for,  and  is  the  property  of  the 
people  of  Pennsylvania,  and  has  since  been  maintained  at  the 
City's  expense,  that  the  State  should  make,  at  this  session  of 
our  Assembly,  such  an  appropriation  as  will,  together  with 
the  $5000  appropriated  in  1877,  equal  the  amount  expended  by 
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the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  the  future,  appropriations  to 
be  expended  annually  equal  at  least  to  the  amount  annually 
appropriated  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  not  merely  for  the 
repair  and  maintenance  of  the  hall,  but  to  establish  and  per- 
petuate a  museum,  as  originally  contemplated. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolution,  all  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dear  Sir  : — I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Com- 
mittee to  the  following  facts  : 

By  ordinance  approved  October  21,  1872  (page  450),  a 
loan  of  $1,800,000  was  authorized  to  be  made  and  applied : 
First,  $1,600,000  for  the  purchase  of  land  within  and  adjacent 
to  the  Park,  and,  second,  $200,000  for  the  permanent  im- 
provement of  the  Park. 

The  latter  amount  has  been  entirely  expended,  but  there 
remains  unexpended  of  the  former  sum  $49,292.32.  The 
ordinance  appropriating  these  sums,  also  approved  October  21, 
1872  (page  456),  and  others,  contain  this  proviso  :  "  That  no 
sum  shall  be  payable  for  damages  for  ground  taken  except 
under  the  order  and  decree  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
of  Philadelphia  County,  directing  payment  of  the  owners 
respectively." 

Proceedings  were  executed  in  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No. 
4,  of  March  term,  1889,  No.  269,  for  the  condemnation  of 
certain  land  belonging  to  Lydia  C.  Middleton,  situated  upon 
the  Wissahickon  creek,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  containing  5^-qq-q  acres,  to  be  used  for 
park  purposes. 

A  judgment  in  favor  of  the  plaintiiF  was  entered  in  that 
Court  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  on  the  27th  day  of 
May,  1889,  for  $5,526.50,  and  a  mandamus  execution  having 
been  issued  by  the  Court,  the  sum  of  $5,575.61  was  paid  by 
the  City  Treasurer  out  of  the  general  fund  in  full  for  judg- 
ment, interest  and  costs  on  June  20,  1889. 
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Proceedinofs  were  also  instituted  in  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
No.  4,  of  June  term,  1889,  No.  305,  for  the  condemnation  of 
certain  land  belonging  to  the  estate  of  Peter  Rittenhouse, 
deceased,  situated  at  the  intersection  of  Wissahickon  avenue 
and  Rittenhouse  street,  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  containing  S-^-^-^q  acres,  to  be  used  for  park 
purposes. 

A  judgment  in  favor  of  the  executors  and  trustees  under 
the  will  of  Peter  Rittenhouse,  deceased,  was  entered  in  that 
Court  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  June  6,  1890,  for 
$30,000,  and  a  mandamus  execution  having  been  issued  from 
the  Court,  the  sum  of  $30,982.15  was  paid  by  the  City 
Treasurer  out  of  the  general  fund  in  full  for  judgment, 
interest  and  costs  on  July  24,  1890. 

These  payments  were  made  by  the  order  of  the  Court,  and, 
of  course,  no  action  in  the  matter  was  taken  by  this  Depart- 
ment. 

I  respectfully  submit  that  the  payment  of  these  damages 
should  have  been  paid  from  the  unexpended  loan  referred  to, 
and  not  from  the  current  moneys  in  the  Treasury,  and  these 
sums  should  be  restored  by  ordinance  to  the  current  funds,  so 
that  they  may  be  used  during  the  year  1891. 

These  facts  are  placed  before  your  Committee  in  order  that 
a  proper  course  may  be  pursued  to  restore  that  amount  to  the 
current  funds  of  the  Treasury.

Provided  always,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  applying  to  wooden  buildings  upon  farm  land  and 
for  farm  purposes  or  brick  sheds,  or  coal  sheds,  or  sheds  for 
the  temporary  storage  of  merchandise. 

Sect.  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  erect  or 
construct  or  cause  to  be  erected  or  constructed  any  wooden 
building  or  buildings  in  violation  of  Section  1  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, he,  she,  or  they  so  offending  shall  forfeit  or  pay  for 
every  such  offence  the  sum  of  seventy-five  (75)  dollars,  to  be 
used  for  and  recovered  in  the  manner  that  penalties  for  breach 
of  ordinances  are  or  shall  be  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  3.  That  each  and  every  person  who  shall  erect  or  con- 
struct or  cause  to  be  erected  or  constructed  any  wooden  building 
in  violation  of  this  Ordinance,  or  who  shall  become  the  owner 
thereof  after  the  same  shall  have  been  so  built,  and  who  shall 
omit,  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  ordi- 
nance by  building  a  division  partition  or  party  wall  of  brick  or 
stone,  as  specified  in  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance,  within  thirty 
days  after  notice  to  that  effect,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  further 
sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars,  and  also  the  sum  of  twenty-five  (25) 
dollars  for  every  period  of  one  month  for  which  he,  she  or  they 
shall  so  omit,  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  this  Ordinance, 
after  the  expiration  of  the  notice  aforesaid  :  to  be  recovered  as 
penalties  of  equal  amount  are  or  shall  be  recovered  for  the  use 
of  the  City.

Dear  Sir  : — The  attention  of  your  Committee  is  respect- 
fully called  to  the  following  facts : 

By  Act  of  the  Legislature  approved  August  5,  1870, 
(Pamphlet  Laws  of  1871,  p.  1548),  constituting  the  Com- 
missioners for  the  Erection  of  the  Public  Buildings,  it  was 
inter  alia  enacted  as  follows  : 

"  The  said  Commissioners  shall  make  requisition  on  the 
Councils  of  said  City,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  December  in 
each  year,  for  the  amount  of  money  required  by  them  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Commission  for  the  succeeding  year,  and  said 
Councils  shall  levy  a  special  tax  sufficient  to  raise  the  amount 
so  required :  Provided,  That  said  Councils  may  at  any  time 
make  appropriations  out  of  the  annual  tax  in  aid  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Act." 

The  Commissioners  have  regularly  every  year,  in  obedience 
to  the  express  commands  of  the  Act,  made  requisition  on 
Councils,  but  Councils  have  not  since  the  year  1875  (for  1876) 
levied  any  special  tax  whatever  for  the  purposes  of  the  Com- 
missioners. No  appropriation  was  made  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Act  during  the  year  1877.  Since  that  year,  Councils  have 
made  to  the  Commissioners  appropriations  out  of  that  per- 
centage of  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  general  tax,  designated 
as  for  "miscellaneous,"  and  which  could  only  have  been 
made,  under  the  proviso  above  quoted,  "  out  of  the  annual 
tax  in  aid  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act."  The  appropriations 
made  since  1877  have  been  greatly  below  the  amounts  for 
which  requisitions  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  law,  and 
were  entirely  inadequate  to  the  purposes  of  the  Commissioners. 
See  statements  annexed  marked  Nos.  1  and  2. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  Councils  (ordinance  of 
December  29,  1890)  for  the  purposes  of  the  Commissioners 
for  the  current  year  is  $750,000,  or  $983,900  less  than  the 
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amount  for  which  they  made  requisition  October  25,  1890 — 
$1,733,900.  This  appropriation  is  wholly  insufficient  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Commissioners  if  they  are  to  press  the  work 
on  the  Buildings  in  the  directions  urgently  insisted  uptm  by 
the  Grand  Jury,  the  Courts  and  Councils  themselves.  It  is 
unnecessary  to  enter  into  details  with  which  you  are  familiar 
as  to  the  present  aspect  of  the  financial  afiairs  of  the  Com- 
missioners. 

My  object  in  addressing  you  is  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  sum  of  $223,015.58  has  been  collected  by  the  Tax 
Department  since  1876  for  arrears  of  the  special  tax  levied 
in  that  and  prior  years.  A  detailed  statement  of  these  amounts 
for  each  year  is  annexed  marked  No.  3.  The  whole  of  this 
sum  has  been  paid  into  the  general  treasury  of  the  City,  and 
in  no  case  have  the  amounts  of  these  arrears  entered  inio  the 
annual  estimates  of  the  Controller  of  probable  resources  for 
meeting  the  expenses  of  the  succeeding  years.  These 
amounts,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  properly 
belong  to  and  should  be  transferred  to  their  credit  and  specifi- 
cally appropriated  for  their  purposes.  To  these  should  justly 
be  added  the  amount  of  |24,878.26,  being  the  aggregate 
amount  paid  by  the  Commissioners  into  the  City  treasury — 
$26,088.14  less  $1,209.88,  proceeds  of  water-pipe  specifically 
appropriated  to  the  Commissioners  by  ordinance  of  May  12, 
1873.     See  statement  in  detail  annexed  marked  No.  4. 

Your  attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
Commissioners  have  always  fixed  the  amount  of  the  proposal 
bonds  which  have  been  required  at  a  sum  having  proportional 
regard  to  the  amount  involved  in  the  contracts,  and  have  not 
limited  themselves  to  the  $500  fixed  by  ordinance  and  required 
in  proposal  bonds  for  other  City  contracts.  The  payment  of 
the  $5,000,  Avhich  is  one  of  the  items  in  Statement  No.  4, 
was  the  result  of  the  enforcement  by  the  Commissioners  of 
the  forfeiture  of  a  proposal  bond  given  by  bidders  who  refused 
to  accept  a  contract  involving  some $100,000  after  it  had  been 
awarded  to  them. 

The  item  of  $13,977.66,  in  the  same  Statement,  was  the 
reimbursement  of  part  of  an  amount  which  the  Commissioners 
had  theretofore  actually  expended  out  of  the  moneys  appro- 
priated to  them  upon  a  contract  for  paving  the  roadway  around 
the  Buildings,  which  was  entered  into  by  the  Commissioners 
at  the  urgent  solicitation  of  Councils  through  their  Finance 
Committee  in  1884. 
86 
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If  the  amounts  above  mentioned,  amounting  in  the  aggregate 
to  $247,893.84,  can  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  Com- 
missioners and  specifically  appropriated  to  them,  it  will,  with 
the  amount  of  $400,000,  which  it  was  understood  they  were 
to  have  from  the  proceeds  of  the  new  loan  during  1890  and 
1891,  materially  relieve  their  financial  position,  and  with  the 
levy  of  the  special  tax  of  1892  to  raise  the  amount,  for  which 
they  will  have  to  make  requisition  prior  to  December  next, 
entirely  relieve  both  the  Commissioners  and  Councils  from 
further  embarrassments,  and  will  enable  the  Buildings  to  be 
pushed  to  a  speedy  completion. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  in  this  connection  to  consider 
the  large  amount  which  the  Commissioners  have  been  obliged 
to  expend  for  matters  not  chargeable  to  the  construction  of 
the  Building  proper,  and  a  detailed  statement  of  these  amounts 
aggregating  $601,501.85  is  hereto  annexed  marked  No.  5, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  $478,929.81  has  been  expended 
for  maintenance  of  departments  since  the  partial  occupancy 
of  the  Building  was  commenced,  and  for  which  Councils  other- 
wise would  have  made  specific  provision  in  the  annual  appro- 
priations for  the  respective  departments.

Dear  Sir  : — Mr.  Halliwell  has  just  handed  me  your  corre- 
spondence in  regard  to  balances  of  Board  of  Education.  I 
fear  there  is  a  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and 
hasten  to  straighten  affairs. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee,  I  explained  the 
condition  of  affairs  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  showing  how  it  came  about  that  we  had  large 
apparent  balances  unexpended. 

In  the  first  place,  we  hold  5  per  cent,  of  contract  paid  for 
12  months  to  secure  us  against  defects  ;  then  again  we  pay  the 
balance  95  per  cent,  as  the  work  progresses,  so  that  while  we 
have  money  to  our  credit  on  the  books  of  Controller,  it  is 
properly  exhausted  by  the  contracts  that  have  been  awarded, 
charged  up  on  our  books  against  it,  hence  the  discrepancy  be- 
tween the  account  of  the  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion ;  also,  we  had  several  lots  purchased,  but  the  papers  not  be- 
ing finished  or  made  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  payment 
has  been  withheld,  though,  of  course,  the  contracts  hold  good  ; 
and  again  we  are  in  negotiation  for  several  pieces  of  property  in 
various  wards,  the  prices  asked  being  considered  very  high.  We 
are  endeavoring  to  secure  them  at  a  fair  cost  to  the  City.  In 
conclusion,  we  found  that  the  balance  at  our  disposal  unengaged 
at  the  end  of  1890,  was  between  $4000  and  ^5000,  and  this 
will  be  consumed  or  appropriated  by  the  purchase  of  the 
property  in  the  Twelfth  Ward,  asked  for  by  Finance  Com- 
mittee in  December.

Dear  Sir  : —  In  accordance  with  your  direction,  and  in 
■compliance  with  the  resolution  of  request  passed  by  Councils, 
I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  president  of  the  Germantown 
Electric  Light  Company  has  sent  me  the  following  answers  to 
the  questions  which  I  submitted  to  him  for  information  : 

"  1.  Q.  Are  you  prepared  to  sell  your  electric  light  plant, 
located  in  Germantown,  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia? 

"  A.  I  am  authorized  by  the  stockholders  of  the  Germantown 
Electric  Light  Company  to  offer  for  sale  their  plant  located  in 
Germantown,  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  following 
terms  and  conditions. 

"  2.  Q.  If  you  are,  what  would  you  consider  a  fiiir  offer  ? 

"  A.  As  the  owners  of  this  property  are  nearly  all  residents 
of  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
on  that  account  especially  interested  in  anything  that  will  tend 
to  the  improvement  of  that  part  of  the  City,  they  ^  are  willing 
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to  sell  their  plant  at  a  price  which  will  represent  the  money 
that  they  have  put  into  it,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per 
cent  per  annum  from  the  dates  of  their  various  payments,  up 
to  the  time  when  payment  may  be  made,  should  the  City  decide 
to  purchase.  This  cost  and  interests  as  of  February  1,  1891, 
amounts  to  $135,924.06. 

"  3.  Q.  How  many  poles  have  you  erected  ? 

"  A.  We  have  erected  S17  chestnut  poles,  varying  in  height 
from  35  to  50  feet. 

"  4.  Q.  How  many  miles  of  wire  are  now  strung  ? 

"  A.  We  have  strung  thirty-nine  miles  of  wire,  consisting 
of  underwriters',  weatherproof  and  Roebling's  compound  extra- 
insulated,  of  sizes  from  JSo.  0000  to  No.  6. 

"5.  Q.  How  many  electric  arc  lights  are  in  use  ?.  1.  For 
public  lighting.     2.  For  private  lighting. 

'•  A.  We  have  in  use  50  arc  lights  for  public  lighting,  and 
21  arc  lights  for  private  lighting. 

"  6.  Q.   How  many  incandescent  lights  are  in  use  ? 

"  A.  We  have  installed  and  in  use  2500  incandescent  lamps, 
and  have  various  houses  and  stores  wired  for  1000  additional 
incandescent  lights,  which  have  not  yet  been  put  into  service. 

"  7.  Q.  What  is  the  capacity  of  your  plant  ? 

"  A.  The  capacity  of  the  plant  is  as  follows  :  Four  boilers, 
125  horse-power  each ;  one  Corliss  engine,  250  horse-power ; 
one  improved  Green  engine,  400  horse-power  (now  in  course 
of  construction);  one  Buckeye  engine,  100  horse-power ; 
pumps,  heaters,  injectors,  shafting,  pulleys,  belting,  etc.  ;  one 
Thomson- Houston  alternating  incandescent  dynamo,  for  1800 
lights  ;  one  Thomson-Huston  alternating  incandescent  dynamo, 
for  650  lights;  two  Thomson- Houston  direct  incandescent 
dynamos,  400  lights  each,  800  lights ;  two  Edison  direct 
incandescent  dynamos,  550  lights  each,  1100  lights.  Total 
dynamo  capacity  for  incandescent  lights,  3850  lights.  One 
Thomson-Houston  arc  dynamo,  200U  c.  p.,  50  lights  ;  three 
Thomson-Houston  arc  dynamos,  2000  c.  p  ,  25  lights  each, 
75  liglits.  Dynamo  capacity,  125  lights.  Fifty  double 
lamps,  75  single  lamps,  capacity  125  lamps. 

"  The  above  plant  is  located  in  a  one-story  brick  building, 
100x100  feet,  owned  by  the  Germantown  Electric  Light 
Company.     The  land  on  which  it  is  erected,  however,  is  leased 
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from  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  for  thirty  years, 
from  November  1,  1889." 

He  adds:  "The  above  answers,  I  believe,  all  the  points, 
covered  by  your  letter,  and  is  as  full  information  as  can  be- 
given  without  a  personal  inspection  of  the  plant,  which  we 
will  be  happy  at  any  time  to  have  made  by  anyone  you  may 
designate."

Gentlemen  : — Your  Commission,  appointed  pursuant  to  an 
ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  appoint  a  commission  to 
consider  the  subject  of  Rapid  Transit  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  to  report  its  recommendations  to  Councils,"  organized 
at  the  office  of  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  on  May  22,  1890.  At 
that  meeting  there  were  present  Messrs.  James  R.  Gates,  Wm. 
M.  Smith,  Thos.  M.  Hammett,  Thos.  M.  Thompson,  Elias  P. 
Smithers,  Edward  W.  Patton,  Thomas  L.  Hicks,  James 
Hagan,  Theo.  M.  Etting,  Wm.  Thornton,  Joseph  F.  Porter, 
Wencel  Hartman,  Chas.  F.  Warwick,  Francis  B.  Reeves,  Wm. 
H.  Kemble,  Edw.  B.  Murphy,  John  Lucas,  John  Sellers,  Jr., 
Hamilton  Disston,  Wm.  F.  McCully  and  Thomas  M.  King. 
Hugh  Donnelly  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  and 
it  was  directed  that  the  chairman  should  appoint  committees 
upon  Grade  Crossings,  Rapid  Transit,  Steam  Railroads,  Pas- 
senger Railroads,  and  Legislation.  These  committees  were 
subsequently  appointed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  as  chairman, 
as  follows:

Hicks,  James  R.  Gates,  Thos.  M.  King,  Theodore  M.  Etting, 
Austin  Corbin  and  Thos.  M.  Hammett. 

Passenger  Railivays — Wm.  H.  Kemble  {Clin),  Edward  B. 
Murphy,  Thos.  M.  Hammett,  Wm.  Thornton,  John  Lucas, 
James  Hagan  and  F.  B.  Reeves.

In  addition  to  these,  the  chairmen  of  the  various  committees, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Mayor,  were  made  to  compose  an 
Executive  Committee,  as  follows  : 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor  [Clin),  Elias  P.  Smithers,  Thomas 
M.  Thompson,  John  Sellers,  Jr.,  Wm.  H.  Kemble  and  Wen- 
cel Hartman. 

Following  the  organizating  meeting  and  previous  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Commission,  the  Executive  Committee 
held  several  sessions,  at  which  President  Roberts,  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad,  and  President  McLeod,  of  the  Philadel- 
phia &  Reading  Railroad  (who  was  substituted  for  Mr. 
Corbin  upon  the  Commission)  presented  their  views  upon  the 
general  scope  of  the  Commission's  work  and  upon  certain 
specific  subjects.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
presented  to  and  adopted  by  the  Commission,  will  be  found  in 
the  document  marked  "  A  "  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 
Before  its  adoption,  however,  it  was  provided  that  the  views  of 
the  representatives  of  the  Belt  Line  Railroad,  when  prepared, 
be  added  to  and  form  part  of  the  report.  These  views,  subse- 
quently presented  by  Mr.  Reeves — contained  in  the  appended 
document  marked  "  B  " — were  laid  before  the  Committee  on 
Steam  Roads,  and  in  part  formed  a  criticism  of  a  paper  upon 
freight  and  passenger  terminal  facilties,  submitted  to  that 
Committee  by  Mr.  Hicks. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Sept.  5,  the  Commit- 
tee on  Steam  Roads  was  instructed  to  request  from  the  Penn- 
sylvania, Philadelphia  &  Reading,  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  and 
Belt  Line  Railroads,  the  appointment  of  their  respective  en- 
gineers to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
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veyor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  purpose  of  forming 
a  Board  of  Engineers  to  co-operate  with  that  Committee  in  its 
work.  At  the  same  meeting,  the  subject  of  the  Reading  Ter- 
minal Ordinance  Avas  made  a  special  order  for  a  meeting  on 
Sept.  12  ;  but  neither  at  that  meeting  nor  at  any  subsequent 
meeting  were  any  plans  submitted  by  the  Terminal  Company. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  on  November  26th, 
the  Committee  on  Grade  Crossings  presented  a  report,  which 
was  in  part  adopted  and  in  part  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  to  prepare  drafts  of  an  ordinance  and  Act  of 
Assembly  bearing  upon  the  subject.  Resolutions  were  pre- 
sented at  the  same  meeting  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rapid  Transit,  bearing  upon  surface  roads  and  kindred  sub- 
jects. The  Committee  on  Rapid  Transit  reported  these  reso- 
lutions in  a  modified  form  on  October  23d.  Several  of  these 
were  adopted  by  the  Commissioners,  and  others  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Surfiice  Roads,  which,  in  turn,  presented  a  report 
upon  the  subject.  This  report,  after  being  modified,  was 
adopted,  but  subsequently  the  Commissioners  decided  not  to 
include  it  in  its  general  recommendations,  on  the  ground  of 
impracticability.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Steam 
Roads,  contained  in  the  documents  marked  "C,"  in  the  ap- 
pendix to  this  report,  was  presented  on  December  5th,  and 
unanimously  adopted.  Messrs.  Smithers,  Gates,  Etting, 
Thompson,  Porter,  Hagan  and  Thornton,  however,  desiring  to 
be  recorded  that,  in  voting  for  the  resolution  to  adopt  the 
report,  they  did  not  bind  themselves  to  its  recommendations  in 
Councils.  On  December  30th,  the  Commission  ordered  that 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  to  the  Committee  on 
Steam  Roads  and  the  reports  of  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor Smedley  be  added  to  the  report,  but  without  recom- 
mendation. The  Committee  on  Legislation,  at  the  same  meet- 
ing, presented  a  report  embodying  the  draft  of  an  ordinance 
and  an  Act  of  Assembly  upon  the  subject  of  grade  crossings, 
but  they  were  withdrawn  by  the  Committee. 

Before  closing  its  report,  the  Commission  desires  to  state 
that  it  was  considerably  hampered  in  its  work  by  several 
causes.  The  summer  months,  which  followed  the  organization 
of  the  Commission,  interfered  with  the  attendance  of  members, 
and  later  in  the  year  the  Chairman  of  Committees  exper- 
ienced much  difficulty  in  obtaining  quorums.  In  one  of  the 
committees,  the  Chairman  declined  to  call  any  meeting  what- 
ever, and  it  was  not  until  late  in  the  Commission's  existence, 
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when  a  change  was  made  in  the  chairmanship  of  that  commit- 
tee, that  it  was  enabled  to  transact  any  business. 

The  recommendations  of"  the  Commission  are  here  appended:         , 

Steam  Roads. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Steam  Roads, 
embracing  the  following  subjects,  and  appended  to  this  report, 
are  submitted  as  the  sense  of  the  Commission  :  Grade  cross- 
ings ;  the  widening  of  Delaware  avenue ;  rapid  steam  transit 
through  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  either  by  an  elevated  or 
underground  railroad  ;  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Terminal ;  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad ;  a  Union 
Passenger  Terminal  Station  for  the  accommodation  of  all  lines 
entering  the  City ;  facilities  for  the  more  economic  handling 
of  carload  and  package  freight  within  the  City  limits. 

Electrical  Railways. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  Messrs,  Gates,  Etting 
and  Reeves  dissenting : 

"  Resolved^  That  the  present  street  railways  be  permitted  to 
use  overhead  electric  wires  for  the  propulsion  of  their  cars 
west  of  the  River  Schuylkill,  north  of  Columbia  avenue  and 
south  of  Washington  avenue,  subject  to  restrictions  and  regu- 
lations that  may  be  imposed  by  Councils." 

Grade  Crossings. 

The  crossing  of  streets  within  the  City  at  grade  by  steam 
railroads  presents  a  constant  menace  to  the  safety  of  the  lives 
and  limbs  of  the  people,  and  measures  should  be  taken  both  to 
prevent  their  establishment,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  any  future 
railroad  extensions,  and  for  the  removal  of  those  existing,  as 
far  as  practicable,  at  the  earliest  period. 

To  this  end  it  is  important  that  all  steam  railroad  exten- 
sions within  the  City  should  be  made  so  that  the  streets  are 
crossed  by  means  of  elevated  or  depressed  structures.  And 
we  advise  that  all  propositions  for  such  extensions  that  may 
engage  the  attention  of  Councils  be  approved  only  on  condi- 
tion that,  as  far  as  possible,  they  be  constructed  in  such  a  way 
as  not  to  run  upon  the  surface  of  the  streets,  either  longitudi- 
nally or  by  way  of  crossing. 
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Elevated  and   Depressed  Railroads. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : 
"  Resolved,  That  City  Councils  be,  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quested to  favorably  consider  and  speedily  promote  the  passage 
of  any  proper  ordinance  that  may  come  before  them  providing 
for  elevated,  depressed  and  underground  railroads:  Provided^ 
That  ample  guarantee  shall  be  given  for  the  protection  of  the 
city  and  of  the  citizens,  as  to  their  rights  ;  and  provided, 
That  before  the  franchises  for  such  roads  be  granted,  the  full- 
est and  freest  competition  may  be  offered,  to  the  end  that  in- 
jurious monopolies  may  be  prevented,  and  the  largest  revenue 
secured  to  the  City  that  shall  be  consistent  with  the  establish- 
of  the  lowest  practicable  rates  of  fare."

Appendix  A. 

To  the  Chairman  and  members  of 

The  Rapid  Transit  Commission. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Executive  Committee,  appointed  pur- 
suant to  resolution  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Commission 
on  May  22d,  have  held  in  all  four  meetings  since  that  date. 
At  the  first  of  these,  on  June  2d,  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  pre- 
sided, and  there  were  present  Messrs.  Sellers,  Kemble,  Hart- 
man  and  Smithers.  At  that  meeting,  Mr.  Sellers  intimated 
his  desire,  on  account  of  business  ensjafjements,  to  withdraw 
from  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Committee  on  Steam  Roads,  but 
he  has  since  permitted  his  request  to  rest  in  abeyance.  The 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  Mr.  Walter  F.  Hagar,  in 
response  to  inquiry  from  Mr.  Francis  B.  Reeves,  President  of 
the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  that  he  could 
serve  upon  the  Commission  as  substitute  for  Mr.  Reeves,  dur- 
ing that  gentleman's  absence  in  Europe.  Mr.  Hagar  was  so 
notified.  The  Committee,  in  order  to  fticilitate  the  work  of 
the  Commission,  deemed  it  wise  to  informally  consult  with  tl)e 
Presidents    of  the    Pennsylvania    and    the    Philadelphia    & 
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Reading  Railroads,  in  order  that  their  views  upon  the  subject 
of  Rapid  Transit  could  be  learned  and  concisely  placed  before 
the  Commission,  and  the  Secretary  whs  instructed  to  place 
himself  in  communication  with  these  gentlemen  with  that 
object. 

On  June  6th,  Mr.  George  B.  Roberts,  President  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  met  your  Committee  at  the 
office  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor.  The  proceedings  consisted 
solely  of  an  informal  expression  of  Mr.  Roberts'  views  upon 
the  general  subject  of  Rapid  Transit,  with  special  reference  to 
grade  crossings.  In  substance,  Mr.  Roberts'  views  were  that 
grade  crossings  should  be  absolutely  avoided,  and  that  no 
more  of  them  should  be  permitted  within  the  City  limits.  The 
most  practical  way  of  accomplishing  this,  in  Mr.  Roberts' 
opinion,  was  the  adoption  of  a  plan  by  which  the  tracks  of  all 
lines  entering  the  City  of  Philadelphia  should  be  elevated. 
What  that  plan  should  be,  Mr.  Roberts  left  for  the  Rapid 
Transit  Commission  to  decide.  With  reference  to  the  efforts 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  in  this  direction,  Mr.  Roberts 
pointed  out  that  the  Company  had  for  several  years  been  grad- 
ually lessening  the  number  of  its  grade  crossings,  until  at 
present  but  very  few  of  them  exist ;  and  that  it  was  the  inten- 
tion and  policy  of  the  Company  to  continue  its  operations  in 
this  particular  until  the  last  grade  crossing  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  was  removed. 

In  reply  to  members  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Roberts 
expressed  very  decided  views  in  reference  to  the  Belt  Line  Rail- 
road. He  stated  that  he  did  not  think  a  Belt  Line  would  be  of 
any  particular  advantage  to  any  City  where  promoted  and 
owned  as  an  independent  corporation.  Such  railroads  had  to 
be  constructed  by  the  larger  railroads  entering  the  cities. 
Whenever  such  lines  had  been  constructed  they  had  always 
been  absorbed  by  the  longer  railroads,  and  until  they  were  so 
absorbed  they  were  merely  toll-gathers,  which  tolls  either 
came  out  of  the  longer  lines  or  out  of  the  shippers.  That  was 
instanced  absolutely  in  all  Western  cities,  notably  in  Chicago 
and  Indianapolis.  Mr.  Roberts  added  that  very  large  sums 
of  money  had  been  made  by  the  promoters  of  these  Belt  Line 
Railroads,  and  that  all  such  enterprises  were  promoted  for  the 
same  purpose.  Whatever  facilities  were  desired  as  necessary 
for  the  present  shippers  to  reach  the  different  avenues  of 
transportation  should  be  properly  reported  to  the  railways. 
Nothing  in  the  shape  of  a  Belt  Line  in  Philadelphia  could  be 
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of  any  possible  advantage  to  the  community,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, would  impose  a  burden  either  upon  the  transportation 
companies  or  upon  the  shippers. 

At  another  meeting  of  the  Committee,  on  June  19th,  Presi- 
dent McLeod,  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Heading  Railroad,  at- 
tended. The  conference  was  almost  entirely  confined  to  the 
subject  of  grade  crossings.  Mr.  McLeod  informed  the  Com- 
mittee that  he  was  not  prepared  to  express  any  specific  views 
upon  the  matter  of  Rapid  Transit,  further  than  that  the  terminals 
of  the  Pennsylvania,  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  and  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroads  would,  in  his  opinion,  form 
satisfactory  points  towards  which  any  system  of  Rapid  Transit 
to  be  hereafter  adopted  could  conveniently  converge,  and 
from  which  it  could  depart. 

In  relation  to  grade  crossings,  Mr.  McLeod  stated  the  read- 
iness of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  to  co-operate 
with  the  Commission  in  this  direction.  He  outlined  a  plan  in 
contemplation  by  his  company  to  bridge  the  tracks  on  Broad 
street  at  Pennsylvania  avenue.  The  depression  of  the  tracks 
at  that  point  would  be  sufficient  to  admit  of  an  easy  grade, 
north  and  south  of  the  bridge.  The  structure  itself  would  be 
of  a  handsome  character  and  calculated  to  be  an  ornament  to 
Broad  street,  and  Mr.  McLeod  informed  the  Committee  that 
the  plans,  now  in  course  of  preparation,  would  be  submitted 
to  the  Commission  when  completed.  A  similar  plan  for  bridg- 
ing the  tracks  at  Broad  street  and  Lehigh  avenue  was  also 
generally  explained.  Westward  on  Pennsylvania  avenue,  from 
Broad  street,  similar  plans  for  carrying  the  intersecting  streets 
over  or  under  the  tracks  were  outlined.. 

Mr.  JMcLeod  also  explained  what  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Railroad  was  prepared  to  do  in  relation  to  its  Ninth  street 
tracks.  Following  the  construction  of  the  Philadelphia  Ter- 
minal, the  tracks  would  be  elevated  from  Twelfth  and  Market 
streets  to  just  north  of  Girard  avenue.  He  demontrated  how 
a  number  of  small  streets,  upon  which  there  was  but  little 
traffic,  and  which  crossed  the  tracks  south  of  Huntingdon 
street,  could  be  easily  diverted  on  either  side  so  as  to  commu- 
nicate with  other  larger  and  more  important  avenues  of  travel 
adjoining.  This,  he  explained,  could  be  accomplished  without 
any  inconvenience  to  the  public  demands  of  that  section  of  the 
City.  This  general  work  of  obviating  the  dangers  of  grade 
crossings  was,  in  his  opinion,  a  plan  that  could  gradually  be 
worked  out  in  four  or  five  years.     With  reference  to  the  cross- 
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ings  at  Wallace  street  and  Ninth,  Mr.  McLeod  informed  the 
committee  that  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  was 
prepared  to  divert  Wallace  street,  west  of  Ninth,  southward 
on  its  own  property  to  Spring  Garden  street,  and  thus  remove 
one  of  the  most  extensively  used  grade  crossings  in  its  system 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

In  reply  to  the  Committee  Mr. McLeod  stated, with  reference  to 
the  Belt  Line  Railroad,  that  existing  railroads  furnished  nearly 
all  the  facilities  desired  on  the  Delaware  River  front.  It  would 
be  impracticable  to  build  an  additional  line  of  railroad  on 
Delaware  avenue,  and  at  the  same  time  accommodate  the  large 
traflfic  which  is  now  done  over  that  street  by  trucks,  etc.,  with- 
out either  widening  the  thoroughfare  towards  the  river,  or,  by 
the  removal  of  buildings,  in  the  other  direction. 

The  Executive  Committee  respectfully  offer  the  following 
resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  sub-committees  take  up  the  matters 
pertaining  to  their  respective  committees,  such  as  grade 
crossings,  rapid  transit,  steam  roads,  legislation  and  passen- 
ger railroads,  and  examine  into  the  subjects  and  report  the 
same  to  the  Commission  as  soon  as  they  are  ready."

Remarks  of  Mr.  Francis  B.  Reeves,  President  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Steam  Roads,of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission, 
at  the  office  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  on  Tuesday,  August 
5,  1890. 

The  Chairman  (Mr.  John  Sellers,  Jr.) — "  If  it  is  agreeable 
to  the  Committee,  we  will  now  hear  Mr.  Reeves." 

Mr.  Reeves — "  This  paper  now  before  the  Committee,  Mr. 
Chairman,  is  entitled  '  A  proposition  to  provide  a  uniform 
plan  of  terminals  for  receiving  and  delivering  freight,  and  for 
passenger  traffic  for  all  steam  railroads  now  entering  Philadel- 
phia, or  that  may  in  the  future  desire  to  operate  in  the  City.' 
As  representing  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany, it  will  be  expected  that  I  shall  speak  to  the  question  of 
terminal  freight  facilities,  rather  than  to  that  of  Rapid 
Transit. 
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(Reading  from  Mr.  Hicks'  paper.) 

"•  It  is  stated  here  that  '  it  is  desirable  to  recommend  a  plan 
that  will  commend  itself  to  the  authorities  of  our  steam  rail- 
roads and  to  the  merchants  and  manufacturers  of  our  City, 
whereby  the  vexed  question  of  terminal  facilities  for  freight 
and  passenger  traffic  may  be  permanently  settled  in  a  manner 
that  will  be  fair,  just  and  satisfactory  to  all.' 

"  Permit  me  to  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  mercantile  and 
manufacturing  interests  of  our  City  have  already  expressed 
themselves  with  remarkable  unanimity  in  favor  of  a  Belt  Line, 
and  of  the  kind  of  a  Belt  Line  which  the  company  I  represent 
proposes  to  construct,  a  road  that  shall  be  forever  independent 
and  open  to  the  impartial  use  of  all  railroads  now  operating  in 
Philadelphia,  or  that  may  hereafter  desire  to  connect  there- 
with upon  terms  fair,  just  and  equitable  to  all.  For  this  they 
have  made  provisions  by  their  charter  and  by  the  terms  of 
ordinance  now  pending  in  Councils.  The  company  proposes 
to  build  a  road  along  the  Delaware  Riverfront,  from  the  Atlan- 
tic Refinery,  at  Point  Breeze,  on  the  south,  to  Tacony,  on  the 
north,  with  a  branch  to  the  county  line.  Its  purpose  is  to 
provide  ample  facilities  for  railroads  now  enjoying  partial 
facilities  on  the  river  front,  and  to  be  prepared  to  meet  the 
increasing  business  that  will  come  with  the  widening  of  the 
avenue  and  the  extension  of  the  piers  and  docks.  The  diffi- 
culties confronting  us  to-day.  by  reason  of  the  narrowness 
and  crowded  condition  of  the  avenue,  are  destined  to  disnppear, 
it  is  expected,  at  an  early  date  ;  but  even  under  existing  con- 
ditions an  open-to-all  Belt  Line  will  be  a  great  relief  to  our 
commercial  interests. 

(Reading  from  the  paper)  "Mr.  Hicks'  paper  goes  on  to 
recite  that  '  we  now  have  an  almost  continuous  line  of  railroads 
along  the  Delaware  River  front,'  etc.,  and  after  referring  to 
the  Kensington  and  Tacony  Railroad,  chartered,  but  not  built, 
and  the  number  of  miles  of  track  now  under  the  control  of  the 
Pennsylvania,  Reading  and  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroads,  it 
says  '  How  easy  it  would  be  to  complete  a  perfect  Belt  Line 
System  over  which  each  railroad  in  interest  would  have  the 
same  privileges  and  facilities,  on  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions, and  each  in  its  turn  receiving  its  prorata  of  the  net 
earnings.' 

"This  igall  very  well  for  the  threerailroads  participating,  but 
the  main  point  of  our  contention,  Mr.  Chairman,  is  that  a 
Belt  Line  or  Terminal  System  to  be  perfect,  that  is,  to  best

serve  the   City,    must  be  open  to  all  railroads,  not  three,  but 
thirty,  if  so  many  shall  be  disposed  to  come  to  Philadelphia. 

It  must  be  obvious  to  all  that  there  are  great  advantages  to 
accrue  to  the  city  and,  collaterally,  to  the  railroads,  by  the 
operation  of  an  impartial  terminal  under  proper  and  economical 
administration.  For  such  administration  our  plans  provide. 
We  believe  that  Philadelphia  has  long  suffered  great  disad- 
vantage and  loss  by  reason  of  the  absolute  control  of  the  main 
lines  of  approach  to  the  City  being  practically  in  the  hands  of  one 
corporation.  True,  facilities  have  been  obtained  by  other  rail- 
roads within  the  past  few  years,  but  we  all  know  with  what 
difficulty,  and  how  it  has  been  that  the  business  interests  of 
Philadelphia  have  put  forth  every  exertion  to  aid  them  in  secur- 
ing their  just  rights  in  this  respect.  When  we  see  what  has 
been  accomplished  in  other  cities  in  this  country  and  in 
Europe  by  such  systems  as  we  are  proposing,  we  cannot  help 
but  feel  that  the  effort  now  being  made  is  a  strike  for  liberty, 
in  the  interests  of  the  commerce  of  Philadelphia,  the  advan- 
tages of  which  will  be  enjoyed  by  the  mercantile,manufacturing 
and  shipping  interests  of  the  City,  and  that  our  railroads  will 
share  in  the  general  prosperity. 

"An  important  feature  of  the  scheme  we  present  is  that  its 
projectors  pledge  themselves  not  to  derive  any  pecuniary 
advantages  from  the  enterprise,  beyond  simple  interest  upon 
their  outlay.  They  have  arranged  a  binding  agreement  to 
give  effect  to  this  purpose  as  well  as  to  prevent  the  possibility 
of  future  control  of  the  road  by  any  monopoly.  They  have 
received  for  this  plan  the  approval  of  members  of  the  Rail- 
road Committee  of  Councils.  This  one  feature  has,  by  the 
principal  members  of  that  committee,  been  declared  to  be  of 
vital  importance,  one  of  them  having  said  to  me,  '  Make  it 
sure  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  any  one  road  or  any  combi- 
nation of  roads  to  get  control  of  the  Belt  Line,  and  there  is 
no  power  in  Philadelphia  that  can  prevent  your  getting  the 
ordinance  authorizing  its  construction.'  And  this  is  a  feature 
that  is  omitted  entirely  from  the  paper  now  being  considered. 
I  would  say  that  this  proposal  could  not  well  receive  the  sup- 
port of  the  Railroad  Committee  of  Councils  in  view  of  the 
opinions  its  members  have  expressed  on  this  point,  and  of  the 
known  sentiments  of  our  citizens  in  regard  to  it. 

"If  the  committee  desires  to  ask  any  question,  I  shall  be 
pleased  to  have  them  do  so." 
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Mr.  Hicks :  "  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Reeves  what  is  the 
real  difference  in  the  principle  as  proposed  by  that  paper  and 
the  principle  as  proposed  by  the  company  he  represents?  I 
mean  in  so  far  as  the  advantages  which  you  claim  for  the 
proposition  which  your  company  submits  in  the  matter  of 
guaranteeing  to  the  people  of  the  City  the  impossibility  of  the 
Belt  Line,  as  you  propose  it,  not  being  at  any  time  in  the 
future  controlled  by  any  one,  two  or  three  railroad  com- 
panies." 

Mr.  Reeves  (quoting  from  Mr.  Hicks'  paper) :  "  This  is 
all  very  well  for  these  three  railroad  companies,  but  it  is 
exactly  the  state  of  affairs  that  exists  to-day.  We  want  some- 
thing better  than  the  present  system.  I  believe  that  great 
things  are  in  store  for  Philadelphia.  New  York  is  over- 
crowded; her  surplus  commerce  must  seek  other  outlets  and 
inlets.  This  will  naturally  flow  to  Philadelphia.  There  is  but 
one  Atlantic  Ocean,  but  one  Eastern  seaboard  for  the  enormous 
country  back  of  us.  The  report  of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Com- 
mission, showing  the  great  advantages  of  Philadelphia  as  a 
naval  station,  applies  equally  well  to  our  commercial  advan- 
tages. Philadelphia,  almost  as  well  adapted  to  commerce  as 
New  York,  must  receive  the  overflow  from  that  port.  I  am  not 
speaking  in  behalf  only  of  the  Philadelphia  of  to-day,  but  of 
the  Philadelphia  of  the  future.  The  time  to  make  preparation 
for  the  increasing  trafiic  which  New  York  cannot  take  care  of 
is  now." 

Mr.  King  :   "Philadelphia  needs  enlarged  opportunity." 

Mr.  Reeves:  "That  is  it;  otherwise,  there  is  no  reason  why 
the  islands  should  be  removed  from  the  river  and  the  river 
front  avenue  be  widened.'  With  such  a  sytem  of  terminals  for 
freight  as  we  propose,  the  profits  will  not  be  divided  between 
three  roads,  as  is  suggested  in  the  paper  before  you  ;  but  when 
the  road  shows  a  profit,  the  rates  for  handling  cars  or  use  of 
tracks  will  be  reduced  according." 

Mr.  King:   "That  is  the  way  I  undei'stand  it." 
The  Chairman  :  "What  about  grade  crossings  in  relation  to 
your  plan  ?  " 

Mr.  Reeves :  "It  occurs  to  me  that  the  opposition  to  grade 
crossings,  now  so  earnestly  urged,  applies  very  well  to  railroads 
running  rapid  passenger  trains,  but  that  it  is  a  manifest 
absurdity  to  apply  it  to  slow-going  freight  lines — which  require 
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access  at  grade  to  our  shipping  and  large  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. I  have  read  Mr.  Roberts'  views  as  given  before  the 
Executive  Committee  of  this  Commission  with  reference  to  the 
abolition  of  grade  crossings,  but  I  cannot  think  that  his  re- 
marks were  intended  to  apply  to  freight  trackage  on  Delaware 
Avenue  or  Washington  Avenue  or  on  the  Schuylkill  River 
front.  We  must  have  grade  crossings,  properly  protected,  in 
such  places. 

"In  the  cities  of  Europe  that  I  have  visited,  notably  Liver- 
pool, London,  Glasgow  and  Antwerp,  there  are  Belt  Lines 
for  freight,  constructed  at  grade,  everywhere.  You  cannot 
succeed  without  them,  for  you  must  bring  your  shipping  and 
railroads  together.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  Councils  should 
pass  an  ordinance  in  the  line  of  a  paper  now  before  this  Com- 
mission, prohibiting  all  grade  crossings  absolutely,  it  would  be 
equivalent  to  decreeing  that  a  wall  should  be  built  around 
Philadelphia,  and  that  hereafter  it  does  not  want  any  new 
trade  or  traffic  within  its  borders." 

The  Chairman  :  "  These  roads  are  not  exclusive  freight 
roads." 

Mr.  Reeves :  "The  roads  named  in  this  paper  are  both 
freight  and  passenger  roads.  I  refer  to  the  Belt  Line  as 
exclusively  a  freight  road.  It  seems  inconsistent  to  talk  of 
forbidding  all  grade  crossings  in  view  of  all  that  now  exist. 
Almost  every  street  is  now  crossed  at  grade  by  the  cable  cars  ; 
going,  as  they  do,  more  rapidly  than  freight  cars  would  be 
moved,  they  are  quite  as  dangerous." 

Mr.  Hicks  :  "  Before  Mr.  Reeves  goes,  I  would  like  to  say 
a  few  words.  As  I  prepared  and  submitted  that  paper,  1  want 
to  say  injustice  to  myself  as  well  as  in  deference  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee,  that  I  did  it  entirely  on  my  own 
responsibility,  having  had  no  opportunity  of  acquainting  myself 
to  a  very  great  extent  with  the  locations  of  the  roads,  and  the 
facilities  Philadelphia  has  to-day  for  handling  passenger  and 
freight  business.  One  of  the  principnl,  and  in  fact,  almost 
the  principal  object  of  creating  this  Commission,  was  the 
desire  of  our  people  to  have  recommended  some  plan  of  local 
Rapid  Transit,  and  one  of  the  most  important  things  in  connec- 
tion with  that  subject  is  to  consider  the  present  steam  railroads 
in  their  relation  to  any  system  of  Rapid  Transit  that  may  be 
constructed  in  the  City,  because  there  are  ways  in  which  the 
construction  and  extension  of  the  steam  roads  might  be  a  very 
great  hindrance  to  any  project  for  Rapid  Transit. 
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"  They  might  add  materially  to  the  engineering  difficulties  as 
well  as  the  expense,  whereas,  perhaps  there  is  a  way  in  which 
all  the  differences  of  the  Companies,  the  facilities  they  require 
and  the  demands  of  the  people  might  be  met  when  carrying 
out  that  project.  I  want  to  say  that  in  proposing  this  plan 
I  have  simpl}^  suggested  the  thought  to  the  Committee  in 
so  far  as  the  tracks  already  exist  to-day. 

"  There  is  no  question,  I  think,  in  the  minds  of  the  gentlemen 
present  but  that  the  very  same  tracks  in  existence  to-day,  and 
controlled  by  three  separate  interests,  could  be  so  worked  as  to 
handle  a  great  deal  more  freight  on  the  same  tracks.  I  can 
understand  that  there  are  difficulties,  but  I  think  it  is  entirely 
feasible  and  practicable  that  this  system  could  be  so  operated 
as  to  be  just  as  fair  and  equitable  as  any  new  proposition  that 
it  is  possible  for  us  to  adopt.  I  have  simply  proposed  this  in 
the  hope  of  opening  this  discussion,  perfectly  satisfied  with  any 
proposition  that  may  be  productive  of  better  results,  and  I 
simply  propose  this  because  1  want  to  bring  the  subject  matter 
before  the  committee  on  some  basis,  as  a  starting  point. 

"  So  far  as  the  composition  of  the  controlling  interest  of  this 
company  is  concerned,  I  don't  pretend  to  say  that  this  is  a 
perfect  proposition.  It  is  the  simplest  thing  in  the  world,  if 
there  is  anything  in  that  proposition  not  entirely  fair,  to  change 
it.  To  construct  a  road  like  Mr.  Reeves',  it  must  get  its 
traffic  from  some  source.  I  believe  if  the  companies  could  see 
it  to  their  advantage  to  adopt  &,  proposition  of  this  kind  they 
would  be  satisfied,  because  it  does  not  make  any  difference  to 
them  whether  they  make  their  profit  on  the  main  line  or  on 
that  system. 

"  When  other  companies  come  in  they  take  in  others.  It  is 
easy  to  provide  for  that.  I  think  that  paper  says  that  if  any 
other  company  comes  in  it  will  share  the  facilities  on  the  same 
terms. 

Mr.  Reeves  :  "Wherein,  then,  does  it  differ  from  the  Phila- 
delphia Belt  Line  proposition,  and  why  not  adopt  our  plan  ?  " 

Mr.  Hicks:  "The  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  proposes  to  per- 
mit facilities  to  a  certain  section,  and  whatever  its  railage  it 
is  in  addition  to  already  constructed  tracks.  This  proposition 
furnishes  facilities  along  the  banks  of  both  rivers,  and  is  in 
absolutely  perfect  working  order  to-day,  maintained  by  these 
companies  up  to  the  very  highest  standard  of  perfection." 
39 
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The  Chairman  :  "  Are  there  other  cities  where  Belt  Lines 
are  operated  independently?  " 

Mr.  Reeves  :  "  An  independent  Belt  Line  in  Buffalo  is 
managed  satisfactorily  and  successfully." 

Mr.  King  :  "  That  is  true." 

Mr.  Reeves  :  "  There  will  be  no  difficulty  in  operating  such 
a  line  in  this  city." 

Mr.  Hicks :  "  But  if  this  Belt  Line  is  constructed  by  an 
independent  corporation,  the  railroad  companies  have  no  inter- 
est," 

Mr.  Reeves :  "  They  will  have  the  most  practical  interest 
in  it  for  the  reason  that  it  is  to  be  run,  not  as  a  mere  toll 
gatherer  in  the  interests  of  two  or  three  or  four  roads,  but 
with  a  view  to  uniting  all  the  roads  in  a  plan  to  reduce  termi- 
nal expenses.  And  as  the  traffic  is  thereby  increased  the 
lower  will  be  the  operating  expenses  to  the  railroads." 

Mr.  King :  "  As  a  rule,  railroads  absorb  all  terminal 
charges." 

Mr.  Reeves  :  "  I  fail  to  see  the  necessity,  just  at  this  stage 
of  our  progress,  when  the  Belt  Line  Company's  plan  has 
received  the  endorsement  of  the  merchants,  manufacturers  and 
citizens  generally,  and  we  are  on  the  eve  of  accomplishing  the 
results  sought,  of  presenting  this  new  scheme. 

"  We  desire  that  this  Committee  shall  investigate  our  plans 
and  put  them  to  the  test  of  our  railroad  men.  I  will  submit 
our  papers,  blue-prints,  etc.,  to  the  committee,  if  desired." 

The  Chairman  :   "  We  shall  be  pleased  to  have  them." 

The  Chairman :  "  Are  there  any  suggestions  to  be  made, 
or  any  other  reply  to  the  suggestions  of  Mr.  Hicks,  as 
embodied  in  this  paper  ?" 

Mr.  McLeod :  "I  have  nothing  to  say  to-day,  Mr.  Chair- 
man.     I  came  here  to  listen,  not  to  offer  any  suggestions." 

Mr.  King :  "  How  about  the  financial  features  of  your 
scheme,  Mr.  Hicks  ?" 

Mr.  Hicks  :  "  This,  I  am  free  to  confess,  is  simply  a  propo- 
sition. This,  I  thought,  was  a  difficulty  that  might  be 
encountered.  There  may  be  obligations  resting  upon  one  of 
the  properties  in  interest  that  might  make  it  difficult  for  them 
to  get  away  from.  Outside  of  the  question  of  the  bonds 
themselves,  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  a  plan  like  that 
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I  have  suggested  should  be  adopted,  but  an  agreement  could 
be  entered  into  that  would  accomplish  the  same  results  without 
■carrying  it  out  on  this  particular  financial  basis." 

Mr.  King  :  "  You  think  one  railroad  would  help  the  other  ?" 
Mr.  Hicks  :  "  They  are  all  looking  for  the  cheapest  terminal 
rates.  I  would  only  be  too  glad  to  co-operate  with  you,  gentle- 
men, in  the  accomplishing  of  any  proposition  that  will  take  the 
place  of  this  and  accomplish  the  results  better.  But  these 
companies,  already  interchanging  freight,  and  having  come  to 
some  sort  of  agreement,  they  can  effect  a  result  by  which  the 
people  of  Philadelphio  can  have  these  facilities.  It  seems  to 
me  it  would  be  better  than  by  blockading  the  streets  of  Phila- 
delphia by  another  railroad.  I  don't  look  at  the  grade-cross- 
ing subject  just  exactly  as  Mr.  Reeves  does.  I  differ  materi- 
ally from  him  on  that.  It  may  be  from  want  of  knowledge, 
but  it  seems  to  me  that  there  is  as  much  danger  from  freight 
trains  as  from  fast  passenger  trains." 

Mr.  McLeod :  "  There  is  one  thing  I  want  to  say  that  I 
think  would  be  fatal  to  this  scheme.  You  never  would  get 
these  companies  who  have  their  tracks  now  go  into  any  scheme 
that  would  invite  competition  with  their  long  lines  reaching  out 
of  the  City,  and  enable  them  to  come  in  here  and  use  our  ter- 
minals and  deliver  on  our  tracks.  There  is  no  railroad  in  this 
City  that  will  go  into  it,  in  my  judgment." 

Mr.  King :  "  What  the  railroads  want  is  more  room.  I 
venture  to  say  that  Mr.  McLeod  to-day  is  not  able  to  handle  the 
business  that  is  offered  him  to  bring  into  Philadelphia." 

Mr.  Hicks :  •'  Granted  that  this  is  true.  If  Mr,  Reeves 
constructs  an  independent  line,  independent  of  any  of  you, 
doesn't  it  bring  that  line  into  direct  competition  ?" 

Mr.  McLeod :  "  But  we  are  not  a  party  to  it.  That  we 
could  not  help,  but  we  can  help  this.  If  there  is  a  Belt  Line 
built  we  may  not  be  able  to  prevent  it,  and  other  lines  may 
come  in  and  use  it,  and  we  would  use  it  provided  the  charge, 
were  low  on  traffic  that  we  could  not  deliver  any  other  ways 
What  traffic  would  that  road  get  ?  This  City  is  pretty  well 
covered  with  tracks  now.  I  think  if  you  would  go  to  Mr. 
Roberts  with  that  plan  he  would  say,  '  I  certainly  cannot  put 
you  in  the  possession,  or  anybody  else,  of  any  terminal,  and 
cannot  permit  you  to  take  business  away  from  me  that  I  bring 
a  thousand  miles,  to  deliver  at  a  nominal  cost.'  " 
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Mr.  King  :  "  Belt  Lines  have  been  profitable  everywhere 
they  have  been  built  to  those  who  went  into  them." 

Mr.  Hicks:  "Mr,  King,  can  you  explain  to  me  how  the 
operations  of  the  Belt  Line  system,  under  the  plan  proposed 
by  Mr.  Reeves,  can  be  operated  without  increasing  the  ter- 
minal charges  ?" 

Mr.  King:  "  If  these  gentlemen  are  disposed  to  go  in  and 
take  the  commercial  risks  to  enable  railroads  to  reach  all  the 
river  front  and  all  the  piers.  If  I  have  a  car  load  of  freight 
and  can  deliver  it  at  my  pier  I  ask  them  to  do  it.  I  pay  the 
terminal  charges  ;  the  shipper  does  not." 

Mr.  Hicks  :  "  It  would  simply  mean  that  there  would  have 
to  be  enough  freight  that  you  could  not  handle  to  warrant  their 
terminal  charges." 

Mr.  King  :  "  That  means  enlarged  growth  of  the  city."

Philadelphia,  December  3,  1890. 

To  the  President  and  Members 

of  the  Eapid  Transit  Commission. 

Gentlemen  : — The  Sub- Committee  on  Steam  Railroads 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

A  number  of  meetings  have  been  held  and  we  have  care- 
fully and  as  fully  as  circumstances  would  permit  examined 
into  the  subject  referred  to  us:  namely,  that  of  steam  rail- 
roads, with  a  view  of  recommending  to  the  Commission  a  plan 
that  would  fully  meet  the  requirements  of  the  business 
interests  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  enable  the  railroads 
now  entering  the  city,  or  those  which  may  hereafter  desire  to 
enter,  to  obtain  improved  facilities,  and  furnish  quick  transit 
for  their  through  and  suburban  business. 

Propositions  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Railroad  Company, 
the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  Company,  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  have  been  submitted  and 
will  be  found  in  the  report  made  by  the  Engineer  Board,  also 
a  paper  submitted  by  Mr.  Hicks,  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
proposing  a    Union  Terminal   for  passenger  traffic    and    the 
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formation  of  a  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Steam  Railroad  for 
freight  purposes,  by  a  consolidation  of  a  portion  of  existing 
roads. 

An  advisory  Board  of  Engineers  was  constituted  by  the 
Committee  with  the  view  of  obtaining  their  suggestions  and 
recommendations  on  the  questions  referred  to  the  Committee. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  so  constituted  consisted  of  William 
H.  Brown,  Chief  Engineer,  on  behalf  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad ;  H.  K.  Nichols,  Chief  Engineer,  on  behalf  of  the 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  ;  H.  T.  Douglas,  Chief 
Engineer,  on  behalf  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad,  John 
A.  Wilson,  Chief  Engineer,  on  behalf  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt 
Line  Railroad  Company ;  and  Samuel  L.  Smedley,  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  record  of  meetings  and  report  of  the  Board  of  Engi- 
neers so  constituted  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted,  and 
made  a  part  of  the  proceedings  and  reportof  your  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  had  before  it  for  its  consideration  : 

First.   The  subject  of  grade  crossings. 

Second.  The  widening  of  Delaware  Avenue. 

Third.  The  question  of  Rapid  Steam  Transit  through  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  either  by  an  elevated  or  underground 
Railroad. 

Fourth.  The  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  proposed 
terminal. 

Fifth.  The  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company. 

Sixth..  A  Union  Passenger  Terminal  Station,  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  all  lines  entering  the  city. 

Seventh.  The  question  of  facilities  for  the  more  economic 
handling  of  carload  and  package  freight  within  the  city  limits- 
Taking  up  the  various  subjects  enumerated  in  the  order 
named,  on  the  question  of  grade  crossings,  we  can  concur  in 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  which  is  as 
follows  : 

"Grade  crossings  of  streets  and  public  roads  by  the  lines  of 
the  main  steam  roads  doing  a  rapid  passenger  business  are  a 
serious  inconvenience  both  to  the  railroad  companies  and  the 
public.  The  railroads  were  mostly  constructed  originally,  in 
the  open  country,  and  as  the  city  has  been  extended  new 
streets  have  been  opened  crossing  the  railroad  at  grade.  With 
the  growth  of  population  and  railro;id  traffic,  the  difficulties  of 
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and  objections  to  grade  crossings  have  increased  largely,  and 
it  is  of  great  importance  to  abolish  the  evil  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible, and  especially  not  to  permit  the  establishment  of  any 
new  grade  crossings.  Appended  will  be  found  a  suggestion 
for  the  establishment  of  a  general  plan  by  which  the  grade 
crossings  now  existing  are  to  be  greatly  abolished,  and  by 
which  no  new  ones  are  to  be  created.  It  is  to  be  understood 
that  our  recommendation  in  this  respect  applies  only  to  those 
lines  on  which  there  is  a  fast  passenger  service,  and  not  to 
strictly  freight  lines  along  the  river  fronts  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  city  not  built  up,  or  in  other  localities  where  it  is 
necessary  to  have  the  tracks  on  the  surface  to  reach  Avharves, 
manufacturing  establishments,  etc.,  nor  to  branches  and  sid- 
ings into  local  coal  depots,  industrial  establishments,  etc."  We 
recommend  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation,  for  such  action  as  they  deemproper. 

Second.  As  to  the  second  proposition,  namely,  the  widen- 
ing of  Delaware  avenue. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  to  enable  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  to  control  and  take  care  of  ocean  tonnage, 
which  her  position  and  magnificient  harbor  should  entitle  her 
to,  that  it  is  of  prime  importance  that  Delaware  avenue  should 
be  widened  by  the  extension  of  the  pier  line  by  the  City 
authorities,  to  a  width  of  not  less  than  225  feet  along  the 
entire  Delaware  front,  and  when  so  widened  provisions  should 
be  made  to  permit  the  laying  of  a  sufficient  number  of  tracks 
to  enable  all  the  railroads  now  entering  the  City  or  those  who 
may  hereafter  do  so,  to  reach  any  pier  or  elevator  on  the 
Delaware  River  with  their  carload  freight  direct. 

We  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  a  broad  and  liberal  policy 
on  the  part  of  the  City  in  the  improvement  of  its  harbor  facili- 
ties that  will  permit  a  reduction  of  the  cost  of  handling  export 
or  import  freights  from  the  car  to  the  vessel  or  the  vessel  to 
the  car,  as  against  the  expensive  method  now  prevailing,  will 
enable  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  its  fine  harbor,  to  attract 
trade  in  such  volume  as  will  place  the  City  in  the  front  rank 
in  its  relation  to  the  ocean  tonnage  of  the  country,  and  the 
outlay  occasioned  in  creating  the  facilities  recommended  will 
be  amply  and  quickly  repaid  by  the  commercial  growth  of  the 
City. 

Third.  The  third  proposition,  that  of  Rapid  Steam  Transit 
through  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  is  of  equal  importance  to 
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that  of  the  commercial  development  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia. 
On  this  subject  your  Committee  has  given  its  most  careful  and 
considerate  attention.  They  have  read  with  great  interest  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  as  to  the  methods  by  "which 
this  quick  transit  could  be  accomplished,  and  also  the  dissent- 
ing report  on  the  same  subject  as  presented  by  Mr.  Smedley, 
Chief  Engineer  of  this  City,  and  with  all  due  respect  to  the 
judgment  of  the  majority  of  the  Board  who  pronounced  an 
underground  or  depressed  system  impracticable,  unsatisfactory 
and  unworthy  of  consideration,  your  Committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  views  and  suggestions  presented  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  City  are  entirely  practicable  and  in  line  with 
what  should  be  the  policy  of  the  City  in  solving  this  problem. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion,  from  the  data  and  infor- 
mation furnished  them  by  the  City  Engineer,  that  it  is  entirely 
practicable  for  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  to 
depress  their  tracks  from  Ninth  and  Brown  streets  to  its  pro- 
posed terminus  at  Twelfth  and  Market  streets,  crossing  all 
streets  under  grade,  and  leaving  a  space  between  squares  open 
for  air  and  light,  and  that  by  so  doing  they  will  be  able  to 
reach  the  centre  of  the  City  Avith  their  passenger  trains  in  a 
manner  that  will  be  entirely  unobjectionable,  and  at  a  cost  not 
greatly,  if  any,  in  excess  of  the  proposed  elevated  structure, 
for  the  erection  of  which  they  have  been  seeking  legislative 
authority  during  the  past  two  years. 

Your  Committee  are  further  of  the  opinion,  and  are  so  advised 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  that  it  is  entirely  practi- 
cable to  bring  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  by  a  tunne 
down  Market  street  to  a  junction  with  the  Reading  depressed 
railroad  at  or  near  Twelfth  and  Market  streets,  and  thus  estab- 
lish a  Union  Station  by  these  two  important  railroad  systems 
in  the  heart  of  the  City,  both  for  their  through  and  suburban 
service. 

If  this  junction  was  so  established  it  would  be  entirely 
practicable  for  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  to 
withdraw  its  passenger  service  from  Broad  and  Callowhill 
streets,  and  bring  the  same  to  its  Union  Station  at  Twelfth 
and  Market  streets,  by  using  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side 
Railroiid  from  Girard  avenue  to  Market  street,  and  thence 
down  Market  street  to  the  Union  Station.  This  system  so 
described  would  practically  make  a  belt  railroad  for  the  Phila- 
delphia &  Reading  Railroad,  by  the  way  of  Twelfth  and 
Market  streets,  Wayne  Junction  and  the  Falls  of  Schuylkill, 
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thus  enabling  them  to  give  that  part  of  the  City  reached  by 
them  a  quick  and  speedy  transit  to  and  from  the  centre  of  the 
City.  It  wouhi  likewise  furnish  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Rail- 
road a  through  and  suburban  travel,  and  improved  facilities  as 
against  their  present  station  at  Twenty-fourth  and  Chestnut 
streets. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  and  are  so  advised  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  thatif  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road desire  a  better  exit  for  their  through  trains  to  and  from 
New  York,  that  it  would  be  entirely  practicable  for  them  to 
descend  into  an  underground  system  after  crossing  the  Schuyl- 
kill River  East  Side  Railroad  to  tbeir  present  station  at  Broad 
streets  and  thence  by  curving  into  Broad  street,  use  that  thor- 
oughfare for  a  tunnel  to  Germantown  Junction,  enabling  them 
to  very  materially  reduce  the  distance  on  their  through  trains, 
and  likewise  furnish  them  a  Belt  Line  around  the  City,  similar 
to  that  described  for  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad. 

It  will  be  noted  in  connection  with  these  various  plans  that 
the  south  side  of  Market  street  will  be  left  for  an  underground 
electric  Rapid  Transit  system,  which  the  Chief  Engineer  refers 
to  in  his  report,  and  which  is  respectfully  recommended  to  the 
Committee  on  Rapid  Transit. 

An  underground  road,  such  as  herein  indicated,  running 
from  the  Delaware  to  the  Schuylkill  River,  and  connected  with 
the  intra  mural  system  in  West  Philadelphia,  and  with  an 
elevated  road  on  tlie  Delaware  front  for  passenger  traffic,  in 
addition  to  the  steam  roads  recommended  for  through  and 
suburban  passengers  would  materially  aid  in  solving  the  ques- 
tion of  Rapid  Transit  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  recent  completion  and  opening  of  the  underground  rail- 
road in  London,  which  is  operated  by  electricity,  demonstrates 
the  possibility  of  handling  passenger  traffic  in  large  cities  with 
speed,  economy  and  safety.  The  accompanying  sketch  illus- 
trates the  suggestions  as  contained  in  the  City  Engineer's 
paper,  and  in  addition  tliereto  we  submit  a  supplemental  report 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  dated  November  29. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that,  with  a  view  of 
getting  relief  from  the  present  grade  ci'ossings  in  the  City 
for  lines  on  which  passenger  service  is  performed  and  speed 
required,  it  would  be  a  wise  policy  on  the  part  of  the  City 
authorities  to  aid  in  sharing  the  expense  with  the  various  lines 
which  are  effected.  The  rapid  growth  and  development  of 
the   City  and  the  action  of  the  authorities  in  the  past  in  open- 
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ing  new  streets  with  grade  crossings,  has  brought  about  the 
present  condition  of  affairs.  In  correcting  this  evil,  the  City 
should  aid  in  the  most  generous  way  to  accomplish  this  result. 

Fourth.  As  to  the  fourth  proposition,  the  Philadelphia  & 
Reading  Elevated  Terminal, 

Your  Committee  being  advised  by  the  City  Engineer  that 
the  plan  outlined  in  the  fourth  proposition  is  practicable,  do 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  same ;  and  Ave  do  further 
recommend  that  a  liberal  policy  be  pursued  by  the  City  in  per- 
fecting the  details  of  this  plan. 

Fifth.  Proposition  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad : 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  general  plan 
and  scope  as  presented  by  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  meets  their 
approval.  To  enable  the  business  of  a  large  city  like  Phila- 
delphia to  be  handled  economically,  facilities  such  as  are 
herein  asked  for  by  which  car  loads  and  heavy  package 
freights  can  be  transported  cheaply  and  the  cost  reduced  to  a 
minimum,  a  line  similar  to  what  is  proposed  by  the  Belt  Line 
Railroad  should  be  encouraged. 

A  franchise  granted  under  proper  restrictions  which  enable 
all  the  existing  roads,  or  those  who  may  enter  the  City  here- 
after to  deliver  their  freight  at  any  point  at  a  minimum  cost 
would  accomplish  the  desired  result,  and  would  be  of  great 
benefit  to  both  the  mercantile  and  manufacturing  industries. 

Sixth.  A  Union  Passenger  Station. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  imprac- 
ticable to  have  a  union  passenger  station  for  all  lines,  owing 
to  the  large  area  of  space  that  such  a  station  would  require, 
and  believe  that  the  suggestions  recommended  in  paragraph 
4  cover  this  point  fully  as  to  existing  roads.  As  to  roads 
that  may  desire  to  enter  the  City  hereafter,  in  granting  legis- 
lation, provision  should  be  made  that  they  should  have  the 
right  of  access  to  the  City  under  proper  conditions  over 
existing  tracks,  with  a  further  right  to  diverge  from  the  same 
and  acquire  property  at  such  a  point  as  they  would  select, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  authorities. 

Seventh.  The  granting  of  the  right  to  lay  spur  tracks  to 
reach  manufacturing  establishments,  wharves  and  elevators. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  Council  should 
grant  freely  this  permission  in  that  part  of  the  city  given  up  to 
industrial  and  manufacturing  enterprises,  and  also  upon  the 
Schuylkill  and  Delaware  River  fronts. 
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The  greater  facilities  that  are  furnished  in  this  respect 
which  will  lessen  the  cost  of  handling  heavy  freights  by 
granting  siding  connections,  will  greatly  add  to  the  prosperity 
and  development,  and  at  the  same  time  greatly  lessen  the  cost 
in  maintenance  of  streets  by  the  doing  away  of  heavy  teaming, 
which  is  now  required  through  the  lack  of  such  facilities,  not 
only  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturer,  but  on  the  part  of.  the 
railroad. 

In  many  of  the  Western  cities,  the  manufacturers  are  con- 
nected directly  with  the  railroads  by  means  of  spur  tracks  and 
switches. 

This  is  notably  the  case  in  Chicago  and  other  cities.  Our 
own  establishments,  in  addition  to  cost  of  manufacturing,  are 
forced  to  truck  their  products  through  the  streets  to  he 
railroad  stations.  This  imposes  upon  them  a  heavy  charge 
which  renders  competition  difficult  and  is  driving  old  enter- 
prises to  more  favorite  places,  and  is  preventing  new  ones  from 
being  undertaken. 

To  maintain  the  present  commercial  importance  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  to  foster  new  enterprises,  a  liberal  policy  should 
be  pursued  by  Councils. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dear  Sir  : — If  the  expense  of  underground  railroads  on 
Broad  and  Market  streets  is  too  great  to  warrant  the  trunk 
railroad  lines  in  uniting  to  build  them  together  on  Broad  and 
Market  streets  so  tluU  they  can  secure  the  most  direct  access 
to  the  centre  of  the  City  and  the  New  Jersey  Ferries,  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  and  the  Reading  Railroad  can  both 
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readily  effect  a  connection  of  their  lines  at  Twelfth  and  Market 
streets,  securing  through  communication  with  a  minimum 
expenditure  of  money  by  a  two-track  tunnel  on  Market  street, 
from  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  depot  at  Chestnut  street  to 
Twelfth  and  Market  streets,  and  an  open  subway  from  Twelfth 
and  Market  streets  on  the  line  of  the  proposed  Reading  Ter- 
minal, reaching  the  present  grade  of  Ninth  street  at  Brown 
street. 

It  is  entirely  feasible  to  construct  this  open  subway,  as  it  is 
practicable  to  readjust  the  drainage  and  sewers  so  as  not  to  cut 
them  off  in  the  small  area  where  the  summit  lies  above  the 
line  of  the  railroad,  and  the  flow  would  be  intercepted  by  the 
depression. 

A  uniform  rise  on  Market  street,  of  one  in  five  hundred, 
from  the  Schuylkill  River  will  reach  an  elevation  25  feet  below 
the  surface  at  Twelfth  street,  and  on  the  line  of  the  subway 
northward  between  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  streets  will  reach  an 
elevation  of  20  feet  below  the  surface  at  Callowhill,  so  that 
there  would  be  a  fall  from  this  point,  which  would  drain  the 
railroad  track  southward  to  Market  street  and  westward  to  the 
Schuylkill  river  without  pumping. 

The  open  cut  would  be  bridged  at  each  of  the  main  streets. 

The  greatest  depression  wnll  be  at  Tenth  and  Hamilton 
streets,  where  the  stormwater  sewers  can  be  adjusted  to  carry 
the  water  over  the  top  of  railroad,  discharging  to  the  eastward 
into  the  Willow  street  sewer. 

A  one  per  cent,  grade  will  pass  under  Spring  Garden,  Green 
and  Wallace  streets,  reaching  the  present  grade  of  Ninth 
street  at  Brown  street. 

By  this  plan  a  through  line  of  railroad  can  be  secured  by 
only  one  mile  of  tunnel  on  Market  street  and  one  mile  of  open 
subway,  similar  to  the  approaches  to  the  Grand  Central  Rail- 
road on  Fourth  avenue  in  New  York. 

From  Brown  street  northward,  the  railroad  can  pass  under 
Girard  avenue  or  overhead,  with  readjustment  of  railroad  and 
street  elevations  in  accordance  with  my  previous  report,  pass- 
ing under  Broad  street  to  Glenwood  avenue,  dispensing  with 
all  grade  crossings  to  that  point. 

As  there  would  be  but  little  land  damages  to  pay  on  Market 
street,  the  mile  of  tunnel  would  vary  very  little  from  the  cost 
of  an  elevated  road  where  the  right  of  way  would  have  to  be 
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purchased,  and  the  open  subway  to  Ninth  and  Brown  would  be 
far  more  lasting  and  substantial,  and  but  little  more  expensive 
than  the  elevated  road.  The  two  miles  of  road  would  be 
secured  without  interfering  with  travel  on  the  streets  or  the 
safety  or  convenience  of  the  people. 

This  is  the  only  practicable  way  to  make  a  through  connection 
between  these  two  railroads  at  this  point,  because  it  is  impossi- 
ble for  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  to  get  to  Twelfth  and 
Market  streets  from  the  present  elevation  of  their  Chestnut 
street  station  in  any  other  way  than  by  an  underground  rail- 
road. 

By  a  northward  connection  at  Market  street  bridge  with  the 
Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad,  the  Reading  Railroad 
can  carry  their  passenger  trains  from  Pennsylvania  avenue 
and  Poplar  street  through  the  Twenty-fifth  street  tunnel  along 
the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  to  Market  street,  and 
thence  by  the  Market  Street  tunnel  to  their  depot  at  Twelfth 
and  Market  streets,  excluding  all  passenger  trains  from  Penn- 
sylvania avenue,  east  of  the  Park,  until  its  grade  crossings 
are  dispensed  with. 

Several  other  valuable  underground  connections  can  be 
made  in  the  future,  if  desired.  The  Ninth  street  line  can  be 
connected  with  the  Reading  Railroad  shipping  points  and 
River  Front  Railroad,  at  Front  and  Noble  streets,  by  an 
underground  road  on  Callowhill  street,  from  Delaware  avenue 
to  Thirteenth  street,  without  cutting  off  a  single  street. 

All  the  grades  on  these  projected  lines  can  be  limited  to 
one  per  cent.,  and  in  many  cases,  very  much  lighter  grades 
can  be  used,  so  that  there  is  no  practical  difficulty  in  carrying 
out  these  plans,  which,  for  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
people,  are  superior  to  all  others. 

The  plans  above  described  do  not  exclude  the  use  of  Broad 
street  for  an  outlet  for  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  by  a  tunnel 
on  Broad  street  and  along  the  north  side  of  Market  street, 
independent  of  other  roads,  and  also  for  an  electrical  under- 
ground railroad  on  the  south  side  of  Market  street  and  on  the 
east  side  of  Broad  street,  from  Market  street  to  Glenwood 
avenue,  and  as  much  further  as  may  be  determined  hereafter.

To  the  Committee  on  Steam  Railroads 

of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  your  request  that  the 
steam  railroads  shoukl  each  appoint  an  engineer  to  meet  with 
an  engineer  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  represent  the  City, 
thus  forming  a  Board  of  Engineers  advisory  to  your  Commit- 
tee, to  whom  certain  questions  should  he  submitted,  the 
following  appointments  were  made,  viz  : — 

By  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  W.  H.  Brown, 
Chief  Engineer ;  by  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad 
Company,  H.  K.  Nichols,  Chief  Engineer  ;  by  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  H.  T.  Douglass,  Chief  Engi- 
neer ;  by  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company, 
John  A.  Wilson,  Chief  Engineer;  by  the  Mayor  of  Philadel- 
phia, Samuel  L.  Smedley,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

This  Board  met  on  October  7,  and  organized  by  electing 
Mr.  Smedley,  president;  and  Mr.  Wilson,  secretary.  They 
have  held  a  number  of  meetings  since  that  time,  discussing 
the  various  questions  proposed  for  their  consideration,  and 
now  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows : 

The  original  resolution  of  instructions  from  your  Commit- 
tee recited  as  follows : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Engineers  appointed  by 
the  several  railroad  companies,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
requested  to  take  up  the  question  of  steam  railroads,  and 
report  to  this  Committee  such  recommendations  as,  in  their 
judgment,  will  best  meet  the  requirements  of  the  business 
interests  of  the  City  and  the  railroad  companies  now  entering 
the  City,  or  that  may  hereafter  desire  to  enter,  with  a  view  of 
providing  for  terminals  of  the  steam  roads,  as  well  as  for  pro- 
viding for  local  Rapid  Transit." 

Not  understanding  clearly  the  character  of  the  inquiry 
referred  to  us,  we  requested  additional  instructions,  and  were 
advised  by  your  representatives  that  we  were  to  take  up  the 
following  points : 

To  consider  steam  railroads  now  existing,  with  a  view  to 
increasing  their  facilities  for  both  passenger  and  freight  busi- 
ness, and  providing  additional  terminals. 
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To  provide  for  the  admission  into  the  City  of  other  rail- 
roads in  the  future. 

To  provide  for  the  construction  of  additional  railroads 
within  the  City  limits,  so  as  to  give  the  best  facilities  to  the 
business  community. 

We  were  further  advised  that  the  subject  of  street  railroads, 
whether  operated  by  horses,  electricity,  steam  or  otherwise, 
and  whether  they  were  surface,  elevated  or  underground  roads, 
so  long  as  they  were  devoted  entirely  to  the  transportation  of 
local  passengers,  and  were  not  ordinary  railroads  engaged  in 
the  transaction  of  a  general  passenger  and  freight  business, 
did  not  come  within  the  range  of  our  deliberations ;  also,  that 
the  subject  of  grade  crossings  was  not  referred  to  us ;  both 
these  subjects,  viz:  grade  crossings  and  strictly  City  passen- 
ger railroads,  being  in  charge  of  Committees  of  the  Rapid 
Transit  Commission  other  than  the  Committee  which  had 
procured  the  creation  of  this  Board. 

Sundry  propositions  were  also  submitted  to  us,  relative  to 
the  abolition  of  grade  crossings ;  the  combining  of  existing 
railroad  tracks  to  form  a  belt  line  railroad  with  union  termi- 
nals for  passengers  and  freight,  etc.,  etc. 

We  had  hoped  that  a  clearly  defined  subject  would  have 
been  presented  for  our  consideration,  and  we  have  been  to  a 
certain  extent  embarrassed  by  the  indefiniteness  of  the  ques- 
tions which  we  were  called  upon  to  consider.  We  fear,  there- 
fore, that,  under  the  circumstances,  we  shall  not  be  able  to 
meet  the  expectations  which  may  have  been  entertained  rela- 
tive to  our  deliberations.  The  question  of  local  Rapid 
Transit  is  mentioned  in  our  first  instructions,  but  we  are  after- 
ward advised  that  we  are  to  consider,  in  this  respect,  only 
existing  steam  railroads,  disregarding  all  forms  of  local  City 
passenger  railways. 

Taking  up  in  order  the  subjects  of  our  instructions  : 
We    requested   each   member  of  the   Board  to  present  in 
writins:  a  statement  of  what  additional   facilities   the  interest 
which  he  represented  might  desire. 

The  representative  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  stated 
verbally  that  his  company  had  no  special  request  to  make. 
The  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  Philadelphia  &  Reading  and  Belt  Line 
representatives  all  responded  by  written  communications, 
which  will  be  found  in  full  in  the  minutes  of  the  Board. 
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The  several  steam  railroads  now  entering  Philadelphia  have 
their  ramification  of  tracks  to  reach  various  parts  of  the  City, 
with  stations  established  at  sundry  places  for  different  classes 
of  business,  and  with  connection  to  industrial  establishments, 
private  depots,  etc.  Each  corporation  owns  valuable  real 
estate  ;  and  has  arranged  its  terminals  to  meet  the  business 
peculiar  to  its  lines;  and,  in  our  opinion,  it  would  not  be  possi- 
ble at  this  late  day  to  make  a  radical  change,  rearranging  the 
whole  railroad  terminal  system  of  the  City,  to  which  private 
interests  have  adapted  themselves  ;  and  that  it  would  be  use- 
less to  think  of  attempting  to  combine  all  the  business  in 
common  terminals.  It  is  probable  that,  in  suggesting  the  idea 
of  union  terminals,  the  passenger  business  has  been  the  main 
point  considered ;  but  a  very  little  examination  and  reflection 
will  show  that  even  if  the  consent  of  all  the  corporations  could 
be  had  to  such  an  arrangement  it  could  not  be  worked  out 
successfully.  To  attempt  to  concentrate  all  the  passenger  bus- 
iness of  the  City  at  one  point  would  require  a  multiplicity  of 
tracks  and  station  accommodations  of  a  magnitude  that  no  one 
locality  would  afford,  and  the  details  of  railroad  management, 
such  as  the  making  up  and  starting  of  trains,  cleaning  and 
caring  for  rolling  stock,  providing  motive  power,  etc.,  could 
not  be  successfully  handled  under  such  a  plan.  With  the 
crowds  or  passengers  incident  to  a  City  which  now  has  over 
one  million  population,  and  is  growing  rapidly,  it  would  be 
impossible  to  handle  the  business  at  one  point,  with  facility, 
safety  and  certainty.  When  we  come  to  consider  freight  bus- 
iness, and  take  notice  of  the  countless  freight  stations  scattered 
all  over  the  City,  the  many  miles  of  side  tracks  in  yards,  etc., 
and  consider  that  the  nature  of  the  business  of  the  City  requires 
that  freight  shall  be  delivered  and  received  at  very  many  differ- 
ent places  to  accommodate  the  public,  and  to  avoid  long  hauls 
by  wagons,  it  will  be  seen  that  such  a  project  is  utterly  impos- 
sible of  realization.  If  all  the  railroads  in  the  City  belonged 
to  one  corporation,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  system  of 
handling  business  would  be  substantially  what  it  now  is. 

Some  years  ago,  the  opinion  prevailed  that  the  steam  roads 
should  be  confined  to  the  outskirts  of  a  city,  and  not  enter  the 
closely  built  up  sections  ;  but  as  the  large  cities  have  grown, 
what  were  once  the  outskirts  are  now  in  many  cases  the  centres 
of  population,  and  it  has  been  found  by  experience  that  it  is 
necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  public  that  the  avenues 
of  transportation  shall  penetrate  to  the  heart  of  the  business 
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districts.  We,  therefore,  find  all  over  the  country  a  decided 
tendency  to  carry  the  railroads  into  the  business  centres  of 
our  cities,  and  thus  give  the  most  complete  facilities  for  the 
prompt  and  economical  handling  of  passenger  and  freight 
traffic.  While  the  construction  or  extension  of  railroads  into 
the  built-up  districts  may  work  hardship  to  individuals,  it 
seems  to  be  a  necessity  for  the  community  at  large.  We  think 
that  the  several  railroad  corporations  now  entering  Philadel- 
phia must  each  work  out  their  requirements  as  circumstances 
warrant  and  demand,  and  that  any  attempt  to  combine  these 
interests,  as  has  been  suggested,  would  result  in  disaster  both 
to  the  railroad  companies  and  the  public.  The  Philadelphia 
&  Reading  Company  desire  to  extend  their  roads  to  a  termi- 
nal on  Market  street.  This  is  a  movement  in  accordance  with 
the  spirit  of  the  times,  is  a  necessary  measure  on  the  part  of 
that  railroad  company  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it  by 
the  population  and  business  interests  tributary  to  its  lines,  and 
when  consummated  will  add  largely  to  the  facilities  for  passen- 
ger traffic  in  this  City.  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Company 
desire  to  make  certain  extensions  particularly  specified  in  the 
written  communication  of  their  Chief  Engineer  ;  their  requests 
appear  reasonable  and  should  be  the  subject  of  consideration 
with  the  City  officials  as  to  matters  of  detail. 

The  steam  railroads  now  entering  Philadelphia  all  transact 
a  suburban  passenger  business,  running  frequent  trains  to 
points  twenty  miles  or  more  from  the  City.  This  passenger 
service  necessarily  includes,  to  a  certain  extent,  local  Rapid 
Transit  for  many  points  within  the  city  limits,  and,  as  far  as  it 
goes,  is  a  great  accommodation  to  many  of  the  citizens.  But 
such  service  is  not  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  public,  and 
cannot  be  expected  to  meet  the  wants  of  an  increasing  popu- 
lation. With  the  natural  increase  of  through  and  suburban 
passenger  business  and  freight  business  on  the  steam  roads, 
the  ability  of  those  roads  to  affiard  local  Rapid  Transit  for  points 
within  the  City  limits  will  probably  diminish  rather  than  in- 
crease in  the  future,  and  on  some  lines  it  probably  has  now 
reached  its  maximum.  There  are,  of  course,  points  within  the 
City  limits,  far  enough  distant  from  the  business  centres,  to 
come  under  the  head  of  suburban  traffic  rather  than  local 
Rapid  Transit,  and  such  parts  of  the  city  must  for  a  long  time 
depend  on  the  steam  roads.  To  secure  the  facilities  for  local 
Rapid  Transit  which  have  now  become  an  imperative  necessity 
for  many  sections  of  the  city,  it  is  clear  that  dependence  can- 
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not  be  had  on  the  steam  roads,  but  that  the  problem  must  be 
met  by  the  construction  of  lines  of  City  elevated  railroads, 
judiciously  located,  and  operated  by  frequent  trains  with  light 
equipment.  As  the  subject  of  elevated  railroads  for  passenger 
traiBc  only  is  not  included  in  the  subjects  which  we  are 
requested  to  consider,  we  merely  refer  to  the  matter  inci- 
dentally in  connection  with  the  subject  of  local  Rapid  Transit 
on  the  steam  roads.  There  is  not  necessarily  any  competi- 
tion between  the  two,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  steam  rail- 
roads would  willingly  be  relieved  of  the  whole  or  a  greater 
part  of  the  passenger  business  which  may  be  termed  strictly 
local  as  distinguished  from  suburban.  City  elevated  roads 
can  reach  much  closer  to  the  residence  portions  of  the  City 
than  the  steam  roads  can  ;  and,  transacting  only  a  passenger 
business,  all  of  the  same  class  can  give  a  frequent  service 
which  is  impossible  to  be  had  on  a  steam  road  running  freight 
and  passenger  trains  of  difierent  classes  and  with  different 
speeds  over  the  same  track.  It  is  a  well  understood  principle 
of  railroading  that  if  all  trains  nioved  at  the  same  speed,  the 
capacity  of  a  double-track  road  is  limited  only  by  the  capacity 
of  its  terminals  to  receive  and  dispose  of  trains  as  they  arrive, 
or  to  dispatch  them  on  their  journey  ;  but  when  trains  of  dif- 
ferent classes  and  speeds  are  run  over  a  road,  complications 
are  at  once  introduced  which  limit  the  capacity  of  the  tracks 
for  business. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  S3^stems  of  underground 
railroads  within  the  City  limits  which  have  been  proposed, 
such  as  those  on  Broad  and  Market  streets,  etc.,  etc.,  are  not 
practicable  for  either  passenger  or  freight  traffic  for  steam 
railroads. 

Grade  crossings  of  streets  and  public  roads  by  the  lines  of 
the  main  steam  roads  doing  a  rapid  passenger  business  are  a 
serious  inconvenience  both  to  the  railroad  companies  and  the 
public.  The  railroads  were  mostly  constructed  originally  in 
the  open  country,  and  as  the  City  has  been  extended  new 
streets  have  been  opened  crossing  the  railroads  at  grade. 
With  the  growth  of  population  and  railroad  traffic,  the  diffi- 
culties of  and  objections  to  grade  crossings  have  increased 
largely,  and  it  is  of  great  importance  to  abolish  the  evil  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  and  especially  not  to  permit  the  establish- 
ment of  any  new  grade  crossings.  Appended  will  be  found  a 
suggestion  for  the  establishment  of  a  general  plan  by  which 
the  grade  crossings  now  existing  are  to  be  gradually  abolished, 
40 
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and  by  which  no  new  ones  are  to  be  created.  It  is  to  be 
understood  that  our  recommendation  in  this  respect  applies 
only  to  those  lines  on  which  there  is  a  fast  passenger  service, 
and  not  to  strictly  freight  lines  along  the  river  fronts,  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  City  not  built  up,  or  in  other  localities 
where  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  tracks  on  the  surface  to  reach 
wharves,  manufacturing  establishments,  etc.,  nor  to  branches 
and  sidings  into  coal  depots,  industrial  establishments,  etc. 

We  are  not  advised  of  any  additional  railroads  projected  at 
the  present  time  to  reach  Philadelphia,  and  the  difficulties  and 
delays  experienced  in  recent  years  by  those  railroads  which 
have  endeavored  to  enter  the  City  or  to  make  extensions,  does 
not  tend  to  encourage  others  to  make  the  effort.  Philadelphia 
has  a  water  front  on  the  two  rivers  of  about  34  miles,  and  is 
about  100  miles  from  the  sea,  therefore  is  favorably  situated 
for  commerce.  If  this  water  front  were  properly  developed  and 
inducements  were  created  for  the  commerce  of  the  port,  the  result 
could  not  but  be  beneficial  to  the  business  interests  of  the  City. 
We  would  respectfully  recommend  the  widening  of  Delaware 
avenue  as  soon  as  the  islands  in  the  river  can  be  removed, 
and  the  piers  extended,  and  the  placing  on  that  avenue  of 
additional  tracks  for  the  convenient  handling  of  freight  traffic. 

The  only  railroad  now  proposed  within  the  City  limits,  so 
far  as  we  are  advised,  is  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad. 
This  railroad  is  located  from  Tacony  to  Point  Breeze,  practi- 
cally along  the  river  front,  with  a  branch  extending  up 
Frankford  and  Tacony  Creeks  to  the  Montgomery  County 
line.  Along  the  Aramingo  Canal  and  Creeks  from  the  County 
line  to  Beach  street,  grade  crossings  are  avoided  at  all  streets, 
public  roads  and  existing  railroads ;  while  along  the  river 
front,  the  tracks  must  necessarily  be  on  the  surface  to  connect 
with  other  railroads,  and  with  Avharves,  etc.,  etc. 

There  appear  to  be  no  engineering  difficulties  in  the  con- 
struction of  this  road,  but  as  it  involves  questions  which  may 
affect  the  interests  of  other  corporations,  as  well  as  of  the  pub- 
lic, we  deem  it  best  to  report  the  facts  as  we  find  them,  leaving 
the  further  consideration  of  the  subject  to  the  Committee. 

Attached  will  be  found  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Board.

After  intercourse  with  the 
Committee,  and  the  passage  by  them  of  certain  resolutions  of 
instruction,  the  Committee  on  Steam  Roads  adjourned. 

Mr.  Nichols  moved  that  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Smedley  be  appointed 
President  of  the  Board,  which  was  agreed  to.  On  motion  of 
Mr.  Brown,   Mr.   John  A.  Wilson  was  appointed  Secretary. 

Mr.  Smedley  oflFered  the  use  of  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Brown,  it  was  decided  that  a  meeting  should 
be  held  at  that  place  on  Friday,  the  10th  inst.,  at  2  o'clock

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned.

Minutes  of  meeting  held  October  10th,  1890. 

In  pursuance  of  the  adjournment  of  October  7th,  the  Board 
of  Engineers  advisory  to  the  Sub-committee  on  Steam  Rail- 
roads, met  in  Mr.  Smedley's  office  in  the  City  Hall,  at  2  P.  M. 

Present — Messrs.  Smedley,  Brown,  Nichols,  Wilson. 

Mr.  Smedley  in  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Wilson  acted  as  secre- 
tary. 

Mr.  Donnelly  was  also  present. 

The  minutes  of  meeting  of  October  7th  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

Mr.  Donnnelly  read  the  resolution  passed  October  7th, 
1890,  by  the  Committee  on  Steam  Roads  of  the  Rapid  Transit 
Commission,  which  was  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the  minutes, 
as  follows: 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Engineers  appointed  by 
the  several  railroad  companies  be,  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quested to  take  up  the  question  of  steam  railroads,  and  report 
to  this  Committee  such  recommendations  as  in  their  judgment 
will  best*meet  the  requirements  of  the  business  interests  of  the 
City,  and  the  railroad  companies  now  entering  the  City, 
or  that  hereafter  may  desire  to  enter,  with  a  view  of  pro- 
viding for  terminals  of  the  steam  roads  as  well  as  for  providing 
for  local  Rapid  Transit." 

The  original  ordinance-  of  Councils  was  read,  and  Sec- 
tion  1  ordered  to  be  incorporated  in  minutes  of  the  Board,  as 
follows : 

"  Section  1,  Ordinance  creating  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
mission. 

'"'■The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  PJiildidel- 
phia  do  ordain,  That  a  {Commission  be  and  it  is  hereby  ap- 
pointed, as  follows :  The  Mayor,  the  Presidents  of  Select  and 
Common  Councils,  the  Chairmen  of  the  joint  committees  of 
Councils  on  Railroads,  Finance,  Highways.  City  Property  and 
Surveys  ;  three  members  each  of  Select  and  Common  Councils, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Presidents  of  the  respective  Chambers; 
the  City  Solicitor,  the  Presidents  of  the  Pennsylvania  R.  R. 
Company,  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  R.  R.  Company,  and 
the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  R.  R.  Company  ;  two  from 
the  Presidents  of  the  Passenger  Railway  Companies 
of  Philadelphia;  the    latter,  with    five   citizens    of  the    City 
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of  Philadelphia,  to  be  selected  in  joint  conrention  by  these 
Councils,  which  Commission  of  twenty-five  members  shall 
meet  without  delay  to  consider  the  question  of  Rapid  Transit 
within  the  City  limits  ;  to  examine  and  consider  the  present 
means  of  transportation,  together  with  the  system  of  under- 
ground, elevated  and  surface  roads  and  projects  noAV  pending  ; 
and  to  report  to  Councils  at  the  earliest  date  possible  and  con- 
sistent with  the  proper  and  thorough  examination  of  each  and 
every  subject  committed  to  it ;  but  said  report  shall  not  be 
made  later  than  October  1,  1890,  at  which  date  said  Commis- 
sion shall  expire." 

Mr.  Donnelly,  as  secretary  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission, 
called  attention  to  the  following  ordinances,  etc.,  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission,  which  the  Engineer 
Board  were  requested  to  consider,  viz  :  "  Ordinances  relative  to 
Broad  street  Underground  Railroad  Company  ;  ordinances  rela- 
tive to  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company;  report  of  Committee 
on  Law  on  northeast  Rapid  Transit  Railroad." 

Mr.  Nichols  moved,  "That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board,  that  in 
the  consideration  of  the  subjects  submitted  to  us,  we  are  only 
to  consider  steam  railroad  projects."  Mr.  Brown  moved  to 
amend  to  read :  "  To  consider  steam  passenger  railroads  only, 
or  rather,  steam  railroads  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers, 
not  including  freight  traffic.  Mr.  Brown  argued  in  favor  of 
his  amendment.  Mr.  Donnelly  submitted  certain  papers  rela- 
tive to  grade  crossings,  which,  he  explained,  did  not  appear 
before  the  sub-committee  which  appointed  the  Board.  Mr. 
Brown  stated  that  the  general  committee  of  Councils  was  on 
Rapid  Transit;  that  they  have  a  sub-committee  on  steam  roads, 
which  have  appointed  this  Board,  but  that  the  discussion  is  not 
intended  to  apply  to  the  belt  railroad,  nor  to  freight  roads  like 
those  on  Delaware  avenue,  on  the  neck,  etc.,  etc.,  and  he  thinks 
the  intention  was  to  consider  plans  for  enabling  the  present 
steam  railroads  to  a  local  Rapid  Transit  business,  and  to  ascer- 
tain what  additions  to  their  facilities  were  necessary  to  meet 
the  wants  of  the  citizens  in  the  future. 

A  general  discussion  ensued.  Mr.  Brown  stated  that  he 
was  opposed  to  underground  railroads ;  that  one  cannot  be 
built  on  Market  street ;  he  described  the  condition  of  the 
underground. railroads  in  London,  which  he  had  seen  within 
a  few  weeks,  as  dirty,  dark  and  disagreeable,  and  that  the  peo- 
ple were  leaving  them  and  going  back  to  the  omnibuses  on  the 
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street  surface.  He  referred  to  the  difficulties  of  doing  a  local 
Rapid  Transit  business  at  Baltimore  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  lines  in  that  city,  passing  through  the  tunnels,  and 
to  the  objections  made  by  patrons  of  the  road,  and  the  requests 
made  to  the  railroad  company  to  remove  the  coverings  from 
the  tunnels.     No  action  was  taken  on  the  foregoing  resolutions. 

Mr.  Nichols  moved  as  follows :  Having  met  and  looked 
over  the  papers  and  the  resolutions  of  the  Committee  on  Steam 
Railroads  on  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission,  Ave  are  unable  to 
decide  in  our  own  minds  specifically  as  to  the  duties  required 
of  us  by  the  Committee,  and  therefore  have  to  reqoest  that  the 
Committee  will  give  us  more  definite  instructions.     Adopted. 

Adjourned  at  4.05  P.  M.,  to  meet  Tuesday,  October  17,  at 
2  P.M.

Present — Messrs.  Smedley  and  Nichols. 

There  being  no  quorum  present  the  Board  adjourned  to 
meet  on  Tuesday,  October  21,  at  2  P.  M. 

October  21.     Board  met  2  P.  M. 

Present — Messrs.  Smedley,  Nichols,  Wilson  and  Brown. 

Minutes  of  meeting  of  October  10th  were  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Nichols  presented  a  telegram  from  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  Railroad  Company's  office  in  Baltimore,  stating  that 
Colonel  Douglass  Avas  in  the  West,  and  would  not  return  for 
a  week. 

Maps  and  plans  were  furnished  for  the  information  of  the 
Board  as  folloAvs : 

General  plans  from  Mr.  Brown,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road. 

Roll  of  maps  and  general  plan  from  Mr.  Nichols,  of  Phila- 
delphia &  Reading  Railroad  Company. 

General  plan  from  H.  T.  Douglass,  of  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  Railroad  Company. 
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Mr.  Wilson  has  roll  of  Belt  Line  Railroad  plans  ready  to 
furnish  the  Board. 

Mr.  Hicks,  representing  the  Sub-Committee  on  Steam 
Roads,  appeared  before  the  Board,  and  explained  the  objects 
presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  viz  :  "  To  con- 
sider steam  railroads  now  existing,  with  a  view  to  increasing 
their  facilities  for  both  passenger  and  freight  business,  and 
providing  additional  terminals  ;  also  to  provide  for  the  admis- 
sion into  the  City  of  other  railroads  in  the  future,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  construction  of  additional  railroads  within  the 
City  limits,  so  as  to  give  the  best  facilities  to  the  business  com- 
munity." He  explained  that  we  are  to  consider  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad,  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  and  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  Railroad  as  existing  railroads,  also  the  Lehigh 
Valley  or  other  lines  that  may  be  likely  hereafter  to  seek 
admission  to  the  City.  Also  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  as  a  line 
applying  to  be  allowed  to  be  constructed  within  the  City.  Mr. 
Hicks  further  explained  that  the  Board  were  expected  to 
report  what,  in  their  opinion,  is  best  for  the  future  interests  of 
the  City. 

Mr.  Smedley  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  to  intelligently  take 
up  the  subject  Ave  must  consider  Rapid  Transit  for  passengers 
only.  Mr.  Hicks  explained  that  elevated  railroad  systems 
within  the  City  limits  for  passenger  travel  only,  also  street  car 
railroad  lines,  whether  operated  by  horses,  dummy  engines, 
electricity  or  otherwise,  are  not  included  under  the  head  of 
steam  railroads  as  submitted  to  us,  as  those  subjects  are  in  the 
hands  of  another  sub-committee  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
mission other  than  the  Committee  on  Steam  Railroads,  at 
whose  instance  this  Board  was  appointed.  Mr.  Hicks  thinks, 
however,  that  we  may  incidentally  have  to  consider  the  subject 
of  grade  crossings  in  connection  with  steam  railroads. 

A  general  discussion  ensued.  Mr.  Wilson  stated  that,  in 
his  opinion,  the  conditions  of  the  freight  traffic  and  through 
passenger  traffic  on  existing  steam  railroads  was  such  that 
their  ability  to  transact  a  local  passenger  traffic  within  the 
City  limits  had  been  about  reached,  and  in  the  future  there 
was  more  probability  of  their  facilities  for  local  Rapid  Transit 
being  reduced  than  enlarged.  Mr.  Brown  stated  that  the 
local  passenger  business  on  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  within 
the  Cit}'^  limits  was  a  serious  interference  with  his  company's 
other  business.  He  explained  how  passenger  trains  would 
leave  Broad  street  station  full,  that  enough  people  to  fill  two 
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cars  would  get  off  at  Powelton  avenue  and  Fifty-second  street, 
while  those  two  cars  had  to  be  hauled  to  Paoli  (nineteen  miles) 
empty.  He  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  local  passenger 
traffic  within  the  City  limits  did  not  pay  with  the  conditions 
of  heavy  engines  and  cars  such  as  are  used  on  the  through 
trunk  lines ;  would  only  pay  with  light  equipment  such  as  is 
used  on  the  elevated  railroads  in  New  York  City  ;  and  he 
stated  further  that  he  had  had  a  conference  with  some  of  the 
principal  officers  of  his  company  on  this  subject, /^nd  he  could 
say  that  his  company  would  willingly  hand  over  the  local 
passenger  business  within  the  City  limits  to  anyone  who 
would  take  it  off  their  hands,  as  they  would  be  glad  to  be 
relieved  of  it.  He  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  solution  of 
the  subject  was  the  construction  of  elevated  railroads  on  cer- 
tain lines,  such  as  Market  street  east  and  west,  from  the  Dela- 
ware River  to  the  County  line  at  Cobb's  Creek,  with  branches 
on  Lancaster  and  Baltimore  avenues ;  also  a  line  on  Ridge 
avenue  and  lines  north  and  south. 

Adjourned  to  Wednesday,  October  29,  at  2  P.  M.

The  Board  met  at  Mr.  Smedley's  office  in  the  City  Hall,  at 
2  P.  M. 

Present — Messrs.  Nichols,  Douglass  and  Wilson. 

Mr.  Smedley  being  absent,  Mr.  Nichols  acted  as  President 
jpro  tern. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

A  communication  from  Mr.  Smedley,  dated  November  12, 
1890,  was  read,  which  stated  that  he  was  detained  at  home  by 
sickness,  and  he  suggested  a  certain  line  of  action  by  the  Board 
relative  to  a  study  of  tlie  subject  of  grade  crossings.  After 
an  interchange  of  views  on  the  subject,  on  motion  of  Col. 
Douglass,  it  was  resolved  that  the  letter  of  Mr.  Smedley  be 
laid  on  the  table  for  future  consideration  Avhen  he  should  be 
present. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Donnelly,  Secretary  of  the  Rapid  Transit 
Commission,  to  Mr.  Smedley  was  read,  requesting  an  early 
report  by  the  Board,  and  suggesting  a  partial  report  at  this 
meeting.  On  motion,  it  was  resolved,  that  in  view  of  the 
absence  of  Messrs.  Smedley  and  Brown,  the  members  of  the 
Board  present  do  not  feel  like  taking  action  in  the  nature  of  a 
report,  and  that  the  Secretary  so  notify  Mr.  Donnelly.  A 
general  discussion  was  had  on  the  subjects  before  the  Board. 

Col.  Douglass  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

"  With  a  view  to  affording  increased  facilities  for  freight  and 
passenger  business  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  railroads 
now  entering  the  City,  or  which  may  hereafter  enter  it,  and  to 
afford  the  most  convenient  means  of  doing  business  in  the 
Oity,  to  the  citizens. 
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'•'•Resolved^  That,  in  our  opinion.  Delaware  avenue,  from 
League  Island  to  Port  Richmond,  should  be  opened  with  a 
width  of  225  feet,  by  extending  the  bulkhead  lines  where  the 
streets  are  now  opened,  and  that  six  tracks  for  steam  railway 
traffic  be  laid  on  said  street  for  the  use  alike  of  all  railroads 
now  entering  or  Avhich  may  hereafter  enter  the  City." 

Mr.  Wilson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

."Whereas,  This  Board  has  had  presented  to  them  a  paper 
relative  to  forming  a  Belt  Line  Railroad  by  a  consolidation 
under  a  new  corporation  of  portions  of  existing  railroads,  with 
the  construction  of  short  connecting  links  betw^een  the  same 
for  both  passenger  and  freight  traffic ;  also  suggesting  Union 
Terminals  for  all  the  business  coming  into  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

'"'■Resolved,  That  while  there  is  no  physical  difficulty  in 
connecting  the  various  railroad  lines  now  existing  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  the  scheme  proposed  is  not  an  engineering 
problem,  therefore  should  not  be  acted  on  by  this  Board.  In 
our  opinion,  the  proposition  contained  in  the  aforesaid  paper 
should  be  dealt  with  by  the  Presidents  of  the  several  existing 
railroad  companies,  all  of  which  are  represented  in  the  Rapid 
Transit  Commission." 

Mr.  Wilson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

^''Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  the  topo- 
graphical and  other  conditions  existing  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia are  not  favorable  for  the  construction  of  underground 
or  depressed  railroads  to  reach  the  passenger  and  freight 
terminals  now  existing,  or  hereafter  to  be  established,  on  the 
railroad  lines  entering  this  City,  and  that  the  underground 
schemes  proposed  are  impracticable,  and  not  worthy  of  con- 
sideration." 

Mr.  Nichols  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Terminal  Rail- 
road Company  propose  to  construct  an  elevated  railroad  from 
points  on  the  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  Ninth  street  lines  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  to  Twelfth  and  Market 
streets,  on  Avliich  new  line  all  grade  crossings  will  be  avoided, 
and  a  passenger   terminal   will   be  established  in   the  heart  of 
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the  City,  convenient  for  a  large  population  seeking  connection 
with  the  City  over  the  lines  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad  Company. 

'•'Resolved,  That  this  Roard  approve  of  and  recommend 
the  construction  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Terminal 
Railroad,  with  terminal  at  Twelfth  and  Market  streets,  as  a 
much  needed  public  improvement." 

Mr.  Wilson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

'■'■Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  the  ability  of 
the  existing  steam  railroads  to  transact  a  local  Rapid  Transit 
business  has  practically  reached  its  maximum  ;  that  in  the 
future  the  natural  increase  in  freight  and  through  passenger 
business  on  the  existing  steam  roads  will  tend  to  diminish, 
rather  than  to  admit  of,  increasing,  local  Rapid  Transit  facili- 
ties for  points  within  the  City  limits ;  and  that  the  only  way 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  in  the 
future,  in  this  respect,  is  by  the  construction  of  lines  of  ele- 
vated railroads,  operated  by  light  trains  at  short  intervals,  such 
roads  to  be  located  in  a  way  to  connect  those  areas  of  the  City 
which  are  now  most  remote  from  existing  steam  passenger 
lines  of  railroad  with  the  present  steam  railways  of  the  City." 

Mr.  Wilson  offered  a  resolution  relative  to  the  Philadelphia 
Belt  Line  Railroad,  which,  by  agreement,  was  deferred  for 
consideration  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  then  carefully  considered  the  instructions  of  the 
Committee  on  Steam  Roads  as  communicated  to  them  on 
October  7,  1890,  and  the  revised  instructions  communicated 
through  Mr.  Hicks  on  October  21,  as  follows: 

"  First.  To  consider  steam  railroads  now  existing,  with  a 
view  to  increasing  their  facilities  for  both  passenger  and  freight 
business,  and  providing  additional  terminals. 

"  Second.  Also,  to  provide  for  the  admission  into  the  City 
of  other  railroads  in  the  future. 

"  Third  To  provide  for  the  construction  of  additional  rail- 
roads within  the  City  limits,  so  as  to  give  the  best  facilities  to 
the  business  community." 

After  a  general  discussion  of  these  points,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  request  each  member  of  the  Board  to  submit 
at  the  next  meeting,  a  statement  in  writing  of  what  additional 
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facilities,  either  passenger    or   freight,  are   desired   by  the  in- 
terests he  represents. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to   meet  Friday,  November  21,  at  2 
P.  M.

Gentlemen: — In  answer  to  the  request  that  each  member 
of  the  Board  should  submit  in  writing  at  the  meeting  on 
November  21st  a  statement  of  the  additional  terminal  facili- 
ties desired  by  the  party  that  he  represents,  as  representing 
the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Company,  whose  road  is  not  con- 
structed, but  is  asking  for  permission  from  Councils  and  wait- 
ing on  their  actions,  I  have  to  say,  that  the  inquiry  hardly 
applies  to  our  road.  What  we  desire  to  have  is  the  consent  of 
the  City  authorities  to  the  construction  of  our  road  as  pro- 
posed, and  the  project  has  for  its  object  the  furnishing  of  inde- 
pendent tracks  which  shall  connect  all  railroads  now  existing 
in  the  City  with  each  other,  and  with  wharves,  warehouses, 
industrial  establishments,  etc.,  so  that  all  railroads  now  built 
or  hereafter  to  be  created  within  the  City  limits,  may  have  the 
facilities  furnished  by  our  road  on  equal  terms,  to  reach  all 
points  on  its  lines.  Our  road  will  be,  in  one  sense  of  the  word, 
a  grand  Terminal  itself,  and  if  constructed  as  now  proposed, 
we  think,  will  accomplish  the  object  sought  for.

Dear  Sir  : — I   beg   to   acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
favor  of  the  13th  inst. 
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I  find  that  I  will  be  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  on  the 
21st  inst.,  but  will  ask  that  you  will  \ty  before  the  Board  my 
letter  as  substantially  representing  my  views  : 

1st.  I  desire  to  signify  my  approval  of  the  plan  for  the  con- 
struction of,  the  Belt  Line  Railroad,  provided  connection  is 
made  with  every  railroad  crossed  by  said  Belt  Line,  and  pro- 
vided that  all  railroads  shall  be  entitled  to  use  the  said  Belt 
Line  upon  the  same  terms,  and  that  the  Belt  Line  shall  not 
be  operated  or  controlled  by  any  railroad  company  now  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  constructed  into  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

2d.  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  desire  rail 
facilities  for  reaching  the  Delaware  River  front  from  League 
Island  to  Port  Richmond  with  their  freight  traffic.  I  think 
this  can  be  best  accomplished  by  opening  Delaware  avenue  to 
a  width  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet,  and  laying  on  it 
six  tracks  for  the  use  of  steam  railroads.  We  also  desire 
facilities  for  reaching  by  rail  the  Schuylkill  River  front  from 
our  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  River  to  our  main  line  tracks 
near  Thirty-first  street ;  the  right  to  lay  a  track  on  Twenty- 
third  street,  from  Oregon  avenue  to  Government  avenue,  and 
on  Twenty-third  street,  from  Wolf  street  to  Washington 
avenue  ;  from  Wolf  street,  along  Twenty-fifth  street  to  Bigler 
street,  and  thence  along  Bigler  street  to  the  Schuylkill  River, 
in  order  to  reach  sections  of  the  City  with  our  freight  traflic 
from  which  we  are  now  excluded  and  which  will,  in  my  judg- 
ment, have  the  effect  of  buikling  up  the  sections  of  the  City 
contiguous  to  the  line,  and  increase  the  value  of  properties, 
whilst  it  will  tend  to  develop  our  freight  business,  I  know  of 
no  move  which  will  do  as  much  toward  the  development  of  the 
commerce  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  reduce  the  cost  of 
handling  all  business,  both  that  moved  by  the  railroads  as  well 
as  by  the  rivers,  as  the  opening  of  Delaware  avenue  and 
laying  six  tracks  on  the  same,  to  be  used  alike  by  all  lines, 
as  suggested.  This  can  be  done  without  injury  to  private 
properties  by  extending  the  bulkhead  and  pier  lines,  as  the 
islands  are  removed,  and  will  give  ample  room  for  steam  rail- 
roads, street  and  street  car  traffic. 

For  our  passenger  business,  we  desire  the  right  to  extend  our 
line  from   Thirtieth  street  and  Pennsylvania  avenue,  north- 
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wardly,  to  a  point  near  Allegheny  avenue,  and  thence,  north- 
eastwardly, to  the  City  limits  at  some  point  between  Tenth 
street  and  Tacony  creek.  The  effect  of  such  a  line  would  be 
to  give  ad(iitional  facilities  for  suburban  traffic  and  to  increase 
the  value  of  properties  along  the  route.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  very  much  disappointed  in  not  being 
able  to  meet  the  Board,  as  I  was  taken  sick  in  the  night  and 
cannot  venture  to  the  office  to-day. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  means  should  be  devised 
to  get  rid  of  the  all  dangerous  grade  crossings  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  Rapid  Transit  on  steam  railroads  ;  therefore  it  is 
the  first  duty  of  the  Engineering  Board  to  pass  a  professional 
opinion  on  the  most  practicable  way  of  accomplishing  it,  and 
I  advocate  taking  up  the  subject  and  reporting  plans  and  a 
complete  scheme  of  designating  when  it  will  be  best  to  raise 
or  depress  railroads  and  when  it  will  be  advisable  to  raise  or 
depress  the  streets,  and  where  they  may  be  dispensed  with. 

With  regard  to  the  tAvo  grade  crossings  on  Broad  street,  my 
studies  convince  me  that  the  railroad  should  be  depressed  to 
go  under  the  street,  and  also  at  Spring  Garden  and  Green  and 
other  streets  near  the  Park  entrance. 

I  feel  that  it  is  very  unfortunate  that  I  am  not  able  to  be 
present ;  but,  in  order  to  forward  the  work,  I  advocate  the  tak- 
ing up  of  each  road  by  its  Chief  Engineer,  previous  to  our 
next  meeting,  say  this  day  week,  and  then  submit  them  to  the 
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full  Board,  who  would  have  something  tangible  to  adopt,  report 
or  modify.

"  Resolved,  That  this  Board  recommend  to  the  Sub-com- 
mittee on  Steam  Roads  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  the 
preparation  of  an  ordinance  regulating  crossings  of  the  City 
streets  by  steam  railroads  used  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers, in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  follows  : 

"  The  passage  of  a  general  ordinance  giving  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  authority  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts for  the  grading  of  streets,  paving  and  repaving  road- 
ways and  sidewalks,  resetting  curbs,  altering  or  the  construc- 
tion of  sewers,  drains,  gas  and  water-pipes,  or  for  any  labor 
and  material  or  other  expenses  that  may  be  required  to  abolish 
grade  crossings  which  now  exist  on  the  line  of  any  steam 
railroads,  and  regulating  the  construction  of  new  railroads 
under  the  following  terms  and  conditions  : 

"  First.  The  work  to  be  contracted  for  only  to  the  extent 
(so  far  as  the  liability  of  the  City  may  go)  of  the  appropria- 
tion provided  from  time  to  time- by  the  City  Councils. 

Second.  The  plans  and  estimates  of  cost,  including  the  prob- 
able or  possible  land  damages,  shall  be  prepared  in  detail  and 
agreed  to  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  and  approved 
by  the  Mayor  before  the  execution  of  any  contract. 

"  Third.  The  expenses  incurred  in  vacating  or  avoiding 
grade  crossings  shall  be  borne  as  follows  : 

"  Class  I.  Where  railroads  are  now  constructed  and  in 
operation  and  the  street  lines  and  grades  are  established,  the 
total  expense  of  making  such  changes  outside  of  the  right  of 
wav  of  said  railroad  shall  be  borne  by  the  City,  and  the  rail- 
road company  shall  be  at  the  whole  expense  required  to  com- 
plete the  work  inside  of  said  right  of  way  lines,  including  the 
bridges,  grading  of  streets,  repaving  of  streets,  repaving  and 
resetting  curbs  and  relaying  footwalks. 
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"  Class  II.  Where  a  public  highway  with  tracks  of  a  pas- 
senger railway  company  laid  thereon  across  the  lines  of  any 
steam  railroad  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  the 
railroad  company  to  be  at  the  whole  expense  of  grading  and 
bridging,  including  the  resetting  curbs,relaying  footwalks.relay- 
ing  water  and  gas-pipes  and  sewers  inside  of  their  own  right 
of  way,  and  the  City  to  be  at  the  expense  for  all  similar  Avork 
outside  of  the  steam  railroad  company's  right  of  way.  The 
passenger  railway  company  to  pay  the  expense  of  removing 
and  relaying  their  own  tracks,  keeping  up  the  travel  with  tem- 
porary tracks,  if  necessary,  and  paying  all  expense  incurred 
on  either  the  City's  portion  or  the  railway  company's  portion 
of  the  work  that  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  occupancy  of 
said  street  by  the  passenger  railway  company. 

"  Class  III.  Where  railroads  are  already  built  and  in  oper- 
ation and  the  street  line  and  grade  have  not  been  established, 
the  City  must  lay  out  the  streets  and  establish  lines  and  grades 
to  avoid  grade  crossings,  and  be  at  the  whole  expense  of  the 
bridges  and  approaches. 

"  Class  IV.  Where  the  street  lines  and  grades  are  estab- 
lished and  neiu  railroads  are  to  be  built,  the  new  railroad  must 
be  so  elevated  or  depressed  as  to  avoid  crossing  the  streets  at 
grade  or  must  arrange  with  the  City  officials  for  changes  of 
street  grades  to  secure  a  separation  of  grades,  and  the  railroad 
company  must  be  at  the  entire  additional  cost  and  expense  in 
crossing  streets  so  as  to  avoid  grade  crossings. 

"  Class  V.  Where  street  lines  and  grades  have  not  been 
established  and  neio  railroads  are  to  be  built,  the  railroad  com- 
pany must  first  arrange  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  have  the  lines  and  grades  so  fixed  as  to  avoid  damages  to 
property  and  prevent  grade  crossings,  and  all  additional 
expenses  to  attain  this  end  and  caused  by  the  construction  of 
the  railroad  shall  be  borne  by  the  railroad  company. 

"  All  companies  or  private  individuals  using  the  streets  of 
Philadelphia,  under  authority  from  the  City  Councils,  for 
telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  wires  or  other  purposes, 
shall  be  required  to  pay  the  entire  expense  of  taking  care  of 
and  re-laying  their  Avires,  conduits  or  other  plants  where  neces- 
sary to  change  grades  or  lines  of  streets  in  order  to  avoid  grade 
crossings. 

^^  Fourth.  After  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  liCt 
be  lawful  to  lay  out  any  street  crossing,  or  authorize  any  pas- 
41 
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senger  railway  company  to  lay  their  tracks  at  grade  across 
any  steam  railroad  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  used  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers. 

"  Fifth.  This  ordinance  to  apply  only  to  steam  raih'oads 
transacting  a  through  or  local  Rapid  Transit  passenger  business, 
and  not  to  apply  to  strictly  freight  roads  on  the  Neck,  Dela- 
ware avenue,  along  the  river  fronts,  and  in  other  localities 
where  surface  roads  are  necessary  to  reach  wharves,  ware- 
houses, industrial  establishments,  etc.,  nor  to  sidings  and 
branches  connecting  coal  yards,  industrial  establishments,  etc., 
etc.,  with  lines  of  railway  now  existing  or  hereafter  con- 
structed."

To  the  Board  of  Engineers,  Advisory  to  the  Committee 

on  Steam  Roads  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission. 

Gentlemen  : — At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  on  Novem- 
ber 12,  1890,  a  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Smedley,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board,  who  was  unable  to  be  present  owing  to 
sickness,  urging  that  the  Board  take  up  the  subject  of  grade 
crossings  and  I'eport  plans  and  a  complete  scheme  for  getting 
rid  of  dangerous  grade  crossings  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
Rapid  Transit  on  steam  railroads,  and  suggesting,  further,  the 
taking  up  of  each  road  by  its  Chief  Engineer,  and  submitting 
reports  to  the  full  Board,  who  could  thus  have  something 
tangible  to  adopt,  report  or  modify. 

As  representing  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  this  Board,  I  desire  to  state  that  for  the  portion  of 
our  line  along  Frankford  Creek  and  the  Aramingo  Canal,  from 
the  Montgomery  County  line  to  the  Delaware  River,  as  now 
located,  we  have  absolutely  no  grade  crossing  of  any  street, 
public  road  or  existing  railroad,  excepting  only  the  crossing 
on  Richmond  street  immediately  at  the  connection  with  the 
River  Front  Railroad  on  Beach  street ;  and  even  in  this  one 
case  arrangements  are  made  to    pass  the  street  travel  by  a 
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short  detour  in  such  manner  as  to  avoid  a  grade  crossing. 
Also,  on  that  portion  of  our  line  between  the  Araraingo  Canal 
and  the  Delaware  River  adjacent  to  Butler  street,  Richmond 
and  all  streets  west  of  it  are  crossed  overhead.  The  line  from 
Tacony  along  the  river  front  via  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
Rivers  to  Point  Breeze  must  necessarily  be  on  the  surface  to 
connect  with  wharves,  industrial  establishments,  etc.,  and  to 
form  junction  with  existing  railroads  in  that  territory.  It  is 
not  to  be  supposed  that  any  passenger  business  or  local  Rapid 
Transit  will  be  required  or  had  over  the  surface  lines  of  this 
road  along  the  river  front,  but  that  the  business  to  be  done 
will  be  the  slow  movement  of  local  freight  at  hours  of  the  day 
or  night  to  suit  the  various  localities  along  the  route.  With 
this  explanation,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that,  as  to  local  Rapid 
Transit,  the  portion  of  the  Belt  Line  noted  above  is  not  to  be 
considered,  and  as  to  grade  crossings,  that  subject  has  been 
fully  and  completely  covered  and  provided  for. 

I  desire  to  say,  however,  in  reference  to  the  general  subject, 
that  this  Board  is  composed  of  busy  men  who  have  their 
legitimate  business  duties  to  attend  to.  In  the  past,  railroads 
have  been  built  in  the  open  country  on  ground  which  has 
since  been  incorporated  in  the  City  limits  and  built  up.  The 
City  has,  of  her  own  accord,  established  streets  with  grade 
crossings  over  the  tracks  of  existing  railroads,  improvements 
have  been  made,  and  all  the  surroundings  have  adapted  them- 
selves to  existing  conditions.  To  attempt  now  to  make  a 
radical  change,  and  to  secure  a  complete  separation  of  grades 
is*a  work  of  magnitude,  involving  not  only  a  great  deal  of 
thought  and  study,  but  an  immense  expense,  both  to  the  rail- 
roads and  to  the  City.  It  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  that 
the  members  of  this  Board  can  undertake,  in  the  limited  time 
at  their  disposal,  and  without  compensation,  to  work  out  and 
adjust  a  problem  of  this  magnitude  and  involving  such  costly 
and  multitudinous  considerations.  We  have  been  advised  by 
competent  authority  that  this  is  a  subject  not  presented  for 
our  consideration,  but  one  that  is  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of 
the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  other  than  that  which  arrnnged 
for  the  appointment  of  this  Board.  I  think,  therefore  (with 
all  due  deference  to  the  opinions  of  our  President),  that  the 
subject  is  one  which  we  should  not  attempt,  as  a  Board,  to 
meddle  with.  Even  if  the  subject  had  been  referred  to  us,  it 
could  not  be  properly  considered  in  the  time  at  our  disposal, 
and  it  is  one  which,  in  my  judgment,  must  be  slowly  worked 
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out  piece-meal,  for  each  particular  case  as  circumstances  force 
its  consideration,  and  as  funds  are  provided  both  by  the  rail- 
road company  and  the  City  for  carrying  a  separation  of 
grades  into  effect.  In  this  view  of  the  case,  I  think  the 
Board  should  decline  to  further  consider  the  subject.

*'  Resolved,  That  there  docs  not  appear  to  be  any  cngineer- 
in<»  difficulty  in  the  construction  of  tiie  Belt  Line  Railroad, 
but  that  as  to  the  policy  of  constructing  the  line  this  Bjard 
prefer  to  leave  that  subject  to  the  Commission,  composed  as  it 
is  of  gentlemen  representing  the  various  interests  affected."

"  Resolved,  That  the  paper  on  grade  crossings,  presented 
by  Mr.  Brown  on  November  21,  bo  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mission for  their  consideration,  as  it  involves  questions  which 
this  Board  cannot  now  pass  upon,  owing  to  the  limited  time  at 
their  command."

Exceptions  to  Report  of  Advisory  Board  of  Engineers 
ON  Rapid  Transit. 

Made  by  Samuel  L.  Smedley.  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
of  the  City. 

Mr.  Smedley  objects  to  adversely  disposing  of  underground 
railroads  by  the  simple  resolution  of  the  majority,  believing 
that  they  are  deserving  of  the  most  careful,  if  not  favorable, 
consideration.  The  Rapid  Transit  Commission,  composed  of 
the  highest  representatives  of  the  railroads  and  the  City, 
Avill  decide  upon  various  projects  of  general  utility,  which  the 
Board  of  Engineers  need  not  do ;  but  they  should  present  the 
facts  from  an  engineering  standpoint,  which  will  assist  the 
Commission  in  reaching  the  most  practicable  and  comprehen- 
sive conclusions  on  the  subject  of  Rapid  Transit. 

The  avoidance  of  grade  crossings  being  limited  to  but  two 
modes,  "elevated"  or  "under  grade,"  the  one  may  suit  best 
in  one  locality  and  the  other  in  another,  and  if  a  general 
system  of  local  electrical  or  steam  roads  is  to  be  introduced 
for  carrying  the  citizens  rapidly  to  the  suburbs  on  elevated 
tracks  in  a  number  of  streets  running  in  one  direction,  they 
will  be  in  the  way  of  developing  the  lines  on  streets  running 
at  right  angles  thereto ;  therefore  it  becomes  necessary  to  go 
underground  on  certain  streets  crossing  the  general  line  of 
development. 

An  underground  railroad  on  Market  street  from  river  to 
river,  and  on  Broad  street,  from  Market  street  to  Germantown 
Junction,  presents  many  advantages  for  carrying  the  patrons 
of  all  steam  railroads  rapidly  and  directly  to  the  great  centres 
of  the  City,  which  cannot  be  practically  secured  in  any  other 
way,  and  will  also  carry  the  through  travel  from  the  east,  west 
and  south  directly  to  and  through  the  centre  of  the  City  with- 
out danger  or  interference  with  public  comfort  or  convenience. 
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Bj  an  underground,  railroad  on  Market  street,  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  Railroad  can  reach  the  centre  of  the  City  at  Broad 
street  as  well  as  the  New  Jersey  Ferries,  which  it  is  imprac- 
ticable for  them  to  do  otherwise  from  their  present  station, 
with  its  elevation  of  only  four  feet  above  tide,  because  a  reg- 
ular rise  from  there  to  Broad  street  at  a  one  per  cent,  grade 
would  attain  an  elevation  of  only  44  feet  above  tide,  but  five 
feet  higher  than  the  street  elevation  at  City  Hall. 

All  the  trains  of  the  Pennsylvania  system  from  the  Schuyl- 
kill valley  and  the  south  and  west  can  be  carried  over  the 
Schuylkill  River  at  the  elevation  of  the  lower  chord  of  the 
Filbert  street  bridge,  and  descended  by  practicable  grades  into 
the  tunnel  at  Twentieth  and  Market  streets,  and  thence  reach 
the  Broad  street  station. 

The  grade  of  Market  street  should  be  elevated  at  Twenty- 
third  street  as  has  been  contemplated  for  years,  the  same  as  at 
Thirtieth  street.  The  slope  of  the  ground  from  City  Hall  to 
both  rivers  is  favorable  to  the  scheme,  without  interfering  with 
drainage,  and,  remarkable  as  it  may  appear,  there  is  such  a 
rapid  fall  from  the  high  ground  at  Front  street  that  by  a  short 
detour  the  railroad  can  be  carried  under  Front  street,  and  over 
Water  street  by  a  rising  grade  that  will  reach  sufficient  height 
for  a  continuation  on  elevated  tracks  on  Delaware  avenue, 
connecting  between  Vine  and  South  streets,  directly  with  all 
the  New  Jersey  ferries,  and  the  various  lines  of  railroads  to  the 
seaside  resorts. 

The  underground  railroad  on  Broad  street  from  Market 
street  northward  can  connect  with  all  the  roads  now  concen- 
trated at  Germantown  Junction,  embracing  the  Newton,  North 
Penn,  Germantown  and  Chestnut  Hill,  Norristown  and  Read- 
ing, of  the  Reading  system,  five  in  number.  The  great  eastern 
lines  and  the  Germantown  and  Chestnut  Hill  branch  of  the 
Pennsylvania  are  already  there,  and  the  Lehigh  Valley  Road 
may  some  time  reach  the  same  place.  This  point  already  con- 
stitutes the  greatest  railroad  centre  of  the  City. 

By  this  short  cut,  the  Pennsylvania  will  save  two  and  one- 
third  miles,  compared  with  the  present  circuitous  route  through 
West  Philadelphia  on  every  train  and  passenger  coming  to 
Broad  street  station  from  New  York  and  the  East,  and  from 
Germantown  and  Frankford,  saving  the  time  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  passengers,  as  well  as  the  expense  of  carrying 
them. 
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The  Reading  Railroad,  by  this  line,  can  come  direct  to 
Broad  and  Market  streets,  and  connect  with  their  New  Jersey 
Ferries  at  "Walnut  and  South  streets,  and  also  with  their 
Chester  Branch  through  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad. 

It  is  thus  demonstrated  that  the  tunnel  on  Market  street 
from  river  to  river  and  on  Broad  street  from  Market  street  to 
Germantown  Junction  would  enable  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
to  bring  as  many  as  they  ehoose  of  their  Southern  and  Western 
trains  to  Broad  street  station  and  continue  them  directly 
through  the  heart  of  the  City  to  New  York  and  the  East,  and 
they  can  also  carry  all  this  seaside  travel  direct  to  the  New 
Jersey  ferries,  without  molesting  the  business  or  traffic  of  the 
City  in  the  least,  or  interfering  materially  with  the  comfort  or 
convenience  of  the  residents  along  the  line. 

By  using  these  two  City  streets,  the  destruction  of  property 
and  expenditures  for  right  of  way  is  almost  entirely  avoided, 
and  sites  for  underground  depots  can  be  selected,  and  over 
most  of  the  spaces  large  buildings  for  stores  and  offices  can 
be  erected  and  used  as  they  are  now  at  the  street  elevations, 
and  to  any  height  above,  which  the  great  increase  of  value, 
because  of  increased  publicity,  will  warrant 

The  Reading  or  Baltimore  k  Ohio  Railroad  might  estab- 
lish their  depot  on  Juniper  street,  between  Market  and  Arch 
streets,  or  along  Market  street  eastward  as  far  as  desired,  with 
offices  and  stores  above  them,  the  rental  of  which  would  yield 
immense  revenue. 

This  travel  should  be  limited  exclusively  to  passengers, 
without  the  interference  of  freight  traffic  or  the  development  of 
warehouses  on  the  line,  which,  years  ago,  after  much  delibera- 
tion, were  driven  out  of  the  old  City  between  "Willow  and 
Prime  streets  at  great  sacrifice  of  public  and  individual  inter- 
ests, to  be  replaced  by  immense  wholesale  and  retail  stores  and 
magnificent  public  and  private  institutions,  which  cannot  satis- 
factorily exist  in  the  midst  of  warehouses  and  factories. 

It  was  then  universally  conceded  by  the  people  that  the  vast 
area  of  the  City,  with  extensive  railroads  and  navigable  water- 
fronts, would  readily  accommodate  incompatible  uses  by  the 
appropriation  for  specific  purposes  of  specific  localities  best 
adapted  for  every  requirement.  Extensive  and  expensive 
railroad  tracks ;  laid  down  by  the  City,  with  many  turnouts  to 
established  warehouses,  on  Broad  street  and  on  Market  street, 
on  Third  street  and  on  Dock  street,  were  all  torn  away,  to 
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make  room  for  advancement  and  the  development  of  other 
business,  and  in  carrying  out  this  idea  we  find  a  determined 
opposition,  at  this  day,  throughout  our  City  to  the  construction 
around  the  City  Hall  or  on  Broad  street  or  Market  street  or 
vicinity  of  any  elevated  heavy  express  passenger  or  freight 
roads,  however  much  the  Rapid  Transit  they  may  furnish  may 
be  coveted.  Fortunately,  by  the  underground  system,  the 
Rapid  Transit  so  much  demanded  may  be  secured  in  the  very 
heart  of  the  City  without  the  inconvenience  to  the  public  inci- 
dent to  elevated  roads,  as  there  is  ample  room  for  a  four-track 
road  on  Market  street,  or  even  six  tracks  if  needed,  west  of 
Broad  street ;  a  City  electric  passenger  railroad  could  probably 
be  accommodated  by  this  tunnel  and  pass  by  a  bridge  over  the 
Schuylkill  River,  and  extending  westAvard,  elevated  or  in  open 
cuts,  through  such  portions  of  West  Philadelpha  as  may  be 
found  practicable  and  advisable. 

Running  in  the  opposite  direction,  the  electrical  cars  on  the 
elevated  road  on  Delaware  avenue,  from  South  street,  can  be 
extended  to  any  territory  to  the  southward,  and  from  Vine 
street  northward  into  any  convenient  street  running  north- 
ward and  northeastward  tlirough  Kensington,  Richmond  and 
Frankford  to  Tacony,  giving  local  Rapid  Transit  to  sections 
which  are  clamoring  for  a  quicker  way  of  reaching  the  City 
centres. 

The  saving  of  tAvo  and  one-third  miles  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  and  the  carrying  of  passengers  continuously  upon 
it,  and  all  the  roads  to  the  great  metropolitan  centre,  not 
only  to  Broad  street,  but  to  the  river  ferries,  and  to  intermediate 
stations,  near  the  great  financial  and  shopping  centres,  to 
which  citizens  daily  go  to  and  from  their  houses,  warrants  the 
expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money  to  accomplish  such  a 
result.  If  all  the  interests  can  be  induced  to  join  in  it,  an 
equitable  division  of  the  interest  and  expense  account  would 
reduce  it  to  a  minimum  for  each  company. 

The  objection  that  the  capacity  of  a  tunnel  will  be  insuffi- 
cient to  give  required  accommodations  will  be  found  upon 
examination  to  be  much  exaggerated.  The  Metropolitan 
Underground  Railroad  of  London  carries  sixtv-five  millions 
of  people  per  annum  of  a  two-track  road.  When  the  travel  on 
a  four-track  road  becomes  too  great  for  its  capacity,  the  enor- 
mous accommodation  given  to  millions,  which  it  surely  can 
carry,   will  be  its  best  recommendation   and  warrant  for  its 
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construction.  The  lighting  underground  will  be  satisfactorily 
accomplished  by  modern  electrical  appliances,  and  electrical 
fans  with  ventilators  can  be  used  for  ventilating  the  tunnel 
and  stations. 

There  exists  insurmountable  objections  to  carrying  express 
trains  on  elevated  iron  roads  at  high  rates  of  speed  with  fifty 
ton  locomotives  through  that  part  of  the  City  filled  with  pri- 
vate residences  or  mercantile  establishments  or  municipal 
ofiices  and  courts  of  justice.  All  that  has  been  done  else- 
where to  deaden  the  terriffic  sound  resulting  from  Rapid 
Transit  on  iron  roads  has  been  of  very  little  avail.  It  is  only 
remedied  to  a  limited  extent  when  solid  masoni-y  structures 
can  be  used,  but  that  is  impracticable  for  a  longitudinal  road 
on  Market  street  or  any  other  open  street,  therefore  the 
underground  system  has  great  advantages. 

Any  one  can  be  convinced  which  is  the  best  for  the  people 
of  the  City  who  will  spend  an  hour  in  observation  of  the 
terrorizing  noise  and  the  accompanying  danger  to  man  and 
beast  passing  under  the  iron  bridge  of  the  Filbert  street 
elevated  railroad  at  Twenty-second  street,  where  fifty-ton  loco- 
motives and  trains  of  express  cars  pass  at  high  speed,  and 
compare  all  this  with  the  noiselessness  of  the  same  trains  pass- 
ing through  the  tunnel  at  Thirty-second  and  Market  streets  or 
at  Twenty-fifth  and  Green  streets,  totally  devoid  of  disturb- 
ance to  the  inhabitants  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  comforts  of 
their  houses  or  to  travellers  on  the  street  in  pursuit  of  pleasure 
or  business.  A  forcible  illustration  is  furnished  by  the  recent 
location  of  the  Drexel  School  on  Chestnut,  street  in  close  prox- 
imit}'  to  the  Thirty-second  street  tunnel,  where  heavy  express 
and  freight  trains  are  passing  incessantly.  Would  any  one 
for  a  moment  entertain  a  proposition  to  place  such  an  estab- 
lishment on  Filbert  street  as  close  to  that  railroad  ?  The  great 
durability  of  a  masonry  tunnel  as  compared  with  the  iron 
structure  of  an  elevated  road  is  an  important  consideration ; 
iron  soon  deteriorates  under  the  vibration  and  heavy  blows 
caused  by  fast  trains,  requiring  the  greatest  caution,  while  on 
the  other  hand  the  solid  foundation  of  a  tunnel  will  allow  of 
the  highest  velocities  from  the  very  start. 

Reading  Railroad  Terminal. 

The  resolution  of  the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Engineers 
approving  the  Reading  Terminal,  from  Green  street  to 
Twelfth  street  and  Market  street,  avoids  any  reference  to  the 
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absorbing  and  essential  question  of  disposing  of  grade  cross- 
ings to  Glenwood  avenue,  subjects  which  are  so  closely 
related  as  to  demand  joint  consideration. 

There  exists  in  the  Survey  Bureau  a  petition  submitted  to 
Councils  in  September  6,  1869,  signed  by  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  of  the  heaviest  tax  payers  and  officers  of  most  of  the 
financial  institutions  of  the  City,  asking  that  a  bridge  should 
be  built  over  the  Reading  Railroad  at  the  crossing  of  Broad 
and  Huntingdon  streets,  stating  that  the  railroad  officers  had 
agreed  to  lower  their  tracks  several  feet.  This  is  in  accord- 
ance with  a  plan  of  that  section  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Surveyors  on  June  11,  1860,  and  also  with  the  statements 
heretofore  made  as  to  the  advantage  of  carrying  the  railroad 
under  the  street,  which  is  of  special  importance  with  regard 
to  Broad  street,  both  at  this  point  and  at  Noble  street.  This 
street  above  all  other  streets  should  be  preserved  free  from  any 
new  obstructions. 

This  depressing  of  the  railroad  can  be  carried  southward 
from  Huntingdon  street,  passing  over  the  great  Cohocksink 
sewer  at  Norris  street,  from  which  point  it  might  rise  so  as  to 
pass  by  an  overhead  bridge  at  Girard  avenue,  elevating  all  the 
way  to  Green  street.  The  clause  in  the  terminal  ordinance 
authorizing  iron  bridges  should  be  changed  ;  instead  thereof 
substantial  masonry  arches  should  be  specified. 

On  Pennsylvania  avenue,  especially  at  Spring  Garden 
street.  Green  street  and  Fairmount  avenue,  safety  and  public 
convenience  can  best  be  secured  by  depressing  the  railroad  and 
carrying  the  travel  overhead  by  bridges  or  a  tunnel  insuring 
perfect  safety,  so  essential  at  the  Park  entrance,  as  has  already 
been  done  by  means  of  the  underground  passage  of  the 
Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  at  Twenty-fifth  street. 

Between  Germantown  Junction  and  Germantown  the  grade 
crossings  at  Tioga  street  and  vicinity  can  be  best  removed  by 
continuing  the  rising  grade  northward  from  Germantown 
Junction,  elevating  the  railroad  and  depressing  the  streets  so 
as  to  pass  under. 

On  the  North  Penn  and  other  roads,  in  the  Twenty-second 
Ward,  plans  have  been  worked  out  providing  for  changes 
which  will  dispense  with  grade  crossings,  which  should  be 
authorized  and  legalized  to  guide  future  operations.  Revisions 
of  the  City  plans  and  railroad  grades  dispensing  with  grade 
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crossings  on  the  passenger  lines  should  speedily  be  made  and 
adhered  to  on  all  the  Heading  lines  within  the  City  limits. 

Pennsylvania  Railroad. 

Grade  crossings  have  been  removed  from  the  main  line  of 
the  Pennsylvania  and  on  the  P.  W.  &  B.  Railroads,  and 
agreements  between  the  City  and  the  railroad  consummated 
for  changes  on  the  line  of  the  connecting  railway  and  Trenton 
branch,  from  Frankford  to  Torresdale,  leaving  of  their  sys- 
tems the  Trenton  road,  from  Frankford  to  Kensinjrton,  to  be 
raised. 

The  dangerous  crossings  of  the  West  Chester  Railroad,  at 
Thirty-first  and  Market  and  Chestnut  streets,  should  be  re- 
moved, and  the  street  grades  revised  on  that  rood  so  as  to 
obliterate  all  grade  crossings  out  to  the  county  line,  and  then 
all  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  system  will  be  in  proper 
adjustment. 

Believing  that  the  subjects  as  herein  stated  are  material  to 
the  question  referred  to  the  Board  of  Engineers,  they  are  here- 
with respectfully  submitted.

Whereas,  By  an  ordinance  of  Councils,  approved  the  28th 
day  of  June,  A.  D.,  1888,  the  City  Avenue  and  German- 
town  Bridge  Company  was  authorized  to  construct  a  bridge 
over  the  River  Schuylkill,  from  the  westerly  end  near  the 
terminus  of  City  avenue,  to  a  point  in  the  East  Park,  on  the 
Avooded  knoll  between  the  river  drive  and  the  Schuylkill  river, 
and  was  required  upon  the  completion  of  the  said  work  to  file 
in  the  office  of  the  City  Soliciter  a  st^atement  under  seal  of 
the  Company,  verified  by  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  Treasurer, 
of  the  entire  cost  of  the  same  : 

And,  Whereas,  By  the  said  ordinance,  the  Mayor  of  the

and  other  taxes  assessed,  settled,  or  which  may  become 
charged  against  said  Company,  and  to  maintain  and  keep  said 
bridge  in  good  repair  during  the  term  of  said  lease  ; 

And,  Whereas,  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  in  accordance  with 
the  above  authority  in  him  vested  has  leased  the  said  bridge 
from  the  said  City  Avenue  and  Germantown  Bridge  Com- 
pany, upon  the  terms  aforesaid,  for  a  period  of  ten  years  with 
a  privilege  of  renewal  for  a  like  term  and  with  an  additional 
privilege  of  purchase  of  the  same  upon  paying  the  cost  thereof: 
therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  lease  of  the  said  bridge 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  from  the  City  Avenue  and  German- 
town  Bridge  Company,  as  aforesaid,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  approved.

from  the  pipe  of  conduit,  and  suit  to  be  instituted  for  the  re- 
covery of  such  rent ;  and  after  such  ferrules  shall  have  been 
detached  the  water  shall  not  again  be  supplied  or  furnished  to 
the  said  premises  except  upon  payment  of  all  arrears  of  water 
rent  and  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars  for  expenses  incurred ; 
and  a  printed  notice  containing  this  section  shall  be  left  upon 
the  premises.  All  ordinances  to  the  contrary  hereof  notwith- 
standing.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Requiring  the  erection  of  safeguards  across  the  sidewalks 
during  the  hoisting  and  lowering  of  iron  safes  or  other 
heavy  objects. 

Whereas,  The  dangerous  practice  prevails  of  hoisting  and 
lowering  iron  safes  and  other  heavy  objects  over  the  sidewalks 
of  the  most  crowded  thoroughfares  of  the  City,  where  pedes- 
trians are  constantly  passing  and  re-passing,  and  exposed  to 
loss  of  life  by  the  accidental  parting  of  the  ropes,  or  breaking 
of  other  appliances  used  for  said  hoisting  or  lowering  of  said 
heavy  substances  while  suspended  over  the  sidewalks ;  there- 
fore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation, 
firm  or  individual  to  hoist  or  lower  or  cause  to  be  hoisted  or 
lowered  giny  iron  safe  or  other  heavy  substance  over  the  side- 
walks along  the  streets  of  the  City  so  that  said  safes  or  other 
heavy  substances  shall  be  suspended  over  said  sidewalks,  with- 
out first  placing  substantial  safeguards,  marked  with  the 
word  '•'Dangerous,"  across  the  sidewalks  so  as  to  effectually 
prevent  the  passing  of  pedestrians  under  said  safes  or  other 
heavy  substances  during  the  suspension  of  the  same  over  said 
sidewalks. 

Sect.  2,  Any  corporation,  firm  or  individual,  either  by 
themselves  or  employees,  violating  the  provisions  of  the  first 
section  of  -this  ordinance,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty-five  (25)  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties  are 
by  law  recoverable.

Gentlemen  : — Your  sub-committee,  to  whom  the  enclosed 
ordinance  was  referred,  respectfully  report  the  same  with  a 
negative  recommendation. 

There  is  a  contest  now  pending  before  the  Register  of  Wills 
in  regard  to  the  testamentary  capacity  of  the  late  Frank  M. 
Etting.  The  only  interest  which  the  municipality  has,  if  any, 
in  this  contest  arises  out  of  certain  codicils  to  said  will.  The 
only  operative  codicil,  it  appears,  was  made  shortly  after  the 
decedent  had  left  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the  Insane 
after  a  prolonged  stay  therein,  to  which  institution  he  re- 
turned within  a  short  time  after  the  making  of  the  same.  If 
it  be,  however,  that  the  testamentary  capacity  of  the  decedent 
could  be  established,  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  advantage  to  the 
City  would  result  therefrom.  There  is  no  devise  to  the  muni- 
cipalty  of  any  sum  of  money  or  of  any  other  property  whatever. 
There  is,  however,  a  devise  of  the  residuary  portions  of  his 
estate  to  the  American  Philosophical  Society  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania Historical  Society  as  trustees,  the  income  of  which, 
subject  to  certain  life  estates,  the  said  trustees  are 
directed  to  expend  in  perfecting  and  maintaining  a 
National  Museum  in  Independence  Hall,  and  in  the  preser- 
vation thereof  in  accordance  with  the  testator's  plans. 
These  plans,  so  far  as  they  can  be  ascertained  by  docu- 
mentary proof,  look  to  a  change  in  the  architectural  structure 
of  the  buildings  adjacent  to  the  main  building,  so  as 
to  make  them  correspond  in  appearance  with  the  structure  as 
it  existed  in  1776  ;  to  locate  the  Historical  Society  of  Penn- 
sylvania in  the  building  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Chestnut, 
and  the  American  Philosophical  Society  in  the  building  at  the 
corner  of  Fifth  and  Chestnut ;  to  utilize  the  present  Council 
Chambers,  court  rooms,  and  other  portions  of  Independence 
Hall  and  its  adjuncts  for  the  purpose  of  locating  therein  a 
Grand  National  Museum,  which  museum  is  to  be  placed  under 
the  joint  and  sole  care  of  the  two  learned  societies  above- 
named.  The  testator  expressly  states  that  "  he  trusts  that  the 
time  will  yet  come  when  these  societies  may  have  control  of 
Independence  Hall  and  its  adjuncts  free  from  interference 
from  City  officials  who  seek  their  own  profit  or  places  for  their 
relatives  and  political  panders."  The  testator  also  bequeaths 
$5,000  to  the  American  Philosophical  Society,  the  interest  of 
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which  is  to  be  paid  in  the  shape  of  a  salary  to  a  person  to  be 
selected  jointly  by  that  society  and  the  Historical  Society  of 
Pennsylvania  as  superintendent  of  Independence  Hall,  who 
shall  be  required  to  make  monthly  report^  to  both  societies  of 
the  state  of  the  building,  the  condition  of  its  contents,  and 
changes  or  innovations  made  or  contemplated  by  City  officials. 
The  income  derived  from  the  residuary  estate  by  the  trustees 
would  not  for  many  years,  it  is  believed,  exceed  the  sum  of 
12,000. 

The  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  American 
Philosophical  Society  have  both  declined  to  accept  the  trust 
in  question  or  to  take  any  part  in  the  present  litigation.  If 
the  testamentary  capacity  of  the  testator  could  be  established, 
there  is  a  very  serious  doubt  in  regard  to  the  validity  of  the 
trust,  and  this  doubt  is  measurably  increased  by  the  declina- 
tion of  the  trustees  above  named.  The  intervention  of  the 
City  in  the  present  proceedings  cannot,  in  the  judgment  of 
your  sub-committee,  accomplish  any  useful  purpose.

Eighteenth  street  to  Nineteenth  street ;  Willington  street, 
thirty  feet  wide,  from  Huntingdon  street  to  Lehigh  avenue : 
Provided,  That  the  owners  of  the  ground  within  the  lines  of 
the  said  streets  shall  first  dedicate  the  same  as  public  high- 
ways, or  shall  first  file  a  bond,or  enter  into  a  written  ageeement 
with  the  City,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  indemnifying 
the  City  against  all  damages  that  may  arise,  or  covenanting 
and  agreeing  to  obtain  releases  from  all  such  owners  of  all 
damages  that  may  arise  by  reason  hereof,  before  this  ordinance 
shall  go  into  effect.

street  to  Columbia  avenue ;  Somerset  street,  from  Frankford 
avenue  to  Trenton  avenue;  Tenth  street,  from  Diamond 
street  to  Susquehanna  avenue  ;  Twenty-seventh  street,  from 
York  street  to  Cumberland  street;  Thirty-first  street,  from 
Norris  street  to  Diamond  street ;  York  street,  from  Twenty-

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith,  with- 
out my  approval,  an  ordinance,  entitled,  "An  Ordinance  to 
make  an  appropriation  for  the  relief  of  David  McMahon,"  for 
the  following  reasons. 

On  October  12,  1885,  an  ordinance  was  approved  to  author- 
ize the  paving  of  Centre  and  Franklin  streets.  It  provided  as 
a  condition  of  the  contract  for  the  paving  of  these  streets  that 
the  contractor  or  contractors  should  collect  the  cost  of  the  said 
paving  from  the  owners  of  property  respectively  fronting  on 
said  streets,  and  that  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said 
streets  should  not  be  charged  more  than  the  contract  price. 

Under  this  ordinance  a  contract  was  made  on  May  17, 1886, 
which  provided  inter  alia,  as  follows  :  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia should  be  at  no  expense  for  paving  excepting  intersec- 
tions and  in  front  of  unassessable  property  ;  that  the  City  should 
not  be  liable  for  an  amount  exceeding  the  sum  of  nine  hundred 
(900)  dollars  ;  and  it  was  further  expressly  provided,  as  follows: 

"  It  is,  however,  expressly  stipulated  and  provided  by  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  that  said  assessment  bills  and  war- 
rants shall  be  accepted  as  so  much  cash,  and  that  in  the  event 
of  a  failure  to  collect  the  said  bills,  no  recourse  shall  be  had  to 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
amount  for  which  they  may  have  been  issued.  The  City  of 
Philadelphia  does  not  in  any  wise  guarantee  either  the  value, 
validity  or  legality  of  the  said  assessment  bills,  but  the  party 
of  the  second  part  expressly  accepts  and  assumes  all  risks  of 
failure  to  collect  the  said  bills  from  the  property  owners  against 
whom  they  may  be  rendered,  whether  such  failure  be  due  to  the 
invalidity  of  the  said  bills  or  to  any  other  cause.  The  party 
of  the  first  part  agrees  that  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
may  use  the  name  of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  and  employ 
all  her  legal  remedies  by  lien  or  otherwise  in  the  collection  of 
the  said  assessment  bills,  at  the  cost  and  expense,  however,  of 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part." 
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The  paving  of  the  street  was  done  in  accordance  with  this 
contract,  and  the  owner  of  one  of  the  properties  having  declined 
to  pay  the  frontage  charges  as  per  the  assessment  bill  rendered, 
the  contractor  brought  suit  to  recover  the  amount  due.  The 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  decided  that  the  property  was  not 
liable  because  the  street  had  not  been  properly  opened  as  a 
public  highway.  There  has  been  no  appeal  from  this  decision, 
and  if  the  City  assumes  the  liability  for  this  work,  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  no  appeal  will  be  had,  because  there  will  be  then  no 
money  due  the  contractor.  It  is  believed  that  an  appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court  would  result  in  the  reversal  of  the  lower 
Court  upon  this  point,  Centre  street  having  been  opened  for 
very  many  years  before  the  ordinance  of  Councils  authorizing 
its  pavement  was  passed. 

Councils  have  the  right,  under  the  law,  to  assume  liabilities 
of  this  kind,  but  it  must  be  done  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  the  two  branches  of  Councils.  There  is 
nothing  of  record  in  this  office,  in  connection  with  this  ordinance, 
to  show  that  it  Avas  passed  by  such  a  vote. 

But  beyond  all  these  incidental  reasons  is  the  important  one 
that  the  City  should  not  be  called  upon  to  assume  the  liability 
for  work  done  under  contract  in  which  the  contractor  has 
specifically  agreed  that  no  such  liability  should  accrue  ;  and  if 
the  door  is  once  open  to  claims  of  this  kind,  by  the  approval  of 
this  ordinance,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  will  be  taken 
from  the  City  treasury  for  work  of  a  similar  character  upon 
other  highways,  for  which  the  contractors,  having  assumed  all 
risks  for  the  collection  of  the  money  due  for  the  work,  have 
been  unable,  for  some  cause  or  other,  to  recover  against  the 
properties  fronting  upon  said  streets. 

I  am  sure  that  your  honorable  bodies,  upon  further  consid- 
eration of  this  subject,  will  agree  with  me  that  the  ordinance 
should  not  pass.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  yours  of  the  8th  inst.,  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  reports  as  follows  : 

"  There  are  three  items  in  the  ordinance  proposing  an 
appropriation  to  pay  John  Nolan  for  deficiencies : 

"  No.  1.  John  Nolan  contracted  to  build  sewer  on  Glen- 
wood avenue,  from  Ridge  avenue  to  Berks  street,  under  ordi- 
nance July  2,  1889.  The  work  done  at  contract  prices 
amounted  to  $1,091.41,  and  the  limit  of  contract  as  executed 
was  |1,000  ;  therefore  he  has  done  $91.41  more  work  than 
the  contract  provides  pay  for. 

"  No.  2.  John  Nolan  contracted  to  build  sewer  on  Wakefield 
street,  from  Ashmead  to  Bringhurst,  under  ordinance  of  Octo- 
ber 1,  1884.  Among  the  bills  given  in  payment,  was  one 
against  James  Knott  for  $229.94.  It  has  since  been  discov- 
ered that  under  the  laAv  the  property  owner  Avas  entitled  to  a 
deduction  of  50  feet  for  corner  lot,  amounting  to  $75.     It  is 
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uncollectable  by  the  contractor  unless  Councils  shall  appro- 
priate the  money  to  pay  him. 

"No.  3.  John  Nolan's  contract  for  building  sewer  on  Som- 
erset street,  from  Germantown  avenue  to  Franklin  street,  was 
under  ordinance  of  November  12,  1884.  Among  the  bills 
given  him  was  one  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  Water 
Department  for  $198.00.  Mr.  Nolan  filed  a  lien  for  this,  but 
it  amounted  to  nothing  as  against  the  City.  It  is  now  usual 
to  pay  these  City  bills  out  of  the  appropriation  for  sewers ;  it 
was  not  at  that  time,  and  this  is  a  valid  claim. 

"  Another  ordinance  provides  for  paying  W.  B.  M.  Conklin 
for  constructing  sewer  in  front  of  Pennsylvania  Academy  of 
Fine  Arts.  At  the  time  the  sewer  was  built,  it  was  supposed 
that  the  property  was  legally  assessable,  but  it  has  since  been 
ascertained  that  it  is  not.  If  this  had  been  known  previous  to 
the  execution  of  the  contract,  provision  would  have  been  made 
for  paying  this  by  the  City;  amount  of  bill,  |315.00."

Your  committee  laid  before  the  House  committee  of  the 
General  Assembly,  the  views  of  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia 
upon  the  subject  of  the  Building  Commission,  and  especially 
upon  the  objectionable  features  of  the  Act  of  August  5,  1870, 
entailing  as  they  did  great  hardships  upon  the  people  of  this 
City ;  among  which  are  those  which  empower  the  Commission 
to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  that  body,  that  direct 
Councils  to  levy  a  special  tax  to  raise  such  amount  as  the 
Commission  may  demand,  and  for  the  extraordinary  provisions 
at  the  close  of  the  bill  which  create  the  Mayor,  Controller, 
City  Commissioners  and  City  Treasurer  and  all  the  other 
officers  of  the  City  and  the  Councils  of  the  City,  deputies  to 
work  out  the  pleasure  of  this  body. 

Your  committee  represented  to  the  House  committee  that 
no  satisfactory  information  could  be  obtained  as  to  how  the 
moneys  were  expended,  which  had  now  reached  amounts  far 
in  excess  of  the  original  estimates,  that  the  people  desired  to 
know  something  of  the  workings  of  this  body  that  existed  in 
their  midst,  and  suggested  that  it  should  be  required  to  keep 
accounts  similar  to  those  kept  by  the  municipal  departments  of 
Philadelphia ;  that  its  accounts  should  undergo  the  same  sys- 
tem of  audit  as  applies  to  the  other  departments  of  the  City,
